in.  Provided  always,  and  be  it  enafted  by  the  Authority  ^ore-v 
faid.  That  all  and  every  Ecclefiaftical  Perfon  being  convifted  or 
attainted  in  Form  aforefaid,  for  every  fuch  his  Offence,  fhall  be 
deprived  by  the  Ordinary  from  Jiis  Promotion  fpiritual  or  eccle- 
fiaiUcal,  in  fuch  like  Manner  and  Fofm,  that  it  fhall  be  lawful^ 
for  every  Patron,  Founds  or  Giver  thereof,  to  prefent,  after  fuch 
Deprivation  had;  fome  one  other  to  the  fame,  as  though  the  faid 
Offender  or  Offenders  were  deceafed.

Peace,  in  the  Name  of  himfelf  and  One  other  of  the  Jufticea 
his  Companion,  not  making  the  faid  Juftice  party  nor  privy 
unto  the  Cafe  wherefore  the  Prifoner  (liould  be  bailed,  hatl^ 
oftentimes  by  finifler  Labour  and  Means  fet  at  large  the  greateft 
and  notablefl  Offenders,  fuch  as  be  not  replevifable  oy  the  Laws 
of  this  Realm  5  and  yet  the  rather  to  hide  their  Alfc6lions  in 
that  Behalf,  have  figned  the  Caufe  of  their  Apprehenfion  to  be 
but  only  for  Sufpicion  of  Felony,  whereby  the  faid  Offender!

HUMBLY  befeeching  your  excellent  Majeftiesy  your  tru^ 
and  faithful  Subjeds  the  I^ord  Marchers,  both  Spiritual 
and  Temporal,  within  your  Higlmefs  Dominion  of  IValet^  That 
whereas  fn  the  Parliament  holden  at  IVeflmmflert  the  xxvii.  Year 
of  the  Reign  of  King  Henry  the  Eighth,  Father  unto  you  our 
natural  Sovereign  I^^dy,  amongft  other  Things^  one  Aft  waa 
made  and  eftablifhed,  for  Laws  and  Jullice  to  be  miniftered 
in  the  faid  Dominion  of  Wales ^  in  like  Form  as  it  i»  in  this  Realm 
oi England:  In  the  which  Ad  one  Article  is,  That  for  that  the 
Lord  Marchers  before  the  Parliament  had  ufed  to  pat  their 
Tenants  within  their  I^ordHiips  Marchers  under  common  Main- 
prife  and  Surety  of  Appearance,  and  have  had  the  Forfeitures 
thereof,  which  for  evi^r,  from  and  after  the  Fcaft  of  AR  Sa/tffv 
then  next  enfuing  the  faid  Parliament,  Hiould  utterly  ceafe  and 
be  determined.

^  Bridgivater^  Taunton  and  Cfmrd  in  the  County  of  S^merfei 
have  been  well  and  fubftantially  inhabited,  occupied,  maintained 
and  upholdeoy  for  the  moil  Part  by  Reafon  of  the  making  of 
Woollen  Clothes,  commonly  called  Bridgnvater,  Taunton  and 
Chard  Clothes,  which  in  Times  paft  were  much  defired,  as  well 
beyond  the  Seas,  as  in  the  Realm  of  England^  and  thereby  the 
Inhabitants  and  poor  People  of  the  faid  Boroughs  and  Towns, 
and  of  the  Country  thereabouts,  were  daily  fet  on  work,  and 
had  fuiEcient  Living  by  the  fame  ^  and  where  alfo  the  faid  Towns 
in  Times  pafl  were  of  great  Force  and  Strength  to  fervc  the  King 
and  Queen's  Highnefs  progenitors  and  Anceflors,  Kin^  of  this 
Realm :  Forafmuch  as  of  late  Days  divers  Perfons  inhabiting 
and  dwelling  in  Villages,  Hamlets  and  fmall  Towns  of  Hul- 
bandry  in  the  faid  County  of  Somerfet^  which  were  never  Pren- 
ticeSy  or  ikilful  in  making  of  the  laid  Clothes,  as  well  for  their 
private  Wealths  and  Commodity,  as  alfo  becaufe  they  would  be 
out  of  due  Search  of  their  Clothes  to  be  made  according  to  the 
Statute  therefore  provided,  not  regarding  the  Maintenance  of

Service  of  their  Majefties,  and  of  this  Realm,  in  their  Wars,  fuch 
as  were  mofl  able  and  likelieft  to  ferve  well  in  tlie  fame :  Which 
Service  hath  been  greatly  hinderpd,  as  well  for  that  a  great 
Number  hath  abfented  them  from  the  faid  Mufters,  which  ought 
to  have  come  to  the  fame,  as  alfo  for  that  many  of  the  moft  able 
and  likely  Men  for  that  Service  have^  been  through  Friendfhip 
or  Rewards  releafed,  forborn  and  difcharged  of  the  faid  Ser- 
vice ;  and  fome  other  not  being  able  or  meet,  taken,  appointed 
and  chofen  thereunto,  and  yet  the  fame  Difability  and  Unapt- 
nefs  notwithilanding,  the  fume  unable  and  unmeet  Perfons,  upon 
Sums  of  Money,  or  other  Kind  of  Rewards  or  Exaftions  by 
them  paid,  to  fome  fuch  as  had  the  Order  of  the  faid  Mufters,  have 
been  alfo  releafed  and  difcharged  of  the  faid  Service,  to  the  great 
Impoverifhment  of  the  Subjects,  and  chiefly  to  the  great  Peril 
and  Danger  of  this  noble  Realm,  in  the  Hindrance  of  the  true 
and  necenary  Service  thereof:' 
II.  For  Remedy  whereof,  be  it  enafted  by  the  King  and  Queen 
our'  Sovereign  Lord  and  I.^dy,  with  the  Affent  ot  the  Lords 
Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  the  Commons,  in  this  prefent  Parlia- 
ment affembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  fame.  That  if  any 
Perfon  or  Perfons,  that  (liall  be  commanded  at  any  Time  hereafter 
generally  or  fpecially.to  muftcr  afore  any  fuch  as  (hall  have  any 
Authority  or  Commandment  for  the  fame,  by  or  from  the  King 
and  Queen's  Majefties,  or  by  the  Heirs  or  Succeffors  of  tlie  Queeir's 
Majelly,  or  by  any  Lieutenant,  Warden,  or  other  Perfon  or  Per- 
PcrroiKxhfemins  ^^^^  authorized  for  the  fame,  do  willingly  abfent  him  or  themfelves 
Iwm  Mufter.  fro^i  the  fame  Mufters,  having  no  true  and  reafonable  Excufe  of 
Sicknefs  or  other  lawful  Impediment  j  or  at  their  A^ppearance  at 
fuch  Mufters  do  not  bring  with  them  fuch  their  beft  Furniture  or 
Array  and  Armor,  as  he  or  they  ftall  then  have  for  his  or  their 
own  Perfon  in  Readinefs ;  fhall,  for  every  fuch  Default  and 
Iijiprifonment.  '  Ofl'ence,  have  and  fuifer  Imprifonment  by  the  Space  of  ten  Days, 
without  Bail  or  Mainprife,  by  the  Commandment  of  fuch  as  fhaU 
have  Authority,  as  is  aforefaid,  to  take  the  fame  Mufters  ;  unlefs 
he  or  they,  fo  offending,  as  is  aforefaid,  do  agree  to  or  with  the  faid 
Commiflioners  or  Two  of  them,  to  pay-  to  the  Ufe  of  the  Kang  and 

Queea 
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Queen  our  Sovereign  Lord  and  Lady,  or  of  the  Heirs  of  Sacceffor» 
of  the  fame  our  Sovereign  Lady,  for  every  fuch  Offence,  Forty  Penalty. 
Shillings  for  a  Fine  ;  which  faid  Fine,  after  Agreement  for  the  Pay- 
ment of  the  fame,  as  is  aforefaid,  fhall  he  certified  and  eilreated 
into  the  Court  of  the  Exchequer  at  Wefimnjier^  by  fuch  as  fhall 
have  Power  to  take  the  faid  Muflers,  as  is  aforefaid^  or  by  Two  of 
them,  under  their  Seals,  or  the  Seals  of  Two  of  them,  within 
the  Space  of  Two  Months  nest  after  fuch  Agreement  to  pay  the 
faid  Fine  had  or  made,  and  the  fame  Fine  fo  eibreated,  to  be  levied 
in  ftich  Form  as  Fines  affeffed  by  the  Juflices  of  Affize,  or  of 
Gaol-delivery  in  their  Circuits  are  ufed  to  be  levied.

and  by  that  Means  did  occupy  great  Number  of  Benefices, 
againft  the  faid  Ordinance,  by  Means  whereof,  the  Aliens  French 
were  encreafed,  to  the  dimmifiiing  of  the  Subje^ls  of  the  King, 
and  the  Treafure  of  the  King  and  the  Realm,  did  carry  out  of 
this  Realm,  and  the  Counfel  of  the  King  did  discover  to  the 
Enemies  of  France^  to  the  great  Damage  of  the  King  and  the 
Realm.  For  Remedy  whereof,  at  a  Parhament  holden  at  Wefi- 
mnfietf  the  Firft  Year  of  the  Reign  of  the  moil  worthy  Prince 
of  famous  Memory,  King  Henry  the  Fifth,  the  fame  King  con-  i  H.  5.  €.7. 
(idering  the  Mifehiefs  aiorefaid,  by  the  Authority  of  the  fame 
Purliament,  wiUed  that  the  faid  Ordinance  fhould  be  fafely  .

excepted),  and  that  they  (hould  put  in  Surety  not  to  difcover  nor 
caufe  to  bedifcovered,  the  Counfel  nor  the  Secrets  of  the  Realm.

WHERE  in  the  Pairliament  bolden  at  PTgJmin/ifr  the  Four- 
teenth Day  of  January  in  the  Thirty  fifth  Year  of  the 
Reign  of  the  moft  noble  and  viAorious  Prince  King  Henry  the 
Eighth,  late  King  of  England^  among  other  Things,  it  was 
enaAed  and  eftablifhed,  for  the  fpeedy  Trial  of  liluep  joined 
between  Party  and  Party,  in  any  of  the  King's  Courts  of  Re- 
cord  holden  at  IVeJlminfter^  to  be  tried  by  the  Verdift  of  Twelve 
Men,  before  the  Juftices  of  Aflife  or  Nlfi  Priusy  that  in  every 
Writ  of  Habeas  Corpora  or  Dtflrtngas  with  a  Ntft  Prtus  delivered 
of  Record  to  the  Sheriff,  or  other  Minifter  or  Minifters  to

Divine 
Service  in  the  Church,  and  the  Adminill ration  of  the  Sa- 
craments. 

*  ^TTHERE  at  the  Death  of  our  late  Sovereign  Lord  King 
f  V  V  Edward  the  Sixth  there  remained  one  uniforni  Order  of 
f  Common  Service -and  Prayer,  and  of  the  Admini  ft  ration  of  Sacra- 

*  ments.  Rites  and  Ceremonies  in  the  Churcli  of  Fngl/indf  wliich 

*  was    fet  forth  in  one  Boole,  intituled,  The  Boojt  of  Common 

*  Prayer,  and  Admin iil ration  of  Sacraments,   and  other  Rites  and 

*  Ceremonies  in  the  Church  of  England-,  authorized  by  Aft  of 
«  Parliament  holden  in  the  Tifth  and  Sixth  Years  of  our  faid  late

II.  Beit  therefore  enaded  by  the  Authority  of  this  prefent   Rook  of  Corn- 
Parliament,  That  the  faid  Eftatute  of  I^epeal,  and  every  Thing   ["^"^^:jy^^[  '^••'*' 
therein  contained,  <Mily  concerning  the  faid  Book,  and  the  Service,   '^  "*  '**'*' 
Adminiibration  of  the  Sacraments,  Rites   and  Ceremonies,  con- 
tained or  appointed  in  or  by  the  faid  Book,  Ihall  be  void  and  of 
none  £ffe£t,  from  and  after  the  Feaft.  of  the  Nativity  of  St.  John 
Bapiifi  next  coming ;  and  that   the  faid  Book,  with  the  Order  of 
Service,  and  of  the  Adminiftration  of  Sacraments,  Rites  and  Cere- 
monies, with  the  Alterations  and  Additions   therein   added   and 
appointed  by  this  Eftatute,  fhall  ftand  and  be,  from  and  after  the 
iaid  Feaft  of  the  f«fativity  of  St.  John  Baptljl^   in  full  Force  and 
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Effeft,  according  to  the  Tenor  and  EfFeft  of  this  Eftatute  ;  any 
Thing  in  the  aforefaid  Eftatute  of  Repeal  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
ftanding. 

III.  And  further  be  it  enafted  by  the  Queen's  Highnefs,  with 
the  AfTent  of  the  Lords  and  Commons  in  tliis  prefent  Parfiament 
affembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  fame,  That  all  and  fingukr 
Minifters  in  any  Cathedral  or  Parifh  Church,  or  other  Place  within 
this  Realm  of  England,  Walesy  and  the  Marches  of  the  fame,  or 
other  the  Queen's  Dominions,  (hall,  from  and  after  the  Feaft  of 
the  Nativity  of  St.  John  Baptijl  next  coming,  be  bounden  to  fay 
and  ufe  the  Mattens,  Even-fonff,  Celebration  of  the  Lord's  Sup- 
per and  Adminillration  of  each  of  the  Sacraments,  and  all  the 
Conunon  and  open  Prayer,  in  fuch  Order  and  Form  as  is  men- 
tioned in  the  faid  Book,  fo  authorized  by  Parliament  in  the  faid 
Fifth  and  Sixth  Years  of  the  Reign  of  King  Edward  the  Sixth, 
with  one  Alteration  or  Addition  of  certain  LefTons  to  be  ufed  on 
every  Sunday  in  the  Year,  and  the  Form  of  the  Litany  altered  and 
correded,  and  Two  Sentences  only  added  in  the  Delivery  of  the 
Sacrament  to  the  Communicants,  and  none  other  or  otherwifc. 

IV.  And  that  if  any  Manner  of  Parfon,  Vicar  or  other  what- 
foever  Minifter,  that  ought  or  (hould  fing  or  fay  Common  Prayer 
mentioned  in  the  faid  Book,  or' minifter  the  Sacramenta,  from 
and  after  the  Feaft  of  the  Nativity  of  St.  John  Baftlfl  next  com- 
ing, refufe  to  ufe  the  faid  Common  Prayers,  or  to  minifter  the 
Sacraments  in  fuch  Cathedral  or  Parifh  Church,  or  other  Places  as 
he  ftiould  ufe  to  minifter  the  fame,  in  fuch  Order  and  Form  as  they 
be  mentioned  aud  fet  forth  in  the  faid  Book  ;  or  (hall  wilfully  or 
obftinately,  ftanding  in  the  fame,  ufe  any  other  Rite,  Ceremony, 
Order,  Form  or  Manner  of  celebrating  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  openly 
or  privily,  or  Mattens,  Even-fong,  Adminiftration  of  the  Sacra- 
ments, or  other  open  Prayers,  than  is  mentioned  and  fet  forth  in 
the  faid  Book  ;  ^open  Prayer  in  and  throughout  this  A6b,  is  meant 
that  Prayer  which  is  for  others  to  come  unto,  or  hear,  either  in 
common  Churches,  or  private  Chapels  or  Oratories,  commonly 
called,  the  Service  of  the  Church)  i  or  ftiall  preach,  declare  or 
fpeak  any  Thin?  in  the  Derogation  or  depraving  of  the  faid  Book, 
or  any  Thing  therein  contained,  or  of  any  Part  thereof,  and  Audi 
be  thereof  lawfully  convi6led,  according  to  the  Laws  of  this  Realm, 
by  Verdid^  of  Twelve  Men,  or  by  his  own  Confeflioil,  or  by  the  no-

Premiffes  the  Third  Time,  and  /hall  be  thereof  in  JForm  afoi:ef^d 
lawfully  convi^ed,  that  then  the  Perfon  fo  offending^  aod  Qoavi€):ed 
the  third  Time,  fhall  be  deprived,  itfofaSoy  of  aU  his  Spiritual  Pro-  Pctulty.

VII.  And  if  the  Perfon  that  (hall  offend,  and  be  conviAed  in  Penalty  of  Of-

ment  during  one  whole  Year  ne^t  after  his  faid  Convidlion,  with- 
out Bail  or  Mainprife. 

VIII.  And  if  any  fuch  Perfon,  not  having  any  Spiritual  P?o-

IX.  And  it  is  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid.  Doing  any 
TTiat  if  any  Perfon  or  Perfoos  whatfo^ver,  after  the  faid  feafl  of  Thing,  or  fpeak- 
thc  Nativity  of  St.  John  Batttfi  next  coming,  (hall  in  any  Enteriudes,  'V^  '"/»  "^^'f 
Pla^Songs,  Rhymes,  or  by  other  open  Words,  4eclare  or  focak  CommonPram 
any  jOiing  m  the  Derogation,  I>epra\'ing  or  Defpifine  of  the  fapie  ^^  '    * 
Book,  or  of  any  Thine  therein  contained,  or  aiiy  ran  thereof; 

or  (hall  by  open  Fa6t,  Deed  or  by  open  Threatnings,  compel  or 
caofe,  or  otherwife  procure  or  maintain,  any  Parfon,  Y'lcar  or  other 
Minifterin  any  Cathedral  or  Parifh  Church,  or  in  Chapel,  or  i|i  a^iy 
other  Place,  to  fing  or  fay  any  Common  or  open  Prayer,  or  to  mi- 
nlfter  any  Sacrament,  otherwife  or  in  apy  other  M^inner  and  Porpi 
than  is  mentioned  in  the  faid  Book ;  or  that  by  any  of  the  faid 
Means  (hall  unlawfully  interrupt  or  let  any  Parfon,  Vicar  or  other 
MiniHer  in  any  Cathedral  or  rarifh  Church,  Chapel  or  any  other 
Place,  to  fing  or  fay  Common  and  open  Prayer,  or  to  nunifter  the 
Sacraments  or  any  of  them,  in  fuch  Manner  and  Form  as  is  men- 
tioned in  the  faid  Book ;  that  then  every  fuch  Perfon,  being  thereof 
lawfully  convi^ied  in  Form  abovefaid,  fhall  forfeit  to  the  Queen  our  pj^fl  offVncf.

and  convi£i  (hall  for  his  Third  Of&nce  forfeit  to  oiur  Sovereign 
Lady  the  Queen  all  his  Goods  and  Chattels^  and  (hall  fuffer  Im- 
prK>nmeqt  during  his  Life. 

XIL  And  if  any  Perfon  or  Perfons,  that  for  his  Firft  Offence  jy^t  ptyicg  For* 
concerning  the  Premifes  (hall  be  convid  in  Form  aforefaid,  do  not  fcimn. 
pay  the  Sum  to  b«  paid  by  virtue  of  his  Convi^on,  in  fuch  Manner 
and  Fotm  as  the  (aQie  ought  to  be  paid,  within  Six  Weeks  next 
«ft«r  hil  CoQfiftioq  I  tha^^  then  every  Perfoe  fo  QonviQ^  ^^  ^^  ^^ 
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paying  the  fame,  (hall  for  the  fame  Firft;  OfFence,  inftead  of  the  faid 
Sum,  fufFer  Imprifonment  by  the  Space  of  Six  Months  without 
Bail  or  Mainprife. 

XIII.  And  if  any  Perfon  or  Perfons,  that  for  his  Second  Offence 
concerning  the  Premiffes  fhall  be  convid  in  Form  aforefaid,  do  not 
pay  the  faid  Sum  to  be  paid  by  virtue  of  his  Convidion  and  this 
Eflatute,  in  fuch  Manner  and  Form  as  the  fame  ought  to  be  paid, 
within  Six  Weeks  next  after  his  faid  Second  Convidion  ;  that  then 
every  Perfon  fo  convided,  and  r\ot  fo  paying  the  fame,  fhall  for 
the  lame  fecond  Offence,  in  the  llead  pf  the  faid  Sum,  fuffcr  Im- 
prifonment during  Twelve  Months,  without  Bail  or  Mainprife. 

And  that  from  aud  after  the  faid  Feaft  of  the  Nativity  of 
St.  JoJjti  Baptift  next  coming,  ^  and  every  Perfon  and  Perfons 
inhabiting  within  this  Realm,  or  any  other  the  Queen's  Majefty's 
Donxinions,  lliall  diligently  and  faithfully,  having  no  lawful  or  rea- 
fonable  Excufe  to  be  ablent,  endeavour  thenrifelves  to  refort  to 
their  Parifh  Church  or  Chapel  accuftomed,  or  upon  reafonable  Let 
thereof,  to  fome  ufual  Place  where  Commpn  Prayer  and  fuch  Ser- 
vice of  God  fhall  be  ufed  in  fuch  Time  of  Let,  upon  every  Sun- 
day^  and  other  Pays  ord^ned  and  ufed  to  be  kept  a«  Holy  Days, 
and  then  and  there  to  abide  orderly  and  foberly  during  the  Time  of 
the  Common  Prayer,  Preaching,  or  other  Service  of  God  there  ta 
be  ufed  and  miniftred;  upon  Pain  of  Punifhment  by  the  Cenfures 
of  the  Church,  and  alfo  upon  Pain  that  every  Perfon  fo  offending 
(hall  forfeit  for  every  fuch  OflPence  Twelve  Pence,  to  be  levied  by 
the  Churchwardens  of  the  Parifh  where  fuch  OfFence  fliall  be  done,^ 
to  the  Ufe  of  the  Poor  of  the  fahie  Parifh,  of  the  Goods,  Lands  and 
Tenements  of  fuch  Offender,  by  Way  of  Diflrefs.  \_See  23  Eli%. 
c,i^  §  §.      One  Ju/llce  may  conviS  Offender ^  3  Jaci.  ^.4.  $  27.] 

XV.  And  for  due  Execution  hereof,  the  Queen's  mofl  excellent 
5»fajefly,  the  Lords  Temporal,  and  all  the  Commpn  s  \n  this  pre- 
fent  Parliament  alfembled,  do  in  God's  Name  cameftly  require  and 
charge  all  the  Archbifhops,  Bifhops  and  other  Ordinaries,  that  they 
fhall  endeavour  themfelves  to  the  uttermofl  of  their  Knowledges, 
that  the  due  and  true  Execution  hereof  may  be  had  throughout 
their  Diocefs  and  Charges,  as  they  will  anfwer  before  Goa,  for 
fuch  Evils  and  Plagues  wherewith  Almighty  God  may  iuftly  pu- 
nifh  his  People  for  neglefting  this  good  and  wholefome  Law. 

XVI.  And  for  their  Authority  in  this  Behalf,  be  it  further 
enafted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid.  That  all  and  fingular  the  faid 
Archbifhops,  Bifhops,  and  all  other  their  Officers  exercifmg  Eccle- 
fiaflical  Jurifdiftion,  as  well  in  Place  exempt  as  not  exempt,  within

That  all  and  every  Archbifhop  'and  Bimop  dial!  or  may*  j  '•"  »*''•»  »*^ 
at  all  Time  and  Times,  at  his  Liberty  and  Pleafure,  join  and  af fociate   I "  **  '*^*^ 
himfelf,  by  virtue  of  this  A  A,  to  the  faid  Juftices  of  Oyer  and  Deler- 
n^iner,  or  to  the  faid  Judices  of  Affize,  at  every  of  the  faid  open  and 
general  Seifions  to  oe  holden  in  any  Place  within  his  Diocefs,  for 
and  to  the  Enquiry,  Hearing  and  Determining  of  the  Offeuccs 
aforefaid. 

XIX.  Provided  alfo,  and  be  it  enafted  by  the  Authority  afore- 
faid, That  the  Books  concerning  the  faid  Services  (hall  at  the  Cofts 
and  Charges  of  the  Parifliioners  of  every  Parifti  and  Cathedral 
Church,  be  attained  and  gotten  before  the  faid  Feaft  of  the  Nati- 
vity of  St.  John  Bapttfl  next  following ;  and  that  all  fuch  Parifhes 
and  Cathedral  Churches,  or  other  Places,  where  the  faid  Books 
fhall  be  attained  and  gotten  before  the  faid  Feaft  of  the  Nativity  of 
St.  John  Baptifi^  fliall  within  Three  Weeks  next  after  the  faid  Books 
fo  attained  and  gotten  ufe  the  faid  Service,  and  put  the  fame  in 
Ure  according  to  this  i\ft. 

XX.  And  be  it  further  enabled  by  the  Authority  aforefaid. 
That  no  Perfon  or  Perfons  fhall  be  at  any  Time  hereafter  im-

pionly  repair,  fliall  have  full  Power  and  Authority  by  virtue  of  this

Biihops,  and  every  of  their  Chancellors,  Commiffaries,  Archdeacons 
and  other  Ordiiiaries,  liavin?  any  peculiar  Ecclefiaft  ical  Jurifdi6^ion, 
(hall  have  ful}  Power  and  Authority  by  virtue  of  this  Aft,  as 
weU  to  inouire  in  their  V ifitation^  Synods,  and  elfewhere  within 
their  Jorifdi^ion  at  any  other  Time  and  Place,  to  take  Accufa- 
tions  and  Informations  of  all  and  every  the  Things  above  men- 
tioned, done,  committed  or  perpetrated  within  the  Limits  of  their 
Jurifdidions  and  Authority,  and  to  punifli  the  fame  by  Admo-

XXVI.  And  alfo.  That  if  there  fhall  happen  any  Contempt  or 
Irreverence  to  be  ufed  in  the  Ceremonies  or  Rites  of  the  Church, 
by  the  mifufing  of  the  Orders  appointed  in  this  Book,  the  Queen's 
Majefty  may,  by  the  like  Advice  of  the  faid  Commiffioners  or  Me- 
tropolitan, ordain  and  publifh  fuch  further  Ceremonies  or  Rites,  as 
may  be  moft  for  tlie  Advancement  of  God's  Glor)',  the  Edifying 
of  his  Church,  and  the  due  Reverence  of  Chrift's  Holy  Myftenes 
and  Sacraments. 

XXVII.  And  be  it  further  enaded  by  the  Authority  afore-

levied  and  pai<l  at  Two  fcveral  Payments,  of  every  Perfon  fpiri- 
tual  and  temponJ,  of  what  Eftate  or  Degree  he  or  they  be, 
according  to  the  Tenor  of  this  A6i,  in  Manner  and  Form  fol« 
lowing;  that  is  to  fay,  as  well  of  every  Perfon  bom  within 
this  Realm  of  EnAindy  Walesy  or  other  the  Queen's  Domtnions, 
as  of  all  and  every  Fraternity,  Guild,  Corporation,  Myftery,  Bro- 
therhood and  Commonalty,  corporated  or  not  corporated,  within 
this  Reakn  of  England^  Wales,  or  other  the  Queen's  Dominions, 
being  worth  v.  li.  for  every  Pound,  as  well  in  Coin  and  the  Value 
of  every  Pound,  that  etery  fuch  Perfon,  Fraternity,  Guild,  Cor- 
poration, Myftery,  Brotherhood,  Commonalty,  corporate  or  not 
corporate,  hath  of  his  oj  their  own,  or  any  other  to  his  or  their 
Ufe,  as  alfo  Plate,  Stock  of  Merchandizes,  all  Manner  of  Com  and 
Blades,  Houfehold  Stuff,  and  of  all  other  Goods  moveable,  as 
well  within  the  Realm  as  without,  and  of  aU  Sums  of  Money  as  to 
iiim  or  them  i^sx  (hall  be  owing,  whereof  he  or  they  truft  in  his  or 
their  ConfcieiKe,  furely  to  be  paid,  except  and  out  of  the  Pre- 
nifes  dcdudled,  fuch  Sums  of  Money  as  he  or  they  owe,  and  in

XII.  And  further  be  it  enafted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid. 
That  for  the  a(re(nng  and  ordering  of  the  faid  Subfidy  to  be  duly 
had,  the  Lord  Chancellor  of  England^  or  the  Keeper  of  the  Great 
Seal,  the  Lord  Treafurer  of  England^  the  Lord  Steward  of  the 
Queen's  Majefty's  Hou(hold,  the  Lord  Prcfident  of  the  Queen's 
Honourable  Council,  and  the  Lord  Privy  Seal  for  the  Time 
being,  or  Two  of  them  at  the  leaflT,  whereof  the  Lord  Chancellor 
of  England^  or  Keeper  of  the  Great  Seal  for  the  Time  bein^  to  be 
one,  (hall  and  may  name  and  appoint,  of  and  for  every  Shire  and 
Riding,  and  other  Places  as  well  within  this  Realm  as  in  Walesy 
and  other  the  Queen's  Dominions,  and  alfo  of  and  for  every  City 
and  Town,  being  a  County  in  itfelf,  and  of  and  for  the  Ifle  of 
fVhhtf  fuch  certain  Number  of  Perfons  of  every  of  the  fame  Shires, 
Ridings,  Lathes,  Wapentakes,  Rapes,  Cities,  Towns  and  Ifle  of 
ITightf  -and  every  other  PJace,  and  other  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
fame,  to  be  Commiflioners  of  and  within  the  fame,  whereof  they  be 
Inhabitants ;  And  alfo  of,  and  for  the  Honourable  Hou(hold  of 
the  Queen's  Majeily  in  that  Shire,  or  other  Places  the  faid 
Houihold  (hall  happen  then  to  be  :  And  the  Lord  Chancellor  or 
Keeper  of  the  Great  Seal,  and  oth^r  with  him  before  named,  in 
like  Manner  may  name  and  appoint  of  every  fuch  Borough  and 
Town  Corporate,  as  well  in  England  as  in  IVales,  and  other  the 
Queen's  pominioiis,  as  they  (hall  think  requifite.  Six,  Five,  Four, 
Three  pr  Two  of  tlie  head  Officers,  and  other  faid  honeft  Inha- 
bitants of  the  faid  Cities,  Boroughs  and  Towns  Corporate,  accord- 
ing to  the  Number  and  Multitude  of  the  People  being  in  the  fame, 
the  which  Perfons,  if  any  fuch  be  thereunto  named,  of  the  faid  Iup 
b^bit^ts  pf  the  faid  Boroughs  and  Towns  Corporate,  not  being

Counties  in  themfelves,  (hall  be  joined  and  put  in  as  Conuniffioneny 
with  the  Perfons  named  for  fuch  Shires  and  Ridings,  as  the  faid 
Boroughs  and  Towns  Corporate,  not  being  Counties  in  themfelveSy 
be  fet  and  have  their  being,  which  Perfons  fo  named  for  and  of  the 
faid  Boroughs  and  Towns  Corporate,  not  being  Counties,  by  rea« 
fon  oi  their  dwelling  in  the  fame,  fhall  not  take  upon  them,  ne  none 
ef  them,  to  put  any  Part  of  their  CommiiHon  in  Execution  for 
the  Premifes,  out  of  the  faid  Boroughs  and  Towns  Corporate, 
wherein  they,  being  fo  named  only  for  th6  fame,  be  dwelling : 
And  alfo  not  to  execute  the  faid  Commiflion  within  the  Borough 
or  Town  Cor{)orate  where  they  be  fo  dwelling,  but  at  fuch  Days 
and  Times  as  the  faid  other  Commiffioners,  for  the  fame  Shire  and 
Riding  (hall  thereunto  limit  and  appoint  within  the  fame  Borough 
or  Town  Corporate,  not  being  County  Corporate,  whereof  they 
fo  be,  and  not  out  of  fuch  Borough  or  Town^  and  in  that  Manner 
to  be  aiding  and  affifUng  with  the  faid  other  Commiflloners,  in 
and  for  the  good  executing  of  the  £lfe£l  of  the  faid  CommiiHon^ 
upon  Pain  of  every  of  the  faid  ConunifTioners,  fo  named  for  every 
fuch  City,  Borough,  Town  Corporate,  not  being  a  County,  to 
make  fuch  Fine  as  the  faid  other  Commiflioners  in  the  Commiflion 
of  and  for  the  faid  Shire  or  Riding  fo  named,  or  Three  of  them  at 
the  leaft,  (hall  by  their  Difcretions  fet  and  certify  into  the  Queen's 
Exchequer,  there  to  be  levied  to  the  Ufe  of  the  Queen's  Majefty, 
in  like  Manner  as  fuch  or  hke  Sums  had  been  fet  and  rated  upoo 
every  fuch  Perfon  for  the  faid  Subfidy :  The  which  Commiffioners 
fo  named  of  and  for  the  faid  Cities,  Boroughs  and  Towns,  not 
being  Counties,  and  only  put  in  the  faid  Commiifion,  by  reafon  of 
their  dweUing  in  the  fame,  (hall  not  have  any  Part  of  the  Portion 
of  the  Fees  and  Rewards  of  the  Commiflloners  and  their  Clerks, 
in  this  Aft  afterwards  fpecified :  And  the  Lord  Chancellor  of 
England^  or  Keeper  of  the  Great  Seal,  for  the  Time  being,  (hall 
make  and  dire£t  out  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  under  the  Great 
Seal,  feveral  CommiiHons ;  that  is  to  fay,  to  every  Shire,  Riding, 
Lathe,  Wapentake,  Rape,  City,  Town*  Borough,  Ifle  and 
]H[ou(bold,  unto  fuch  Perfon  and  Perfons,  as  by  his  Difcretion,  and 
other  with  him  aforenamed  and  appointed  in  like  Manner  and 
Form  as  is  afore  rehearfed,  (hj^U  be  thought  fufficient  for  the  feffing 
and  levying  of  the  faid  Subfidy,  in  all  Shires  and  Places,  according 
to  the  true  Meanine  of  this  Aft  :  which  Commiflion,  for  the  FirS 
Payment  of  the  faid  Subfidy,  (hall  be  direfted  and  delivered  to  the 
faid  Commiflloners,  or  to  One  of  them,  before  the  Firft  Day  of 
/ipril  next  coming :  And  the  CommifTion  for  the  Second  Pay* 
ment  of  the  faid  Subfidy,  (hall  be  directed  and  delivered  to  the 
faid  Commiflloners,  or  One  of  them,  before  the  Firft  Day  of  Ja' 
niMzrjr  which  (hall  be  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  God  1559:  And 
to  every  of  the  faid  Commiffioners,  Ten  Schedules,  containing  in 
them  the  Tenor  of  this  Aft,  (hall  be  afiiled  :  By  which  Commif- 
(ion,  the  Commiffioners  in  every  fuch  Commiffion,  named  according 
to  this  Aft,  and  as  many  of  tiiem  as  (hall  be  appointed  by  the  faid 
Commiflion,  (haU  have  full  Power  and  Authority  to  put  the  Effeft 
of  the  fame  Commiffion  in  Execution ;  And  that  by  Authority  of 
this  Aft,  after  fuch  Commiffions  to  them  direfted,  they  may  by^ 
their  AfTents  and  Agreement^  fever  themfelves  for  the  Execution 
^f  their  Commiffion,  in  Hundreds,  Lathes,  Wards,  Rapes,  Wa- 
beptafcfs^  Tpwnsy  Parifl^eQ  ^nd  other  Pla<^esy  within  the  Limits  of 
•  their 
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their  faid  Commiflion,  in  fuch  Fonn  as  to  them  (hall  Teem  expedient 
to  be  ordered^  and  between  them  to  be  communed  and  agreed, 
according  to  the  Tenor  and  ££Fe6k  of  the  Commiffion  to  them  therein 
dirededy  upon  which  Severance,  every  Perfon  of  this  prefent  Par- 
liament, that  (hall  be  CommiHioner,  (hall  be  ailignedin  the  Hundred 
where  he  dwelleth. 

XIII.  Provided  always,  That  no  Perfon  be  or  (hall  be  com- 
pelled to  be  any  Commiilioner,  to  and  for  the  Execution  of  this 
prefent  Acl,  but  only  in  the  Shire  where  he  dwelleth  and  inha- 
biteth:  And  that  any  Perfon  bein?  adigned  to  the  contrary 
thereof,  in  any  wife  (hall  not  be  compelled  to  put  in  Execution  the 
Effe^i  of  this  A6t,  or  any  Part  thereof:  And  it  is  alfo  enafked  by 
Authority  of  this  prefent  Parliament,  that  the  CommiiEoners  and 
every  of  them,  which  (hall  be  named,  limited  and  appointed  ac- 
cording to  this  A£t,  to  be  Commiilioners  in  every  fuch  Shire, 
Riding,  Lathe,  Wapentake,  Rape,  City,  Town,  Borough,  Ifle, 
and  the  faid  Hou(hold  or  any  other  Place,  and  none  other,  (haU 
tridy,  elFeftually  and  diligently  for  their  Part,  execute  the  Effed^ 
of  this  prefent  A<5t,  according  to  the  Tenor  thereof  in  every 
Behalf,  and  none  otherwife  by  any  other  Means,  without  Omi(fion, 
Favour,  Dread,  MaHce  or  any  other  Thing  to  be  attempted  and 
.  done  by  them,  or  any  of  them,  to  the  contrary  thereof :  And  the 
faid  Commiflioners,  and  as  many  of  them  as  (hall  be  appointed  by 
the  faid  CommiHion,  and  none  other,  for  the  Execution  of  the  faid 
Commiflion  and  A6i,  (hall  for  the  Taxation  of  the  faid  Firft  Pay- 
ment of  the  faid  Sub(idy,  before  the  Sixth  Day  of  ^fril  next 
coming ;  and  for  the  Taxation  of  the  faid  Second  Payment  of  the 
faid  Subfidy,  (hall  before  the  Sixth  Day  o£  January 9  which  (hall  be 
in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  God  1559,  by  virtue  of  the  Commiffions 
delivered  unto  them  in  Form  abovefaid,  direft  their  feveral  or  joint 
Precept,  unto  Eight,  Seven,  Six,  Five,  Four  or  Three  or  more,  as 
for  the  Number  of  the  Inhabitants  (hall  be  requifite,  of  the  moft 
fub(bintial,  difcrcet  and  honeil  Perfons,  Inhabitants,  to  be  named 
by  the  faid  Commidioners,  or  by  as  many  of  them,  as  (hall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  faid  Conuniflion,  of  and  in  Hundreds,  Lathes^ 
Rapes,  Wapentakes,  Wards,  Pari(hes,  Towns  and  other  Places,  as 
well  within  Liberties,  Franchifes,  ancient  Demeanes,  Places 
exempted,  and  Sandluaries,  as  without,  within  the  Limits  of  the 
Shires,  Ridings,  Lathes,  Wapentakes,  Rapes,  Cities,  Towns,  Bo- 
roughs or  liie  aforefaid,  and  other  Places  within  the  Limits  of 
their  CommiiRon,  and  to  the  Conftables,  Sub-conftables,  Baili(Fs, 
and  other  like  Officers  or  Minillers  of  every  of  the  faid  Hundreds, 
Towns,  Wards,  Lathes,  Wapentakes,  Paci(hes  and  other  Places 
aforefaid,  as  to  the  faid  Commiffioners,  and  every  Number  of 
them,  or  unto  Three  or  Two  of  them  by  their  Difcretion  in  Divi- 
fion  (liall  feem  expedient,  as  by  the  Manner  and  Ufe  of  the  Parties 
(hall  be  requifite,  ftrid^ly  by  the  fame  Precept  charging  and  com- 
manding the  fame  Inhabitants,  Con  (tables,  and  other  Officers  afore- 
faid, to  whom  fuch  Precept  (hall  be  fo  diredted,  to  appear  in  their 
proper  Perfons,  before  the  faid  Commiflioners,  or  fuch  Number  of 
them  as  they  (hall  divide  themfelves,  according  to  the  Tenor  of  the 
fdid  Commiffion,  'at  certain  Days  and  Places,  by  the  faid  Com- 
miffioners, or  any  Number  of  them,  as  is  aforefaid,  within  Cities^ 
Boroughs  or  Towns  Corporate,  or  without,  in  any  other  Place,  as 
is  aforefaid,  by  their  Difcretions  (haU  be  limited  thereunto,  to  do 
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and  accompliHi  all  that  to  them  on  the  Part  of  the  Queen's  Ma« 
jefty  fhallheinjoined  touching  this  A€t:  Commanding  further  hj 
the  fame  Precept}  that  he  to  wjbofe  Hands  fuch  Precept  (hall  come^ 
ihall  (hew  or  deliver  the  fame  to  the  other  Inhabitants  or  Offi- 
cers named  in  the  faid  Precept,  and  that  none  of  them  fail  to  ac- 
complifh  the  fame,  upon  Pain  of  40  s.  to  be  forfeited  to  the 
Queen's  Majefty. 

XIV.  And  it  is  further  ordained  by  the  Authority  of  this 
prefent  Parliament,  That  the  faid  Day  apd  Place  prefixed  and 
limited  in  the  faid  Precept,  every  of  the  Commiflioners  then  being 
in  the  Shire,  and  having  no  fufficient  Excufe  for  his  Abfence  at  the  ' 
Day  and  Place  prefixed  for  that  Part  whereunto  he  was  limited* 
fhall  appear  in  his  proper  Perfon^  that  there  the  fame  Commif- 
fioners  being  prefent,  or  as  many  as  (hall  be  appointed  by  the 
Queen's  Majeily's  Commiffion,  (hall  call  or  caufe  to  be  called  be- 
fore them  the  faid  Inhabitants  and  Officers  to  'whom  they  have 
dire£led  their  faid  Precepts,  and  which  had  in  Commandment  there 
to  appear  by  the  faid  Precept  of  the  faid  Commiffioners,  and  if  any 
Perfon  fo  warned  make  Default^  unlefs  he  then  be  letted  by  Sick- 
nefs  or  lawful  Excufe,  and  that  let  then  be  vntneffed  by  the  Oaths 
of  Two  credible  Perfons,  or  if  any  appearing  refufe  to  be  fwom  in 
Form  following,  to  forfeit  to  the  Queen's  Majefty  Forty  Shillings : 
And  fo  at  every  Time  appointed  by  the  Conmuffioners  for  the  fiaune 
Taxation,  unto  fuch  Time  the  Number  of  every  fuch  Perfons  ap- 
peared and  certified  in  Form  under  written,  and  every  of  them  fo 
making  Default,  or  refufing  to  be  fwom,  to  forfeit  to  the  Queen's 
Majefty  Forty  Shillings,  and  upon  the  fame  Appearance  had,  One 
of  the  moft  fubftantial  Inhabitants  or  Officers  being  warned  and 
appearing  before  the  faid  Commiffioners,  fhall  be  Tworn  upon  a 
Book  openly  before  the  Commiffioners  in  Form  following :

and  of  all  other  Articles  that  I  fhall  be  charged  with  touching 
the  faid  A£t^  and  according  to  the  Intent  of  the  fame,  and  there- 
upon as  near  as  it  maybe,  or  fhall  come  to  my  Knowledge,  truly 
to  prefent  and  certify  before  you,  the  Names,  Surnames,  and  the 
beft  and  uttermoft  Subflance  and  Values  of  every  of  them,  as  well 
of  Lands,  Tenements  and  other  Hereditaments,  Poffeffions  and 
Profits,  as  of  Goods,  Chattels,  Debts  and  other  Things  charge- 
able by  the  faid  A£^,  without  any  Conceahnent,  Love,  Favour, 
Afe6tion,  Dread,  Fear  or  Malice,  as  near  as  Gtod  will  give  me 
Grace,  <  So  help  me  God,

XV.  And  every  other  Perfon  that  ihall  appear  there  by  the 
fiune  Precepts,  from  Time  to  Time,  fhall  make  like  Oath,  and  upon . 
the  Oath  fo  taken,  as  is  aforefaid,  by  the  Inhabitants  and  Officera^ 
of  every  Hundred,  Ward,  Wapentake,  Town  or  other  Place,  the 
faid  Commiffioners  fhall  openly  there  read,  or  caufe  to  be  read 
unto  them  the  faid  Rates,  and  openly  declare  tke  £ffeft  of  their

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Charge  unto  them,  in  what  Manner  and  l^orm  they  ought  and 
fliould  make  their  Certificate,  according  to   the  Rates  and  Sums 
thereof  abovcfaid :  And  of  all  Manner  of  Perfohs,  as  Well  Of  Aliens 
and  Strangers,  Denizens  or  not  Denizens  inhabiting  within  this 
Realm^  as  of  fuch  Perfons  as  be  bom  under  the  Queen's  Obeifance, 
chargeable  to  this  Ad  c  And  of  the  PofTeflionsy  Goods  and  Chattels, 
of  Fraternities,  Guilds,  Corporations,  Brotherhoods,  Myfteries  and 
Commonalties,  and  other  as  is  abovefaid>  and  of  Perfons  being  in 
the  Parts  beyond  the  Seas,  having  Goods  or  Chattels,  Lands  or  Te- 
nements within  this  Realm,  as  is  aforefaid,  and  of  all  Goods  being 
in  the  Cuftody  of  any  Perfon  or  Perfons,  to  the  life  of  any  other 
as  is  aforefaid,  by  the  which  Information  and  (hewing,  the  faid 
Perfons  (hould  have  fuch  plain  Knowledge  of  the  true  Intent  of  this 
prefent  AA,  and  of  the  Manner  of  their  Certificate,  that  the  fame 
Perfons  fhould  have  no  reafonable  Caufe  to  excufe  them  by  Igno« 
ranee,  and  after  fuch  Oath,  and  the  Statute  of  the  faid  Subndy> 
and  the  Manner  of  the  faid  Certificate,  to  be  made  in  Writing,  con*- 
taining  the  Names  and  Surnames  of  every  Perfon,  and  whether  he 
be  born  without  the  (Queen's  Obeifance  or  within,  and  the  beft  Va- 
lue of  every  Perfon  m  every  Degree,   as  well  of  yearly  Value  of 
Lands  and  Tenements,  and  of  fuch  like  PoiTeilions  and  Profits,  as 
the  Value  of  Goods  and  Chattels,  Debts,  and  every  Thing  to  their 
Certificate  requifite  and  neceflary  to  them  declared,  the  laid  Com- 
miflioners  there  being,  (hall  by  their  Difcretions  appoint  and  limit 
unto  the  faid  Perfons,  another  Day  and  Place  to  appear  before  the 
faid  Commiflioners,  and  charging  the  faid  Perfons  that  they  in  the 
mean  Time  (hall  make  diligent  Inquiry,  by  all  Ways  and  Means  of 
the  Premifes,  and  then  and  there  every  of  them  upon  Pain  of  For* 
feiture  of  Forty  Shillings  to  the  Queen's  Majefty,  to  appear  at  the 
faid  new  prefixed  Day  and  Place,  there  to  certify  unto  the  faid 
Commiflioners,  in  Writing  to  their  faid  Charge,  and  according  to 
the  tf ue  Intent  of  the  faid  Grant  of  Subfidy,  and  as  to  them  \ti 
Manner  aforefaid  hath  been  declared  and  (hewed  by  the  Commif*- 
fioners,  at  which  Day  and  Place  fo  to  them  prefixed,  if  any  of  the 
faid  Perfons  make  Default,  or  appear  and  refufe  to  make  the  faid 
Certificate,  that  then  every  of  them  fo  offending,  to  forfeit  to  the 
Queen's  Majefty  Forty  Shillings,  except  only  a  reafonable  Excufe 
of  his  Default,  by  realon  of  Sicknefs  or  otherwife  by  the  Oaths  of 
Two  credible  Perfons  there  witneflfed  be  had:  And  of  fuch  as  ap- 
pear ready  to  make  Certificate  as  is  aforefaid,  the  faid  Commiflioners 
there  being,  (hall  take  and  receive  the  feme  Certificate  and  every 
Part  thereof,  and  the  Names,  Values  and  Subftance  of  every  Per* 
fon  fo  certified,  and  if  the  fame  Commiflioners  fee  Caufe  reafonable, 
they  (hall  examine  the  faid  Prefentors  thereof.     And  thereupon  the 
faid  CommilTioners  at  the  faid  Days  and  Place  by  their  Agreement 
ampngft  themfelvcs,  (hall  from  Time  to  Time  openly  there  prefix  a 
Day,  at  a  certain  Place  or  Places  within  the  Limits  of  their  Com- 
tniffion-,  by  their  Difcretion  for  their  further  proceeding  to  the  faid 
affelfing  of  the  fame  Subfidy,  and  thereupon  at  the  faid  Day  of 
the  faid  Certificate,  as  is  aforefaid  taken,  the  fame  Commiflioners 
(hall  make  their  Precept  or  Precepts  to  the  Conftables,  Sub-con* 
ftablesy  Bailiffs^  or  other  OiHcers  of  fuoh  Hundreds,  Wapentakes, 
Towns  or  other  Places  aforefaid,  as  the  fame  Comnuflioners  (hall 
be  of,  comprifing  and  containing  in  the  fame  Precept,  the  Names 
god  Surnames  of  j^U  Perfons  preleated  before  them  in  the  faid  Cer.

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tificate^  of  whom  if  the  faid  Commiffioners  or  as  many  of  them  as 
(hall  be  thereunto  appointed  by  the  Queen's  Commiffion,  (hall  then 
have  vehement  fufped  to  be  ot  more  greater  Value  or  Sub  dance  in 
Lands,  Goods,  Chattels  or  Sums  of  Money  owing  to  them,  or 
other  Subftance  beforefaid,  then  upon  fuch  Perfon  or  Perfons  fhall 
be  certified,  the  fame  Commiiiioners  (hall  make  their  Precept  or 
Precepts  direAed  to  the  Conilable,  Bailiffs  or  other  Officers,  com- 
manding the  fame  Conftable,  Bailiffs  or  other  Officers  to  whom 
fuch  Precept  (hall  be  direfted  to  warn  fuch  Perfons  whofe  Name

miffioners, of  their  greateft  Subftance  and  beft  Value,  and  of  all  and 
every  Sums  of  Money  owing  to  them,  and  other  whatfoever  Mat- 
ter concerning  the  Premifes,  or  any  of  them,  according  to  this 
AA,  at  whicn  Day  and  Place  prefixed,  the  faid  Commiffioners 
then  and  there  being,  or  as  many  of  them  a»  (hall  be  thereunto  ap- 
pointed by  the  Queen's  Commiffion,  (ball  caufe  to  be  called  the 
laid  Perfons  whofe  Names  (hall  be  comprifed  in  the  faid  Precept  as 
is  aforefaid,  for  their  Examination :  And  if  any  of  thofe  Perfons 
wliich  (hould  be  warned,  as  is  aforefaid,  to  be  examined,  which  at 
any  Time  after  the  warning,  and  before  the  prefixed  Day,  fhall  be 
within  fuch  Place  where  he  may  have  Knowledge  of  his  faid  Ap- 
pearance to  be  made,  make  Default,  and  appear  not,  imlefs  a 
reafonable  Caufe,  or  elle  a  reafonable  Excufe,  by  the  Oaths  of 
Two  credible  Perfons  before  the  faid  Commiffioners,  be  truly  al* 
ledged  for  liis  Difcharge,  that  then  every  of  them  fo  making  De- 
fault, to  be  taxed  and  charged  to  the  Queen's  Maje(ty,  with  and  at 
the  double  Sums  of  the  Rate  that  he  (hould  or  ought  to  have 
been  fet  at,  for  and  after  the  beft  Value  of  his  Land  or  Subftance 
upon  him  certified,  if  he  had  appeared  by  the  Difcretion  of  the 
Commiffioners  there  being,  which  Commiffioners  (hall  travel  with 
every  of  the  other  Perfons  fo  then  and  there  appearing,  whofe 
Names  (hall  be  expreffed  in  the  faid  Precept  or  Precepts,  and  in . 
whom  any  vehement  fufpe6l  was  or  (hall  be  had  in  Form  abovefaid, 
by  all  fuch  Ways  and  Means  they  can  (other  than  by  corporal 
Oath)  for  their  better  Knowledge  of  their  beft  Value,  either  in 
Hereditaments  or  Poffeffions,  either  elfe  in  Goods  or  Debts. 

XVI.  And  that  every  fpiritual  Perfon  at  either  of  the  faid 
Taxations  of  the  faid  Subfidy,  (hall  be  rated  and  fet  according  to 
the  Rate  abovefaid,  of  and  for  every  Pound  that  the  fame  fpiritual 
Perfon  or  any  other  to  his  Ufe,  hath  by  Defcent,  Bar^n  or  Pur- 
chafe  in  Fee  Simple,  Fee  Tail,  Term  of  Life,  Term  of  Years,  by 
Execution,  by  Ward,  or  by  Copy  of  Court  Roll,  in  any  Manors, 
•  Lands,  Tenements,  Rents,  Services,  Offices,  Fees,  Corodies,  An- 
nuities or  Hereditaments,  after  the  true,  juft  and  yearly  Value 
thereof,  after  and  according  as  other  the  Queen's  Majefty's  Sub- 
lets born  within  this  Realm,  be  charged  in  Form  above  remem- 
bered, fo  that  it  extend  to  the  yearly  Vsdue  of  Twenty  Shillings  or 
above. 

XVIL  And  if  any  Perfon  certified  or  rated  by  virtue  of  this 
A6t,  be  he  Commiffioner  or  other,  to  any  Manner  of  Value  doth 
£nd  himfelf  grieved  with  the  £ame  Prefentmeat,  feffing  or  taxing, 

and 
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and  thereupon  complain  to  tlie  CommifHoQers  before  whom  he 
fliall  be  rated,  felled  or  taxed,  or  before  Two  of  them,  that  then 
the  faid  Conunillioners  fhall  by  all  Ways  and  Means  examine  par- 
ticularly and  diftin6ily  the  Perfon  fo  complaining,  and  other  his 
Neighbours  by  their  Difcretion  of  every  his  Lands  and  Tenementa 
above  fpecificd,  and  of  every  his  Goods,  Chattels  and  Debts  above 
mentioned,   and  after   due  Examination  and  perfed  Knowledge 
thereof  had  and  perceived  by  the  faid  Commiflioners,  which  iliall 
have  Power  by  the  Autliority  aforefaid,  the  faid  Commiflioners  or 
Two  of  them  to  whom  any  fuch  Complaint  (hall  be  made,  by  their 
Difcretions,  upon  tlie  Oatli  of  the  faid  Perfon  fo  complaining,  may 
abate,  defaulk,  increafe  or  enlarge  the  fame  Afleflment,  according 
as  it  (hall  appear  unto  them  juH  up9n  the  fame  Examination  :  And 
the  fame  Sum  fo  abated,  defaulkcd,  increafed  or  inlarged,  to  be 
eftreated  in  Form  as  hereafter  eufueth,  fo-that  he  come  oefore  the 
Eftreatfl  of  the  fame  afleilin^  be   dclivc:red  by  the  fame    Com* 
nuiHoners  into  the  Queen's  N^jefty's  Exchequer :  And  if  it  be 
proved  by  Witnefs,  his  own  Confcflion,  or  other  lawful  Ways  or 
Means,  within  a  Year  after  any  fuch  Oath  made,  that  the  fame 
Perfon  fo  taxed  and  fworn,  was  of  any  better  or  greater  Value  in 
Lands,  Goods  or  other  Things  above  fpeciiied,  at  any  Time  of  the 
faid  Oath,  then  the   fame  Perfon  fo  fworn,  did  declare  upon  his 
faid  Oath,  that  then  every  fuch  Perfon  fo  offending,  (hall  lofe  and 
forfeit  to  the  Queen's  Majefty  fo  much  in  lawful  Money  p£  Eug' 
ianJf  as  the  fame  Perfon  fo  fworn  was  fet  at  or  taxed  to  pay,  and 
all  Perfons  fet,  rated  and  taxed,  as  is  abovcfaid,  ihall   oe  bound 
.and  charged  by  the  fame,  and  the  Sum  or  Sums  upon  him  fet,  to 
be  due  towards  the  Payment  of  the  faid  Subiidy,  and  to  be  levied 
as  hereafter  fhall  be  fpecified. 

XVIII.  And  alfo  it  is  enaded  by  the  fame  Authority,  That 
every  Perfon  to  be  rated  at  the  fame  Taxation,  as  is  aforefaid,  fhall 
be  rated,  taxed  and  fet,  and  the  Sum  on  him  fet,  to  be  levied  at 
fuch  Place  where  he  and  his  Family  at  the  Time  of  the  fame  Pre- 
fentment  to  be  made,  (hall  keep  his  Houfe  or  Dwelling,  or  where 
he  then  fhall  be  moft  converfant,  abiding  or  reliant,  or  (hall  have  his 
moft  refort,  and  (hall  be  bcft  known  at  the  Time  of  the  faid  Cer- 
tificate to  be  made,  and  no  where  elfe ;  and  that  no  Coouniflioner 
of  this  Subfidy  fhall  be  rated  or  taxed  for  his  Goods  or  Lands^ 
but  in  the  Shire  and  other  Place  where  he  fhall  be  Commiffioner  : 
And  that  if  any  Perfon  cliargeable  to  this  Ad,  at  the  Time  of  the 
faid  affefiing^  happen  to  be  out  of  this  Realm,  and  out  of  Wales, 
or  far  from  the  Pbce  where  he  fhall  be  known,  then  he,  to  be  fet 
where  he  was  laft  abiding  in  this  Realm,  and  within  Wales,  and  befl 
known,  and  after  the  Subftance  and  Vajiue,  and  other  Profits  of 
every  Perfon  known  by  the   Examination,  Certificate,  and  other 
Manner  of  wife  as  is  aforefaid.  The  faid  Commiffioners,  or  as  iraay 
of  them  as  fhall  be  appointed  by  the  Queen's  Maieft  v's  Comir.iffion, 
fhall  after  the  Rate  ^orefaid,  fet  and  tax  every  Perfon  according  to 
the  Rate  of  the  Subftance  and  Value  of  his  Lands,  Goods  and 
other  Profits  whereby  the  greatefl  and  moft  befl  Sum,  according 
.to  his  mofl  Subflancej  by  reafon  of  this  A6b,  might  or   may  be 
fet  or  taxed. 

XIX.  Provided  always.  That  every  fuch  Perfon  which  fhall  be 
let  or  taxed  for  Payn^ent  of  and  to  this  Subfidy^  for  and  after  the 
jreazly  Val^e  of  hi9  X^auds^  Tenements  and  9^^  xeal  PofleHions  or 

Profits, 
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I^rofits,  at  any  of  the  faid  Taxationftj  fhall  net  be  fet  and .  axed 
for  his  Goods  and  Chattels,  or  other  moveable  Sub  fiance  at  the 
fame  Taxations.  And  that  he  that  fhall  be  charged  or  taxed  for 
the  fame  Subfidy,  for  his  Goods,  Chattels,  and  other  Moveables  at 
any  of  the  faid  Taxations,  fhall  not  be  charged,  taxed  or  charge- 
able for  his  Lands,  or  other  real  PofTeUions  and  Profits  abovefaid, 
at  the  fame  Taxations,  nor  that  any  Perfon  be  double  charged  for 
the  -faid  Subfidy,  neither  fet  or  taxed  at  feveral  Places  by  reafon 
of  this  Aft,  any  Thing  contained  in  this  prefent  AGt  notwith- 
ftanding. 

XX.  And  that  it  be  ordained  by  the  faid  Authority  of  this  , 
prefent  Parliament,  That  no  Perfon  having  Two  Manfions  or  Two 
Places  to  refort  unto,  or  calling  himfeu  houfhold  Servant,  or 
waiting  Servant  to  the  Queen's  Majefly,  or  other  Lord  or  Lady, 
Mailer  or  Miflrefs,  be  excufed  upon  his  faying,  from  the  Taxes  of 
the  faid  Subfidy  in  either  of  the  Places  where  he  may  be  fet,  unlefa 
he  bring  a  Certificate  in  Writing  from  the  Commiifioners  where 
.that  he  is  fo  fet  in  Deed  at  one  Place,  And  if  any  Perfon  that 
ought  to  be  fet,  by  reafon  of  his  removing  or  refort ing  to  Two 
Places,  or  by  reafon  of  his  faying  that  he  elfewhere  was  taxed,  or 
by  reafon  of  any  Privilege  by  his  dwelling  or  abiding  in  any  Place, 
not  being  foreprifed  in  this  A61,  or  otherwife  by  his  Covin  or  Craft 
happen  to  efcape  from  the  faid  Taxations,  and  be  not  fet,  and 
that  proved  by  Prefentment,  Examination  or  Information,  before 
the  faid  Commiffioners,  or  as  many  of  them  as  fhall  be  by  the  fame 
Commiflion  appointed,  or  by  the  Barons  of  the  Queen's  Majefly's 
Exchequer,  or  Two  Juftices  of  the  Peace,  of  the  County  where 
fuch  Perfon  dwelleth,  then  every  fuch  Perfon  that  by  fuch  Means 
or  otherwife  willingly  by  Covin  fhall  happen  to  efcape  from  the  faid 
Taxation  or  Payment  aforefaid,  and  not  be  taxed,  rated  and  fet, 
ihaU  be  charged  upon  the  Knowledge  and  Proof  thereof,  with  and 
at  the  double  Value  that  he  fhould  or  ought  to  have  been  fet  at 
afore,  according  to  his  Behaviour,  the  fame  double  Value  to  be 
levied,  gathered  and  paid  of  his  Goods  and  Chattels,  Lands  and 
Tenements  towards  the  faid  Subfidy,  and  further  to  be  punifhed 
according  to  the  Difcretions  of  the  Barons,  Juftices  and  Com- 
miflioners,  before  whom  he  fhall  be  convidled  for  his  Offence 
and  Deceit    in  that  Behalf. 

XXI.  And  further  be  it  ena6ted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid. 
That  the  faid  Commiflioners  of  every  Commiflion,  fhall  according 
to  their  Divifions,  and  after  they  be  divided,  have  full  Power  and 
Authority  by  this  A61,  to  fet,  tax  and  fefs  every  other  Com- 
miflioner,  joined  with  them  in  every  fuch  CommifTion  and  Divifion, 
and  fhall  alfo  afTcfs  every  Affeffor,  within  their  Divifion,  for  his 
and  their  Goods,  Lands,  and  other  the  Premifes,  as  is  abovefaid. 
By  the  which  faid  Commiffion,  the  faid  Commiffioners  fhall  in- 
differently fet,  tax  and  affefs  themfelves,  and  the  faid  Affeffors : 
And  that  as  well  the  Sums  upon  every  of  the  faid  Commiffioners 
Und  AfTeffors  fo  affefTed,  rated  and  taxed,  as  the  Sums  made  and 
prefentcdTjy  the  Prefcntors,  fworn  as  is  abovefaid,  fhall  be  written, 
certified,  fet  and  eilreated,  and  the  Eflreats  thereof  to  be  mrdi 
vrith  other  the  Inhabitants  of  thofe  Parts  within  the  Limits  of  the 
fame  Conuniffion  and  Divifion,  fo  to  be  gathered  and  levied,  in 
like  Manner  as  it  ought  or  fhould  have  been,  if  the  fiadd  Commifr 
fioners  had  not  been  ig  the  faid  Cbnunilfioa :  And  that  all  Perfont 
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of  the  Eflate  of  a  Baron  or  Barons^  and  every  Eftate  above^  Aiall  be 
charged  with  their  Freehold  and  Value,  as  is  abovefaid,  by  the 
Chancellor  or  Keeper  of  the  Qreat  Seal,  Trcafurer  of  England, 
Lord  Prefident  of  the  Queen's  Majefty's  Privy  Counfel,  and  Lord 
Privy  Seal  for  the  Time  being,  or  other  Perlons  by  the  Queen's 
Majefty's  Authority  to  be  limited,  and  they  to  be  charged  for 
the  faid  feveral  Payments  of  the  faid  Subfidy,  after  the  Form  of 
the  faid  Grant,  according  to  the  Taxation  aforefaid,  and  the  Sums 
upon  them  fet,  with  the  Names  of  the  Colle6tors  appointed  for  the 
gathering  and  paying  of  the  fame,  to  be  eftreated,  delivered  and 
certified,  at  Days  and  Places  above  fpecified,  by  the  Lord  Chan- 
cellorj  or  Keeper  of  the  Great  Seal,  Treafurer,  Lord  Prefident  of 
the  Counfel,  and  Lord  Privy  Seal  for  the  Time  being,  or  fuch 
other  Perfons  as  (hall  be  lunited  by  the  Queen's  Majefty :  And 
after  the  Taxes  and  AfielFes  of  the  faid  Sums  upon  and  by  the  faid 
Aflefiing  and  Certificate,  as  aforefaid  made,  the  laid  CommiiTioners^ 
or  as  many  of  them  as  fhall  be  thereunto  appointed  by  the  Queen's 
Majefty'^  Commilfion,  (hall  with  all  Speed,  and  without  Delay,  by 
the  Writing  eftreated  of  the  faid  Tax  thereof,  under  the  Seals  and 
Signs  Manual  of  the  faid  Commiffioners,  or  as  many  of  them  as 
ih^  be  appointed  at  the  leaft,  to  be  made,  be  delivered  unto  fufi- 
cient  aad  iubftantial  Inhabitants,  Conilables,  Sub-conftables,  Bai-« 
lifFs,  and  other  Officers  jointly,  of  Hundreds,  Towns,  Parifhes,  and 
other  Places  aforefaid,  within  their  Limits,  or  to  other  fufficient 
Perfons  Inhabitants  of  the  fame  only,  by  the  Difcretion  of  the  faid 
Commiffioners,  and  as  the  Place  and  Parties  fhall  require,  as  well  the 
particular  Names  and  Surnames,  as  the  Remembrance  of  all  Sums  of 
Money,  taxed  and  fet,  of  and  upon  every  Perfon,  as  well  Man  as 
Woman,  chargeable  to  this  A6t,  Houfeholder,  and  all  other  Inha-- 
bitants  and  Dwelkrs  within  the  (aid  Parifhes,  Towns  and  Places 
contributory  to  this  AA  of  Subfidy :  By  authority  of  which  Writ- 
ing or  Eilteat  fo  delivered,  the  faid  Officers  and  other  Perfons  fo 
named  and  deputed  feverally,  fhall  have  full  Power  and  Authority 
by  virtue  of  this  AGt,  immediately  after  the  Delivery  of  the  faid 
Writing  or  Eilreat,  to  demand,  levy  and  gather  of  every  Perfon 
therein  fpecified,  the  Sum  or  Sums  in  the  fame  Writing  or  Efb'eat 
comprifed,  and  for  Non-payment  thereof,  to  diftrain  the  fame  Per- 
Ibn  or  Perfons  fo  being  behind,  by  their  Goods  and  Chattels,  and 
the  Diflrefjs  fo. taken,  to  keep  by  the  Space  of  Eight  Days,  at  the 
Cofts  and  Charges  of  the  Owner  thereof:  And  if  the  (aid  Owner  do 
not  pay  fuch  Sum  of  Money  as  fliall  be  taxed  by  this  A€t,  within 
the  fame  Eight  Days,  then  the  fame  Difbrefs  to  be  appraifed  by 
Four,  Three  or  Two  of  the  Inhabitants  where  fuch  Diftrefs  is 
t^ken,  and  alfo  to  be  fold  by  the  faid  Conftable  or  other  CoUedior, 
for  the  Payment  of  the  faid  Money,  and  the  Overplus  coming  of 
the  Sale  and  keeping  thereof  (if  any  be)  to  be  immediately  reftored 
to  the  Owner  ox  the  fame  Diftrefs,  which  faid  Officers  and  other 
Perfons  fo  deputed  to  aik,  take,  gather  and  levy,  the  faid  Sums, 
fhall  anfwer  and  be  charged  for  the  Portion  only  to  them  affigned 
or  limited,  to  be  gathered,  levied  and  comprited  in  the  faid  Wri- 
ting or  Eftreat  fo  to  them  (as  is  aforefaid)  delivered,  to  the  Ufe  of

And  further  be  it  enaAed  by  the  faid  Authority,  That 
the  (aid  Commiffioners,  or  the  more  Part  of  them,  as  fhall  take 
upon  them  the  Execution  and  Bufinefs  of  the  faid  CommiffioQ, 
ihall  for  either  of  the  fame  Payments  of  the  faid  Subfidy,  name 
fuch  fufficient  and  able  Perfons,  which  then  fhall  have  poflefTed 
Lands,  and  other  Hereditaments,  in  their  own  Right,  of  the  yearly 
Value  of  Twentv  Pounds,  or  Goods,  to  the  Value  of  Two  Hun* 
dred  Marks  at  the  leafl :  And  the  Perfons  feverally  by  the  Difcre- 
tions  of  the  fame  Commiilioners,  in  Shires,  Ridings,  Lathes,  Wa- 
pentakes, Rapes,  Cities,  Towns  Corporate,  and  other  whatfoever 
rlacea,  as  well  within  Places  pnvileffed  as  without  not  being 
forenrifed  within  this  A6k,  to  be  hi«i  CoUe^kors,  and  have  the 
Colle6kion  and  Receipt  of  the  faid  £uns,  fet  and  leviable  within 
the  Precinft,  Limit  and  Bounds  where  they  fliall  be  fo  limited  to 
gather  and  receive,  to  every  of  the  which  Colle&ors  fo  feverallr 
named,  the  (aid  CommiiTioners,  or  Two  of  them  at  the  leaft,  (htdl 
with  all  Speed,  and  without  Delay,  after  the  faid  whole  Sum  of  the 
£nd  Subfidy,  be  fet  by  all  the  Limits  of  the  fame  their  Commiilion, 
or  in  luch  Limits  as  the  high  CoUedors  fliall  be  fo  feverally 
aifigned,  fhall  under  their  Seals  and  Signs  Manual,  deliver  one 
Eftreat  indented  in  Parchment  to  every  ofthe  faid  high  CoIle6ior8, 
comprifiog  in  it  the  Names  of  all  fuch  Perfons  as  were  afliqrned  to 
levy  the  (aid  particular  Sums,  and  the  Sums  of  every  Kundred, 
Wapentake*  Town  of  other  Place  aforefaid,  with  the  Names  and 
Sornaaies  of  tbe  Perfons  fo  chargeable,  according  to  the  Eilreat  fo 
firfl  thereof  made,  as  is  aforefaid,  and  delivered,  and  the  Colle<5lor 
to  be  affignedy  (hall  be  charged  to  anfwer  the  whole  Sum  com- 
prifed  in  the  (aid  Eftreat  limited  to  his  Colle^ion,  as  is  aforefaid. 

XXIII.  Provided  always,  and  be  it  enaded  by  the  Authority 
aforefaid.  That  the  laid  CommiiRoners  having  Authority  by  this 
A6t  to  name  and  nommate  the  faid  hiffh  Colledtors  of  the  laid  Sub- 
fidy, (hali  immediately  upon  the  Nonunation  and  Elc^on,  take  by. 
Authority  of  this  prefent  Parliament,  fufficient  Recognifances  or 
ObligatioDSy  without  any  Fee  or  Reward  to  be  paid  therefore  of 
every  Perfon  fo  by  them  to  be  named  to  be  high  Colle6tor,  to  be 
bound  to  the  Queen's  Majefty  in  the  double  Sum  of  the  Sum  of 
1a$  CoUe^ion,  and  to  be  indorfed  and  made  upon  fuch  Condition :

faid  Sublidy,  to  him  to  be  made,  and  thereof  to*  give  warning  by 
Proclamation  or  otherwife,  to  all  the  Conftables  or  other  Perfons 
or  Inhabitants,  having  the  Cliarge  of  the  particular  CoUeftion, 

,  within  the  Hundreds,  Parifhes,  Towns  or  other  Places  by  him  or 
them  limited,  to  make  Payment  for  iheir  faid  particular  Colle6Uon 
of  every  Sum,  as  to  them  /hall  appertain.  And  if  at  the  faid  Day 
and  Place  fo  limited  and  prefixed  by  the  faid  Colleftor,  the  faid 
Conflable,  Officers,  or  other  Perfons  or  Inhabitants,  as  is  afore- 
faid, for  the  faid  particular  CoUeftion,  alfigncd  and  appointed 
within  the  Hundred,  City,  Town,  or  other  Place,  do  not  pay  unto 
the  faid  CoUcftors,  the  Sum  within  their  feveral  Hundreds, 
Towns,  Parifhes,  or  other  Places  due  and  comprifed  in  the  faid 
Eftreat  thereof,  to  him  delivered  by  the  faid  Commiffioners,  or 
fome  of  them  as  is  aforefaid,  or  fo  much  thereof  as  they  have  by 
any  Means  received,  Two  ponce  of  every  Pound  for  the  faid  par- 
ticular CoUeftion  as  is  aforefaid,  always  to  be  thereof  allowed, 
excepted  and  abated,  that  then  it  fhall  be  la\^'fal  to  the  faid  high 
Colleftors,  and  every  of  them,  and  to  their  Affigns,  to  diftrain  every 
of  the  faid  Conflables,  Officers,  and  other  Inhabitants,  for  their  faid 
feveral  and  particular  Cofleftionof  the  faid  Sums  comprifed  in  the 
faid  Eftreat  and  Writirt^  thereof,  to  them  and  every  of  them,  ai 
is  before  expreffed,  delivered,  or  for  as  much  of  the  Sum  as  fo  then 
fhall  happen  to  be  gathered  and  levied,  and  be  behind  and  unpaid, 
by  the  Goods  and  Chattels  of  every  of  them,  fo  being  behind. 
And  the  Diftrefs  fo  taken,  to  be  k<»pt,  appraifed  and  fold  as  is 
aforefaid,  zy.d  tjicreof  to  take  and  1ev;y  the  Sums  fo  then  being  be- 
hind and  unpaid.  And  the  Overplus  coming  of  the  Sale  ot  the 
fcud Diftrefs  (if  any  be)  to  be  reftored  and  delivered  unto  the 
Owner,  inform  aborc  remembered.

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XXIV.  Provided  always.  That  no  Perfon  inhabiting  in  anv  City, 
Borough  or  Town  Corporate,  (hall  Ik»  compelled  to  be  an  Afieflbr 
or  Collector  of,  or  for  any  Part  of  the  Subfidy,  in  any  Place  or 
Places  out  of  the  faid  City,  Borough  or  Town  Corporate,  where 
he  dwelleth, 

XXV.  And  it  is  alfo  by  the  faid  Authority  enafted^That  if  any 
Inhabitant  or  Officer,  or  whatfoever  Perfon  or  Perfons  charged  to 
and  for  the  Colledion  or  Receipt  of  any  Part  or  Portion  of  the 
faid  Subiidy,  by  any  Manner  or  Means,  according  to  tliis  Ad,  or 
any  Perfon  or   Perlons  for  themfelves,  or  as  Keeper,  Guardian, 
Deputy,  Faftor  or  Attorney,  of  or  for  any  other  rerfon  or  Per- 
fons, *of  any  Goods  and  Chattels,  whereof  the  Owner  thereof,  at 
the  Time  of  the  faid  Affefling   to  be  made,  being  out  of  thia 
Realm^  or  in  any  other  Par,ts  not  known,  or  of  and  for  the  Goods 
and  Chattels  of  any  other  Perfon  or  Perfons,  of  any  Corpotation, 
Fraternity,  Myftery,  or  other  whatfoever  Commonalty,  being  In- 
corporate or  not  Incorporate,  and  all  Perfons,  having  in  their  Rule, 
Governance  and  Cuftody,  any  Goods  or  Chattels  at  the  Time  of  the 
fatd  Afle fling,  or  any  of  them,   to  be  made,  or  which  for  any 
Caufe,  for  and  by  Colleftion,  or  for  himfelf,  or  for  any  other,  or 
by  reafon  that  he  hath  the  Rule,  Governance   or  Cuftody  of  any 
Goods  or  Chattels,  of  any  other  Perfon  or  Perfons,  Corporation, 
Conunonalty,  Fraternity^  Guild   or  Myftery,  or  any  fuch   other 
like,  or  as  a  Fadlor,  Deputy  or  Attorney,  of  or  for  any  Perfon, 
fhall  be  taxed,  rated,  valued  and  fet  to  any  Sum  or  Sums  by  rea- 
fon of  this  A61,  and  after  the  Taxation  or  Afleffing  upon  any  fuch 
Perfon  or  Perfons  as  (hall  be  charged  with  the  Receipt  of  the  fame, 
happen  to  die,  or  depart  from  the  Place  where  he  was  fo  taxed  and 
fet,  or  his  Goods  or  Chattels  be  fo  eloined,  or  in  fuch  privy  and  co- 
vert Manner  kept,  as  the  faid  Perfon  or  Perfons,  charged  with  the 
fame,  by  Eftreats,  or  other  Writings,  from  the  faid  Commiffioners, 
or  as  many  of  them  as  (hall  be  thereunto  appointed  by  the  faid 
Commiflion,  as  is  aforefaid,  can,  nor  may  levy  the  fame  Sum  or 
Sums,  comprifed  within  the  fame  Eftreats,  by  Diftrefs,  within  the 
Limits  of  their  Colle£lion,  as  is  aforefaid,  or  cannot  fell  fuch  Dif- 
trefs or  DiftrefTes,  as  be  taken  for  any  of  the  faid  Payments,  be- 
fore the  Time  limited  to  the  High  Colleflor,  for  his  rayment  to 
be  made  in  the  QiieenN  Majefty's  Receipt,  then  upon  Relation 
thereof,  with  due  Examination,  by  the  Oath  or   Examination  of 
fucb  Perfon  or  Perfons,  as  ftiall  be  charged  with  and  for  the  Re- 
ceipt and  CoUedion  the  fame  before  the  faid  Cosimilfioners,  or  as 
many  of  them  as  by  the  faid  Commiffion  (hall  be  thereunto  ap- 
pointed, where  fuch  Perfon  or  Perfons,  or  other  as  is  aforefaid, 
their  Goods  and  Chattels,  were  fet  and  taxed,  and  upon  plain  Cer-

anvfuch  Perfon  or  terfons,  or  other  as  is  aforefaid,  or  to  any 
other  Sheriff,  Steward,  Bailiff,  or  other  whatfoever  Officer,  Ml- 
nifter,  Perfon  or  Pcrfons,  of  fuch  Place  or  Places  where  any  fuch 
Perfon  or  Perfon 8  fo  owing  fuch  Sum  or  Sums  (hall  have  Lands 
and  Tenements,  or  other  Hereditaments,  or  real  Poffeflions,  Goods 
and  Clidttcls,  whereby  an j  fuch  Perfon  orPerfons  fo  indebted,  his 
Heirs,  Executors  or  AlUgns,  rr  ^ther  having  the  Cuftody  Gover* 
fiuiice  or  Dlfpofition,  of  aiy  Ciouds,  Chattels,  Lands  or  Tenements^ 
or  othrr  Ht  rv'ditaments,  or  which  ought  or  may  by  this  Aft  law* 
fuUy  bo  di drained  or  taken  for  the  fame,  hath  and  (hall  have,^ 
Goods,  Chattels,  Lands,  Tenements  or  other  Poffeflions,  whereof 
fuch  Sum  or  Sums,  which  by  any  fuch  Perfon  or  Perfons  may  or 
ought  to  be  levied,  be  it  within  the  Limits  of  fuch  Commiffion* 
where  fuch  Perfon  or  Perfons  was  and  were  taxed,  or  without,  in 
nny  Place  witliin  this  Realm  of  England^  Walesa  or  other  the 
Queen's  Majeily's  dominions,  Marches  or  Territories,  by  which 
Precept  as  well  fuch  Perfon  or  Perfons,  as  (hall  be  charged  to  levy 
-fuch  Money,  as  the  Officers  of  the  Place  or  Places,  where  fucn 
Diftrefs  may  be  taken,  fhall  have  full  Power  and  Authority,  tp 
diftrain  ever^  fuch  Perfon  indebted,  charged  and  chargeable  by  this 
A61,  or  his  Executors  or  Adminiftrators  of  his  Goods  and  Chat* 
tels,  his  Guardians,  Faftors,  Deputies,  Leafees,  Farmers,  Affigns, 
and  all  other  Perfons,  by  whofe  Hands  or  out  of  whofe  Landsj* 
any  fuch  Perfon  fhould  have  Rent,  Fee,  Annuity,  or  other  Profit, 
or  which  at  any  Time  of  the  fi^id  Affeffmgs  (hall  have  Goods  or 
Chattels,  or  any  other  Thing  moveable,  of  any  fuch  Perfon  or 
Perfons,  being  indebted,  or  owing  fuch  Sum,  and  the  Diftrefs  fo 
taken,  caufed  to  be  kept,  appraifed  and  fold,  in  like  Manner  and 
Form  as  is  aforefaid,  for  the  Diftrefs  to  be  taken  upon  fuch  Per* 
fons  to  be  taxed  to  the  faid  Subfidy,  and  being  fufficient  to  diftraii^ 
within  the  Limits  of  the  Colledors,  Inhabitants,  or  other  Officers,^ 
charged  with  or  for  the  fame  Sums,  fo  lipon  them  to  be  taxed. 
And  if  any  fuch  Diftrefs  for  Non-payment,  happen  to  be  taken 
out  of  the  Limit  of  the  faid  Perfons,  charged  and  affigned  to  levy 
the  fame,  the  Perfons  fo  charged  for  the  Levy  of  any  fuch  Sum 
by  Difbefs,  (hall  receive  and  take  of  the  fame  Diftrefs,  for  the 
Labour  of  every  Perfon,  goin?  for  Execution  thereof,  for  every 
Mile  that  any  fuch  Perfon  fo  Gboureth  for  the  fame.  Two  pence. 
And  every  Farmer,  Tenant,  Guardian,  Fader,  or  other  whatfoever 
Perfon  being  di(brained,  or  otherwife  charged  for  Payment  of  any 
Sum  or  Sums,  or  any  other  Sum  by  reafon  of  this  AA,  (hall  be 
of  fuch  Sum  or  Sums  of  him  or  them  to  be  levied  and  taken,  di(T 
charged  and  acquitted  at  his  next  Day  of  Payment  of  the  fame,  or 
at  the  Delivery  of  fuch  Goods  and  Chattels,  as  he  that  is  fo  difr 
trained  had  in  his  Cuftody  and  Governance,  againft  him  or  them 
that  (hall  be  fo  taxed  or  fet,  any  Grant  or  Writmg  obligatory,  or 
other  whatfoever  Matter  to  the  contrary  made  heretofore  not- 
withftanding.  And  if  any  fuch  Perfon  that  ftiould  be  fo  ^ftrained, 
have  no  Lands  or  Tenements  fufficient  whereby  he  or  bis  Tenants 
aii  3  Farmers  may  be  diftrained,  or  hath  eloined,  aliened  or  hid  his 
Goods  and  Chattels,  whereby  he  (hould  or  might  be  diftrained,  ia 
fuch  Manner}  that  fuch  Goods  and  Chattels  (hall  not  be  known  or 
'  f9Mn4> 
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found,  fo  that  the  Sum,  of  or  bv  him  to  be  paid  in  the  faid  Form, 
fhall  nor  can  conveniently  be  levied  ;  then  upon  relation  thereof  to 
the  Commifiioners,  or  to  as  many  of  them  as  by  the  faidCommiilion 
fhall  be  thereunto  appointed,  where  fuch  Perfon  or  Perfons  was 
taxed  and  fet,  by  the  Oaths  of  him  or  them  that  (hall  be  charged 
with  the  Levy  and  Payment  of  that  Sum  or  Sums^  the  fame  Com- 
miffioners  fhall  make  a  Precept  in  fuch  Manner  as  is  aforefaid,  for 
to  attach,  take  and  arreft^  the  Body  of  fuch  Perfon  or  Perfons,  that 
ouffht  to  pay  the  faid  Sums,  and  by  this  A6t  (hall  be  charged  with

eable or  ought  to  be  charged  withal.  And  alfo  for  the  Fees  of 
every  fuch  Arreft,  to  him  or  them  that  (hall  execute  fuch  Precept 
Twenty  pence.  And  that  every  Officer  unto  whom  fuch  Precept 
ihall  be  direfied,  do  his  true  Diligence,  and  execute  the  fame  upon 
every  Perfon  fo  being  indebted,  upon  Pain  to  forfeit  to  the  Queen's 
Majefty  for  every  Default  in  that  Belialf,  Twenty  Shillings.  And 
that  no  Keeper  of  any  Gaol,  from  his  Gaol  fuffer  any  fuch  Per- 
fon to  go  at  large  by  letting  to  bail  or  otherwife,  to  depart  out  of 
-his  Priion,  before  he  have  paid  his  faid  Debt,  and  the  faid  Twenty 
pence  for  the  faid  Arrcft,  upon  Pain  to  forfeit  to  the  Queen's 
Majefty  Forty  Shillings.  And  the  fame  Gaoler  to  pay  unto  the 
Queen's  Majefty  the  double  Value,  as  well  of  the  Rate  which  the 
faid  Perfon  fo  imprifoned  was  taxed  at,  as  of  the  faid  Twenty  pence 
for  the  Fees^  and  like  Procefs  and  Remedy  in  like  Form  (hall  be 
granted  by  the  faid  Commiffioners,  or  as  many  of  them  as  by  the 
laid  Commidion  (hall  be  thereunto  appointed,  at  like  Information 
of  every  Perfon  or  Perfons,  being  charged  with  any  Sum  of  Money, 
for  any  other  Perfon  or  Perfons,  by  reafon  of  the  faid  Subfidy,  and 
not  thereof  paid,  but  wilfully  withdrawn,  nor  the  fame  leviable 
without  the  Limits  where  fuch  Perfons  were  thereunto  taxed.  And 
if  the  Sum  or  Sums  being  behind  unpaid  by  any  Perfon  or  Per- 
fons, as  is  aforefaid  to  be  levied  and  gathered  by  force  of  the  faid 
Procefs,  to  be  made  by  the  faid  Commiflioners,  or  if  in  Default, 
or  for  lack  of  Payment  thereof,  the  Perfon  or  Perfons  fo  owing 
the  faid  Sum  or  Sums  of  Money,  by  Procefs  of  the  fame  Com- 
miflioners, to  be  made  as  is  aforefaid,  be  committed  to  Prifon  in 
Form  abovefaid,  that  then  the  faid  Commi(rioners  which  (hall  award 
fuch  Procefs,  (hall  make  Certificate  thereof  in  the  faid  Exchequer, 
of  that  (hall  be  done  in  the  Premifes,  in  the  Term  next  following, 
after  fuch  Sum  or  Sums  of  Money  fo  being  behind  fliall  be  levied 
and  gathered,  or  fuch  Perfon  or  Perfons  for  Non-payment  of  the 
fame  committed  to  Prifon.  And  if  it  happen  any  of  the  faid  " 
ColleAors  to  be  affigned,  or  any  Mayors,  Sheriffs,  Steward,  Con- 
ftable,  the  Headborough,  Bur(holder,  Bailiff",  or  any  other  Officer 
or  Minifter,  or  other  whatfoever  Perfon  or  Perfons,  to  difobey  the 
faid  Commiffioners,  or  any  of  them,  in  the  reafonable  Requeft  to 
them  made  by  the  faid  Commiffioners,  for  Execution  of  the  faid 
Commiffion,  or  if  any  of  the  Officers  or  other  Perfons  do  rcfufe 
that  to  them  (hall  appertain  and  belong  to  do,  by  reafon  of  any 
Precept  to  him  or  them  to  be  dire£ied,  or  any  reafonable  Com- 
n^aadment,  Inftance  or  Requeft,  touching  the  Premifes,  or  other 
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Defaidt  in  any  Appearance  or  CoUeAion  to  make,  or  if  any  Pei> 
fon  being  fufpedt,  or  not  to  be  indifferently  taxed,  as  is  afore- 
faid,  do  refufe  to  be  examined  according  to  the  Tenor  of  this 
Aft  before  the  faid  Commilfioners,  or  as  many  of  them  as  (hall  be 
thereunto  afligned,  as  is  aforefaid,  or  will  not  appear  before  the 
fame  Commimoners,  upon  Warning  to  him'  made,  or  elfe  make 
Refinance  or  Refcous,  upon  anv  Diftrefs  upon  him  to  be  taken 
for  any  Parcel  'of  the  faid  Subudy,  or  commit  any  Mifbehaviour 
in  any  manner  of  wife,  contrary  to  this  Aft,  or  commit  any  wilful 
Omiilion,  or  other  whatfoever  wilful  Not^binr  or  Mifdoing,  con- 
trary to  the  Tenor  of  this  Aft  or  Grant,  the  uime  Compiifiioners, 
and  every  Number  of  them  above  remcmbrcd,  or  Two  of  thpm  at 
the  leaft,  upon  probable  Knowledge  of  any  fuch  Mifdemeanors 
had  by  Information  or  Examination,  (hall  and  m^y  fet  upon  every 
fuch  Offender  for  every  fuch  Offence,  in  name  of  a  Fine  by  the 
fame  Offender  to  be  forfeited.  Forty  Shillings  or  under,  by  the  Dif- 
cretion  of  the  fame  CommifTioners. 

XXVI.  And  further,  the  fame  Commiffioners,  and  every  Num- 
ber of  them,  or  Two  of  them  at  the  leaft,  fhall  have  Authority  by 
this  prefent  Aft,  to  punifh'  every  fuch  Offender  by  Iraprifcnmcnt, 
there  to  remain,  and  to  be  delivered  by  their  Difcretion  as  fhaU 
feem  to  them  convenient,  the  faid  Fines,  if  any  fuch  be,  to  be  cer- 
tified by  the  faid  Commiffioners  that  fo  afTcffed  tho  fame,  into  the 
Queen's  Majcfly's  faid  Exchequer,  there  to  be  levied  and  paid  by 
the  Colleftora  of  thofc  Parts  for  the  faid  Subfidy,  returned  into  the 
faid  Exchequer,  to  be  therewith  charged  with  the  Payment  of  the 
faid  Subfidy,  in  fuch  Manner  as  if  the  faid  Fines  had  been  fet  and 
taxed  upon  the  faid  Offenders  for  the  faid  Sijbfidy. 

XXvII.  It  is  alfo  enaftcd  by  the  faid  Authority  pf  this 
Parliament,  That  every  of  the  faid  High  Colleftcrs,  which  fhall 
accompt  for  any  Part  of  the  faid  Sublidy,  in  the  faid  Exchequer, 
upon  thehr  feveral  faid  Accompts  to  be  yielded,  fhall  be  allowed 
at  every  of  the  faid  Payr.  ents  of  the  faid  Subfidy,  for  evtry  Pound 
limited  to  his  CoUeftion,  whereof  any  fuch  Colleftor  fhall  be 
charged,  and  yield  Accofhpt,  vi.  d.  as  Parcel  of  their  Charge, 
that  is  to  fay,  of  every  Fo:ind  thereof,  for  fuch  Pcrfon  as  then 
have  had  the  particular  Colleftion  in  the  Towns  and  other  Places, 
as  is  aforefaid,  fpecified  in  his  Colleftion,  Two  pence,  and  other 
Two  pence  of  every  Pound  thereof,  every  of  the  faid  Chief 
CoUeftors,  br  their  Accomptants,  to  retain  to  their  owii  Ufc,  for 
their  Labour  and  Charge  in  and  about  the  JVcmifes,  and  Two 
pence  of  every  Pound  Refidue  to  be  delivered,  allowed  and  paid 
-  for  the  faid  CoUeftors,  fo  being  thereof  allowed,  to  fuch  of  the 
Commiffioners  as  fhall  take  upon  them  the  Bufinefs  and  Labour 
for  and  about  the  Premifes,  (that  is  to  fay,)  every  Colleftor  to 
pay  that  Commiffioner  or  Commiffioners  whicn  had  the  ordering 
of  the  Writings,  of  and .  for  the  faid  Subfidy,  where  the  faid 
Colleftor  or  CoUeftors  had  their  CoUeftion,  for  Expences  of  thv 
faid  Commiffioners,  fo  taking  upon  them  the  faid  Bufinefs,  and 
Labour  of  their  Clerks,  wnting  the  faid  Precepts  and  Eilreats 
for  the  faid  CoUeftions,  the  fame  lafl  Two  pence  of  every  Pound 
to  be  divided  amongfl  the  faid  Commiffioners,  having  Regard  to 
their  Labour  and  Bufinefs  taken  by  them  or  their  faid  Clerks  in 
and  about  the  Premifes,  for  the  which  Part  fo  to  the  faid  Com- 
jniflioners  attaniing,  tlie  faid  ComnuiTioners,  Six,  Five,  Four,  Three, 
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or  as  many  of  them  as  fhall  be  thereunto  appointed  by  the  Queen^a 
Majefty's  Commiflion,  and  every  of  them  jointly  and  feveraily  for 
his  and  their  faid  Part,  may  have  his  Remedy  againll  the  faid  Coif. 
leAor  or  Colle^ors,  which  thereof  been  and  might  have  been  al-r 
lowed,  by  Aftion  of  Debt,  in  which  the  Defendant  fhall  not  wage 
his  Law,  neither  Protection,  neither  Injundion  or   other  Eflbin 
Ihall  be  allowed.     And  that  no  Perfon  now  being  of  the  Number 
of  the  Company  of  this  prefent  Parliament,  nor  any  Commiflioner, 
fhall  be   named  or  affigned  to  be  any  Colleftor  or  Sub-colle£lor, 
or  Prefentor  of  the  faid  Subfidy,  or  of  any  Part  thereof,  nor  no 
Commiflioners  fhall  be  compelled  to   make   any  Presentment  or 
Certificate,  other  than  in  the  Queen's  Ma'efly's  faid  Exchequer, 
of,  for,  or  concerning  the  faid  Subfidy,  or  any  Part  thereof.  And 
likewife,  that  none  other  Perfon  that  fhall  be  named  or  afligned  to 
be  Commiflioners  in  any  Place,  to  and  for  the  Execution  of  this 
A  A  of  Subfidy,  be  or  fhall  be  afligned  or  named  Head  Colledors 
of  any  of  the  Payments  of  the  faid  Subfidy,  neither  of  any  Part 
thereof.     And   that  every  fuch  Perfon  or  Perfon s  which  Ihall  be 
named  and  appointed  as  is  aforcfaid  to  be  Head  Colledlors,  in  and 
for  the  Firft  Payments  of  this  Subfidy,  fhall  not  be  compelled  to 
be  Colleftor  for  the  Second  Payment  of  the  faid  Subfidy,'  or  for 
any  Part  thereof.

*nd  take  any  Fees,  Rewards  or  Pleafures  of  any  fuch  Accompt, 
tliat  then  he  fhall  forfeit  to  the  Queen's  Majefly  for  every  Penny, 
or  the  Value  of  Penny  fo  taken,  v.  s.  and  fuffer  Imprifonment  at 
the  Queen's  Majefly's  Pleafure.  And  after  the  taxing  and  afTeffing 
of  the  faid  Subfidy,  as  is  aforcfaid,  had  or   made,  and  the  faid 
Eflreats  thereof  in  Parchment,  unto  the  Colledor  in  Manner  and 
Form  before  rehearfed,  delivered,  the   faid  Commiflioners  which 
fliall  take  upon  them  the  Execution  of  this  Aft,  within  the  Limits 
of  their  CommifTion,  by  their  Agreements,  fhall  have  Meeting  to-

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Defaidt  in  any  Appearance  or  CoUeAion  to  make,  or  if  any  Per- 
fon  being  fufped,  or  not  to  be  indifferently  taxed,  as  is  afore- 
faid,  do  refufe  to  be  examined  according  to  the  Tenor  of  this 
Aft  before  the  faid  Commiflioners,  or  as  many  of  them  as  fhall  be 
thereunto  affigned,  as  is  aforefaid,  or  will  not  appear  before  the 
fame  Commiflioners,  upon  Warning  to  him  made,  or  elfe  make 
Refinance  or  Refcous,  upon  anv  Diftrefs  upon  him  to  be  taken 
for  any  Parcel  bf  the  faid  Subudy,  or  commit  any  Mifbehaviour 
in  any  manner  of  wife,  contrary  to  this  AA,  or  commit  any  wilful 
Omiflion,  or  other  whatfojver  wilful  Not-doing  or  Mifdoing,  con- 
trary to  the  Tenor  of  this  Aft  or  Grant,  the  iame  Compiiflioners, 
and  every  Number  of  them  above  remcmbrcd,  or  Two  of  them  at 
the  leaft,  upon  probable  Knowledge  of  any  fuch  Mifdemeanors 
had  by  Information  or  Examination,  fliall  and  mhy  fet  upon  every 
fuch  Offender  for  every  fuch  Offence,  in  name  of  a  Fine  by  the 
fame  Offender  to  be  forfeited,  Forty  Shillings  or  under,  by  the  Dif- 
cretion  of  the  fame  CommifTioncrs. 

XXV I.  And  further,  the  fame  CommifTioners,  and  every  Num- 
ber of  them,  or  Two  of  them  at  the  leaft,  fhall  have  Authority  by 
this  prefent  Aft,  to  punifh'  every  fuch  Offender  by  Imprifonmcnt, 
there  to  remain,  and  to  be  delivered  by  their  Difcrction  ao  fhaU 
feem  to  them  convenient,  the  faid  Fines,  if  any  fuch  be,  to  be  cer^ 
tified  by  the  faid  Commiflioners  that  fo  affeffed  the  fame,  into  the 
Queen's  Majcfly's  faid  Exchequer,  there  to  be  levied  and  paid  by 
the  Colleftora  of  thofe  Parts  for  the  faid  Subfidy,  returned  mto  the 
faid  Exchequer,  to  be  therewith  charged  with  the  Payment  of  the 
faid  Subfidy,  in  fuch  Manner  as  if  the  faid  Fines  had  been  fet  ai^dl 
taxed  upon  the  faid  Offenders  for  the  faid  Sijbfidy.

Colleftors,  br  their  Accomptants,  to  retain  to  their  own  Ufe,  for 
their  Labour  and  Charge  in  and  about  the  Premifes,  and  Tvro 
pence  of  every  Pound  Refidue  to  be  delivered,  allowed  and  paid 

-  for  the  faid  Colleftors,  fo  being  thereof  allowed,  to  fuch  of  the 
Commiflioners  as  fhall  take  upon  them  the  Bufinefs  and  Labour 
for  and  about  the  Premifes,  (that  is  to  fay,^  every  Colleftor  to 
pay  that  Commiffioner  or  Commiffioners  wliicn  had  the  ordering 
of  the  Writings,  of  and .  for  the  faid  Subfidy,  where  the  faid 
Colleftor  or  Colleftors  had  their  CoUeftion,  for  Expences  of  the 
faid  Commiffioners,  fo  taking  upon  them  the  faid  Bufinefs,  and 
Labour  of  their  Clerks,  wnting  the  faid  Precepts  and  Eflreats

Time  in  force  and  vailable,  fhall  remain  good  and  efFeftual  to  the

That  all  Pcrfons  which  by  reafon  of  noto*  Licences  in 
rious  Sicknefs  ftiall  be  enforced  for  Recovery  of  Health  to  eat  Flefh  Times  of  Sick* 
for  the  Time  of  their  Sicknefs,  fhall  be  fufficiently  licenfed  by  the  °^"* 
Bifhop  of  the  Diocefe ;  or  by  the  Parfon,  Vicar  or  Curate  of  the 
Parifti  where  fuch  Perfon  fhall  be  fick,  or  of  one  of  the  next  Pari(h 
adjoining^  if  the  faid  Parfon,  Vicar  or  Curate  of  his  or  their  own 
Parifh  be  \vilful,  or  if  there  be  no  Curate  within  the  fame  Parifh ; 
which  Licence  (hall  be  made  in  Writing  figned  with  the  Hand  of

*  "pORASMUCH  as  divers  Perfons  offending  in  many  great 

*  -t^  Crimes  and  Offences  appertaining  merely  to  the  Jurifdiftion 
^  and  Determination  of  the  Ecclefiaftical  Courts  and  Judges  of 

*  this  Realm  are  many  Times  unpuni{hed  for  lack  an^  want  of  the 

*  good  and  due  Execution  of  the  Writ  de  Excommunicato  capiendo^ 

*  direfted  to  the  Sheriff  of  any  County,  fgr  the  taking  and  appre- 
>  bending  of  fuch  Offenders ;  the  great  Abufe  whereof  as  it  fliould 

*  feem,  hath  grown  for  that  the  faid  Writ  is  not  returnable  into 

*  any  Court  that  might  have  the  Judgment  of  the  well  execut-

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•  ing  and  ferving  of  the  faid  Writ  according  to  the  Contents  there- 

*  of;   but  hitherto  have  been  left  only  to  the  Difcretion  of  the 

•  Sheriffs  and  their  Deputies,  by  whofe  Negligences  and  Defaults 

*  for  the  moft    Part  the  faid  Writ  is   not  executed  upon  the 

•  Offenders  as  it  ought  to  be  j  by  reafon  whereof  fuch  Offenders

II.  Wherefore  for  the  Redrefs  thereof,   be  it  enabled  by  the  Awarding  and 
Queen's  moft  Excellent  Majefty,  with  the  Affent  of  the  Lords  ''^tummg  of  Eii- 
Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  the  Commons,  in  this  ^prefent  P?r-  cHeido!^^^^ 
liament  affembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  fame,  That  from  ^^^ 

and  after  the  Firft  Day  of  May  next  coming,  every  Writ  of 
£xcommunrcato  capiendo  that  (hall  be  granted  and  awarded  out  of

IN  their  moft  humble  wife  (hewn  unto  the  Queen's  moil  exceK 
lent  Majefty,  and  unto  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  TemDoral^  and 
unto  the  Commons^  in  this  prefent  Parliament  aflenibled^  the 
Coopers  of  the  City  of  London^  and  of  all  other  Cities  and  Towna 
withm  this  Realm  of  England,  That  where  in  the  Parhament 
holden  by  Prorogation  at  Wejlmnfier  the  Fifteenth  Pay  of  Jl»- 
nvary,  in  the  Three  and  Twentieth  Year  of  the  Reigrn  of  the  late 
King  of  famous  Memory  King  Henry  the  Eighth,  Father  to  our 
faid  Sovereign  Lady  the  Queen's  liighnefs  that  now  is,  there 
was  one  Statute  made  and  enaded,  intituled,  An  AEt  that  ac 
Brewers  of  Beer  or  Ale  Jball  make  their  Barrels^  Kilderkini  nor 
Firkins  qvitLin  them  ;  and  how  much  the  fame  Barrels^  K'Jdcrkira 
and  Firkins  Jhall  contain:  In  which  Statute,  amongft  other

Offences,  or  at  any  Timebeiore, 
in  as  large  and  ample  Manner  to  all  Intents  and  Purpofes,  as  if  this 
A61  had  never  been  had  or  made  ;  any  Thing  herein  contained  to 
the  contrary  thereof  notwithftanding.

*  Her:-  litamtnts,  as  of  their  Goods  and  Chattels,  moveable  and 

*  immoveable  ;  which  fald  Gifts,  Eftaies  and  Conveyances,  never- 
f  th:lefs  been  by  the  fecrel  Intent  '  f  the  Parties,  to  the  propel 

*  Uies,  and  at  the  free  Difpoiition  of  the  faid  Perfons,  although 

*  by  a  reigned  Countenance,  Shew  and  Vifage,  contained  by  Words 

*  and  Sentences  in  the  fame  fraudulent  Gifts  and  Conveyances,  it 

*  may  appear  that  the  fame  are  made  either  to  the  only  Ufes, 
«  Profit  and  free  Difpofition  of  fuch  Perfon  and  Perfons  to  whom

IL  For  Remedy  whereof,  be  it  enabled,  eftablifhed  and  ordained 
by  the  Queen  our  Sovereign  Lady,  and  the  Lords  Spiritual  and 
Temporal,  and  the  Commons,  io  this  prefent  Parliament  affcmbled, 
by  the  Authority  of  the  fame,  That  all  and  every  Perfon  and 
Perfons,  of  what  Eftate,  Degree  or  Condition  they  be,  being 
the  natural  born  Subjedts  of  or  in  this  Realm  of  England,  or  other 
Dominions,  being  under  the  Obeifancc  of  the  Queen,  her  Heirs 
or  Succeflbrs,  or  being  free  Denizens  of  this  Realm,  the  which 
at  any  Time  fithence  the  Firll  Day  of  the  Reign  of  our  faid 
Sotereign  Lady  the  Queen  (whom  Almighty  God  long  pre- 
fent) hath  paffed,  or  hereafter  during^  hor  Majelly*8  Lite  ftiall 
pafs  out  of  this  Realm  of  England  or  o^  Ireland,  or  any  other  the 
Don)inions  of  the  fame,  at  any  Place  whatfoever,  into  any  the 
Realms,  Dominions  or  Countries  of  any  foreign  Prince,  Potentate 
or  Governor,  by  whatfoever  Name  or  Names  they  be  called  or 
known,  without  the  fpecial  Licence  of  our  faid  Sovereign  Lady 
by  Writing  under  the  Great  Seal  of  England,  Privy  Seal  or  Prfvy 
Signet ;  that  then  every  fuch  Perfon  or  Perfons  which  hath  de« 
parted,  or  hereafter  fhall  fo  depart  out  of  this  Realm,  or  the 
Realm  of  Ireland,  or  any  the  Dojninions  of  the  fame,  without  fuch 
Licence,  as  is  aforeiaid,  and  (hall  not  return  into  the  fame  Realm 
of  England,  and  there  yield  and  render  his  or  their  Bodies  to  the 
Cuftody  and  Ward  of  the  Sheriff  of  the  County  where  fuch  Perfon 
or,  Perlons  fhall  fo  arrive,  or  to  fome  of  the  moil  honourable  Privy 
Council  of  our  faid  Sovereign  Lady,  within  the  Space  of  Six 
Months  next  after  Proclamation  made  by  our  faid  Sovereign  Lady 
the  Queen  under  the  Great  Seal  of  England,  for  the  Return  and 
yieldmg  of  the  Body  of  fuch  Perfon  or  Perfons  fo  as  is  aforefaid 
departing  without  Licence,  fhall  forfeit  and  lofe  to'our  faid  Sove- 
reign Lady  the  Queen,  the  whole  Profits  of  all  their  J^anors,

by  or  in  fuch  Licence  for  his  Abode  in  fuch  foreign  Reaims,  Do- 
minions and  Countries^  if  their  Licence  /hall  expire  hereafter,  but 
if  their  Licence  be  expired  already,  then  within  Eight  Months  after

be  employed  and  beftowed  in  fuch  Form,  and  to  fuch  fecret  Pur- 
pofes  and  Ufes,  as  they  do  or  fhall  limit  and  appoint,  and  be  agreed 
upon  ;  Be  it  therefore  further  ena^ed  and  ordained  by  the  Autho-' 
rity  aforefaid.  That  all  and  every  fuch  Eftates,  Grants,  Leafes^ 
Gifts,  Derifes  and  Conveyances  whatfocver,  and  every  of  them, 
being  found  by  Office  to  be  made  and  had  by  Fraud  or  Corin,  as 
is  aforefaid,  fhall  be,  as  touching  fuch  Interefl  as  by  this  Aft  ia 
appointed,  to  our  Sovereign  Lady  the  Queen's  Highncfs  now 
being,  her  Heirs  and  Succcflbrs,  as  is  aforefaid,  and  as  againfl  the 
feme  our  Sovereign  Lady  the  Queen,  for  and  concerning  the  fame 
Interefl,  utterly  void,  and  of  none  Effcft  or  Validity  in  the  Law> 
and  that  our  faid  Sovereign  Lady  th^  Queen  (hall  have  and  enjoy 
the  fame  fo  covenoufly  conveyed,  as  if  the  Party  fo  offending  were 
thereof  aflually  feifed  or  poffefFed ;  fuch  Recoveries,  Eilates^ 
Leafes,  Grants  or  Conveyances  (uffered,  had  or  made,  or  any  Law, 
Statute^  Ufage,  Cuflom  oi*  other  Thing  to  the  contrary  notwith* 
ftandin?. 

V.  And  be  it  fiCffther  enafted'by  the  Authority  aforefaid.  That 
the  Ijord  Chancellor  of  En^tand^  or  the  Keeper  of  the  Great  Seal 
for  the  Time  bein?,  fhall  have  full  Power  and  Authority,  during 
the  Queok's  Majefty's  Life,  by  virtue  of  tU«  Ad,  without  other 

Warrant, 
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Warranty  to  make  and  award  out  under  the  Great  Seal  of  Eng* 
/fl/w/,Commirnon»  from  Time  to  Time  to  fuch  Perfon  and  Perfons 
as  by  the  Wifdom  and  Difcretion  of  the  fame  Lord  Chancellor  or 
Keeper  of  the  Great  Seal  (hall  be  named  and  apoointedyto  enquire 
by  the  Oaths  of  Twelve  lawful  Men  at  the  leaft.,  what  Perfon  or 
perfons  have  departed  out  of  tills  Realm^  or  other  the  Dominions 
of  the  fame,  without  Licence,  or  by  Licence,  and  not  returned

Manors, 
Lands,  Tenements  and  Hereditaments,  or  Occupiers  and  PoiTei:crs, 
or  Takers  or  Receivers  of  the  Profits  of  the  fame,  r.i.d  of  the  faid 
Goods  and  Chattels,  and  by  whnt  Title  they  huld  and  poiTefs 
the  fame,  and  to  whofe  or  what  Lf?  or  Ufos,  and  of  t^  c  y?»..rly 
Rents  and  Values  thereof;  the  which  Inquilh  ion  thcreupo:.  taken 
(hall  be  m'ade  in  Writing  indented,  b'.'twecn  fucli  of  the  Ccn.mif- 
fioners  as  Ihall  execute  the  fame,  interciiangcably  feaicd  with  their 
Seals,  and  the  Seals  of  the  Jurors  by  when  the  fame  Inquifitioa. 
(hall  be  found  j  and  that  the  fam^»  Part  fo  fcaled  by  the  Jurors  iliall 
be  delivered  unto  the  faid  Com  nviirioncr<?,  aid  thf*  otiiCr  Part  thereof 
fealed  by  the  Commiflioncrs  fhall  be  dt-livered  and  remain  with  the 
Foreman  of  the  Jury  by  whom  ih.^  fanr.e  Inquilltion  fhall  be  found;

chequer,  after  the  Return  and  Certificate  of  the  fame  Commiilion 
before  them,  (hall  have  full  Powef  and  Authority  by  virtue  of  thi» 
A61,  by  all  fuch  Means  and  Ways  as  to  them  (hall  (eem  m«ft  ex- 
pedient, to  fend  for  all  and  every  Aich  Perfon  and  Perfons  as  (hali 
have  any  Eftate,  Intereft>Po(re(Bon,  Occupation  or  meddling  with 
the  faid  Manors,  Lands,  Tenements,  Goods  or  Chattels,  or  any 
other,  and  them  and  every  of  them  to  examine  upon  their  cor- 
poral Oaths,  to  open  and  declare  plainly  and  truly  to  what  and 
whofe  Ufe,  Profit  and  Commodity  they  have  or  hold  the  fame 
Manors,  Lauds,  Tenements,.

*  ▼  V     thirtieth  Year  of  the  Reign  of  our  late  Sovereign  Lord 

*  King  Henry  the  Eighth,  of  famous  Memory,  there  was  then 

*  made  aod  eftablifhed  one  good  Aft  for  the  Reformation  of 

*  Ufury: 
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*  TJfary :  Bv  which  A6t  the  Vice  of  Ufury  was  well  repreffed,  and 
fpecially  the  corrupt  Chevifance  and  Bargaining  by  way  of  Sale 
of  Wares,  and  Shifts  of  Intereft  :  And  where  fince  that  Time 
bj  one  other  Ad  made  in  the  Fifth  and  Sixth  Years  of  the  Reign  j  3t  6  K.S.  cia 
of  our  late  Sovereign  Lord  King  Edward  the  Sixth,  the  faid 
former  Aft  was  repealed,  and  new  Provifoes  for  reprefBng  of 
Ufury  devifed  and  enafted :  Which  faid  latter  AA  hath  not  m)ne

THAT  the  Churches  of  the  Queen's  Majefty's  Dominions  may 
be  fcnred  with  Paftors  of  found  Religion  ;  be  it  enafted  by 
ti«^  Authority  of  tWs  prefent  Parliament,  That  every  Perfon  under 
the  Degree  of  a  BiOiop»  which  doth  or  (hall  pretend  to  be  a  Priei^ 
or  Mimfter  of  God's  Holy  Word  and  Sacraments,  by  reafon  of 
any  other  Form  of  Inftitution,  Confecr$tion  or  Ordering,  than  the 
Form  fet  forth  by  Pariiament  in  the  Time  of  the  late  King  of 
jnoft  worthy  Memory,  King  Edward  tht  Sixth  (tfj,  or  now  ufed 
in  the  Reigfi  of  ourmoft  gracious  Sovereij^n  Lady,  before  the 
Feaft  of  the  Nativity  of  Chrift  next  fouo^ing,  (hidl  in  the  Pre- 
fence  of  the  Bifliop  or  Guardian  of  the  Spiritualities  of  fpme  one 
Diocefe  where  he  hath  or  (hall  h)sve  Ecclefiaftical  Livipg,  declare 
his  AfTent,  and  fubfcribe  to  all  the  Articles  of  Religion,  which 
only  concern  the  Confeflion  of  the  true  Chriflian  Faith  and  the 
Dodrine  of  the  Sacraments,  eomprifed  in  a  Book  imprint^,  in- 
tituled, *  Articles,  whereupon  it  was  agreed  by  the  Archbifhops 
«  and  Bifhops  of  both  Provinces,  and  the  whole  Clergy  in  the  Con- 

*  vocation  holden  at  London  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  God  One 
'  thoufand  five  hundred  iixty  and  two,  accordinj^  to  the  Compu- 

*  tation  of  the  Church  of  England^  for  the  avoiding  of  the  uu 

*  verfities  of  Opinions,  and  for  the  eftablifhing  of  Confent  touch. 

*  ing  true  Religion  put  forth  by  the  Queen's  Authority ;'  and 
(hall  bring  from  fuch  Bifliop  or  Guardian  of  Spirit uaiities  in 
Writing,  under  his  Seal  authentick,  a  Teftimonial  of  fuch  Aflent 
and  Subfcription ;  and  openly  on  fome  Sunday  in  the  Time  of  the 
publick  Service  afore  Noon,  in  every  Church  where  by  reafon  of 
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any  Ecclefiaftical  Living  he  ought  to  ettend^  read  both  the  faid 
Teftimonial  and  the  faid  Articles,  upon   Pain  that  every  tack  Pcaaltf. 
I'erfon  which  ihall  not  before  the  faid  Feaft  do  as  is  above  ap- 
pointed, (hall  be  ipfofaSo  deprived,  and  all  his  Ecclefiaftical  Pro- 
motions fhall  be  void,  as  if  he  then  were  naturatlv  dead  (^).

or  Affirming  and  Perfiiling,  or  fuch  eftfoon  Affirming,  (hall  be  juS 
Caufe  to  deprive  fuch  Perfon  of  his  Ecclefiaftical  Promotions  ;  and  P«n*l«T« 
it  ftiall  be  lawful  to  the  Bifhop  of  the  Diocefe  or  the  Ordinary, 
«r  the  faid  Commiffioners,  to  deprive  fuch  Perfon  fo  perfiftingi 
or  la^'fuUy  convided  of  fuch  eftfoons  Affirming,  and  upon  fuch 
Sentence  of  Deprivation  pronounced  he  ftiall  be  indeed  deprived. 

III.  And  that  no  Perfon  ftiall  hereafter  be  admitted  to  any  Several  Things 
Benefice  with  Cure,  except  he  then  be  of  the  Age  of  Three  and  "qwcdinPer- 
Twenty  Years  at  the  leaff,  and  a  Deacon,  and  ftiall  firft  have  fub-  S^J^       *" 
fcribed  the  faid  Articles  in  Prefence  of  the  Ordinary,  and  pub- 

licklv  read  the  fame  in  the  Parifti  Church  of  that  Benefice,  with 
Declaration  of  his  unfeigned  Aflent  to  the  fame ;  and  that  every 
Perfoa  after  the  End  of  this  Scffion  of  Parliament,  to  be  adnutted 
to  a  Benefice  with  Cure,  except  that  within  Two  Months  after 
his  Indu&ion  he  do  publickly  res^  the  faid  Articles  is  the  famcf 
Church  whererf  he  ftiall  have  Cure,  in  the  Time  of  Common 
Prayer  there,  with  Declaration  of  his  unfeigned  Aflent  tliereunto^ 
aad  be  admitted  to  minifter  the  Sacraments  within  One  Year  after 
his  Indudion,  if  he  be  not  fo  admitted  before,  (hall  be  upon  erery 
fuch  Default,  ipfofaSo^  immediately  deprived.

FOR  the  better  Increafe  of  Tillage,  and  for  Maintenance  and 
Increafe  of  the  Navy  and  Mariners  of  this  Realm :  Be  it 
enaftedy  That  from  and  after  the  Fcaft  of  the  Nativity  of  Sahtt 
John  Baft'ifl  next  coming,  it  (hall  be  lawful  to  all  and  every  Perfon 
and  Perlons,  being  Subjeds  of  the  Queen's  Majeily,  her  Heirs  and 
SuccefTors,  aiid  inhabiting  within  her  Highnefs  Realms  and  Do* 
minions,  only  out  of  fuch  Ports  and  Creeks,  where  are  or  (hall  be 
rcfident  a  Cuftomer  or  Cplledor  of  Sub(idy,  of  Tonnage  and 
poundage,  or  Cue  of  their  Deputies,  and  not  elfewhere,  to  load, 
carry  oi'  tranfport  any  Wheat,  Kye^  Barley,  Malt,  Peafe  or  Beans 
into  any  Parts  beyond  the 'Seas,  oeing  in  Amity  with  this  Realm, 
and  not  prohibited  by  any  Reftraint  or  Proclamation,  only  to  fell 
as  a  Merchandize  in  Ships,  Crayers  or  other  Ve(rel8  bearing  crofs 
Sails,  whereof  any  Etigij/h^hom  Subjeds  inhabiting  within  hef 
Highnefs  Realms  and  Dominions,  then  (liall  be  the  only  Owners

County,  or  elfe  by  feme  Order  of  the  Lord  Prefident  and  Counfel

and  the  fame  Determination  fhall  caufe  to  be  in  Uke  Manner  pub- 
lifhed and  affixed  as  above  is  faid,  which  Determination  fhall  alfo^ 
continue  in  force,  except  the  fame  fhall  be  altered  by  the  Queen's 
Majefty,  her  Heirs  and  Succeffors,  or  until  the  Juftices  of  Affize,' 
at  their  being  in  their  faid  Circuits  in  every  of  the  faid  Counties 
afore  to  them  limited,  fhall  alter  or  otherwife  order  the  fame,  who 
fhaU  and  may  upon  new  Conference  had,  by  their  Difcretions 
from  Time  to  Time  alter  and  phange  the  faid  Determinations  in 
the  Whole  or  in  Part,  as  to  their  Difcretions  fhall  feem  meet,  and 
the  fame  fhall  alfo  caufe  to  be  publifhed  as  is  before  prefcribed.

Says,  Mayors,  Sheriffs  and  BaiHffs  of  Cities,  Boroughs  and

b/  ^^jrittvouHy  wiiipped,    and  burnt  through  the  Griftle  of  the 
ri:^ht  Eir,  with  a'  hot  Iron  of  the  Compafa  of  an  Inch  about, 
manifeflin'T  his  or  her  roguifh  Kind  of  Life,  and  his  or  her  Punifh- 
ment  received  for  the  fame,  whereof  Entry  fhall  'be  made  of  JR.e- 
;Cord  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  of  the  fame  Shire,  in  the  R(*corda  ^ 

of  the  fame  Selhons,  which  Judgment  fhall  adfo  prefently  be 
executed,  except  fome  honeil  Perfon^  valued  «t  the  laft  Subfidy 
next  before  that  Time  to  Five' Pounds  in  Goods,  or  Twenty 
p^iillinflM  in  Lands^  or  clfefome  fuch  honeil  Houfclwldcr,  as  by 
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the  Juftices  of  the  Peace  of  the  fame  County^  or  Two  of  thenrt 
(hall  be  allowed,  will  of  his  Charity  be  contented  prefently  te 
take  fuch  Offender  before  the  fame  Juilices,  into  his  Service  for 
One  whole  Year  next  following,  and  to  that  End  will  prefently 
before  the  faid  Juilices  enter  into  Bond>  by  Recognizance  to 
thofe  of  our  Sovereign  Lady  the  Queen,  to  pay  to  our  (aid

Death  during  the  faid  Year,  the 
faid  .Clerk  of  the  Peace  taking  for  the  faid  Recognizance  but 
Twelve  Pence  only  ;  and  if  fuch  Rogue  or  Vagabond  fo  taken 
into  Service,  depart  within  the  faid  Year  from  the  faid  Service, 
a^ainil  the  Will  of  him  that  fo  taketh  him  or  her  into  Service, 
that  then  fuch  Rogue  or.  Vagabond  (hall  be  whipped  and  burnt 
through  the  Griftle  of  the  right  Ear  with  a  hot  Iron,  as  i« 
aforefaid.

lionefi  Perfon  valued  at  the  laft  Subfidy  next  before  that  Time  to 
Ten  Pounds  in  Goods,  or  Forty  Shillings  in  Lands,  or  elfe  fome 
fuch  honeft  Houfeholder,  as  by  the  Juuices  of  the  Peace  of  the 
fame  County,  or  Two  of  them  fhall  be  allowed,  of  mere  Charity 
will  be  contented  before  fuch  Juilices,  as  the  faid  Vagabond  is

V.  And  for  the  full  exprefling  what  Perfon  and  Perfons  (hall 
he  intended  within  this  Branch  to  be  Rogues,  Vagabonds  and 
fturdy  Beggars,  to  have  and  receive  the  Puniflimeift  aforefaid 
for  the  faid  lewd  Manner  of  Life,  it  is  now  publiftied,  declared 
and  fet  forth  by  the  Authority  of  this  prefent  ParUament,  That  all 
and  every  fuch  Perfon  and  Perfons  that  be  or  utter  themfclves  to 
be  Prodors  or  Procurators,  going  in  or  about  any  Country  or 
Countries  within  this  Realm,  without  fufiicient  Authority  derived 
from  or  under  our  Sovereign  Lady  the  Queen,  and  all  other  idle 
Perfons  going  about  in  any  Country  of  the  faid  Realm,  ufmg 
fubtile,  crafty  and  unlawful  Games  or  Plays,  and  fome  of  them 
feigning  themfelves  to  have  Knowledge  in  Phyfiognomy,  Palmeftrjr 
or  other  abufed  Sciences,  whereby  they  bear  the  People  in  hand 
they  can  tell  their  Deftinies,  Deaths  and  Fortunes,  and  fuch  other 
like  fantalUcal  Imaginations ;  and  all  and  every  Perfon  and  Per- 
fons, being  whole  and  mighty  in  Body,  and  able  to  labour,  having 
not  Land  or  Mailer,  nor  ufing  any  lawful  Merchandize,  Craft  or 
Myftery,  whereby  he  or  (he  might  get  his  or  her  Living,  and  can 

five  no  Reckoning  how  he  or  fhe  doth  lawfully  get  his  or  her 
living ;  and  all  Fencers,  Bearwards,  common  Players  in  Inter* 
ludes  and  Minftrels,  not  belon^g  to  any  Baron  of  this  Realm,

miifary.  Chancellor  or  Vice  Chancellor  of  the  fame  ;  and  all  Ship- 
men,  pretending  Loifes  by  Sea,  other  than  fuch  as  ihall  be 
hereafter  provided  for ;  and  aU  Perfons  delivered  out  of  Gaols, 
that  beg  for  their  Fees,  or  do  travel  to  their  Countries  or  Friends,

and  thwreiipon  (having  Regard  to  the  Number)  fet  down  what 
Portion  tlic  Weekly  Charge  towards  the  Relief  and  SuflentatioQ 
of  the  faid  poor  People  will  amount  unto  within  every  their  faid 
feveral   Diviiions  and   Limits ;    and   that   done,    they  the   faid 
Juflices,  Mayor?,  Sheriffs,  Bailiffs  and  other  Officers  within  every 
their  feveral  Commiflions,  Authorities,  Divifions  and  Limits,  fliau- 
by  their  good  Difcretions  tax  and  aii'efs  all  and  every  the  Inhabi- 
tants dwelling  in  all  and  every  pity,  Borough,  Town,  Vilkge^ 
Hamlet  and  Place  known  within  the  faid  Limits  and  Divifions,  to 
fuch  Weekly  Charge  as  they  and  every  of  them  fliall  weekly  con^ 
tribute  towards  the  Relief  of  the  faid  poor  People }  and  the  Names 
of  all  fuch  Inhabitants  taxed,  (hall  alfo  enter  into  the  faid  Regiflrr 
Book,  together  yhxh  their  Taxation  ;  and  alfo  (hall  by  their  Dif* 
cretion,  within  every  their  faid  Divifions  and  Limits,  appoint  or 
fee  Collectors  for  one  whole  Year  to  be  appointed  of  the  faid 
weekly  Portion,  which  (hall  colled  and  gather  the  faid  Proportion, 
and  make  Delivery  of  fo  much  thereof,  according  to  the  Difcre- 
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tion  of  the  feud  Juftices,  Mayors,  Sheriffs,  Bailiffs  and  otKcr 
Oiicers  to  tke  faid  poor  People,  as  the  faid  Juftices,  Mayors, 
l^erifis^  Bafliffs  and  other  OfBcers  (hall  appoint  them ;  and  alfo 
ihall  appoint  Overfeers  of  the  faid  poor  People  by  their  Difcrc- 
tions,  to  continue  alfo  for  one  whole  Year  ;  and  if  they  do  refiife 
to  be  Overfeers,  then  every  of  them  fo  refuling  to  forfeit  Ten 
Shillings  for  every  fuch  Default. 

XV.  And  be  it  further  ena^^ed  by  the  Authority  aforefaid. 
That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  London^  and  the  Mayors,  Sheriffs, 
BaiKffg  and  other  Head  Oincers  of  every  other  City,  Borough  or 
Town  Corporate,  or  his  or  their  fufhcient  Deputy  or  Deputies 
within  their  Cities,  Boroughs  and  Towns  Corporate,  and  the 
Conflables  or  Tithingmen  of  all  and  every  Hundred,  Rape  and 
Wapentake,  within  all  and  every  the  faid  Shires  in  England  anid 
fVaiei^  in  all  and  every  fuch  abiding  Place  and  Placea  within  tlidr 
Hundreds,  Limits  and  Precinds,  as  fhall  be  appointed  to  fettle 
the  poor  People  in,  (hall  once  every  Month  next  after  the  faid 
Places  fo  appointed  be  inhabited  with  the  faid  poor  People, 
according  to  the  Intent  of  this  prefent  Aft  of  Parliament,  make 
a  View  and  Search  of  all  the  aged,  impotent  and  lame  Perfor.$ 
within  the  Precinft  of  their  Jurifiiftions ;  and  all  fuch  Perfon  and 
Perfons  as  they  fhall  find  not  being  bom  within  that  Divifion,  twr 
within  the  faid  Cities,  Boroughs  or  Towns  Corporate,  then  ihafl 
they  prefently  fee  the  fame  poor  People  not  there  horn,  no^ 
dweUinp  within  the  faid  Three  Years,  (except  leprous  People 
and  bedrid  People),  to  be  conveyed  on  Horfeback,  in  Cart  or 
otherwife,  as  fhall  feem  bed  to  their  Difcrctions,  to  the  neKt  Con- 
ftable,  and  fo  from  Conflable  to  Conflable  the  diredefl:  Way,  tfll 
the  faid  Perfon  and  Perfons  be  brought  to  the  Place  where  he  or 
fee  was  born^  or  moft  converfant  by  the  Space  of  Three  Year* 
next  before,  and  there  to  be  put  in  the  abiding  Place,  or  one  o£ 
the  abiding  Places  in  that  Country  appointed,  or  to  be  appointed 
for  the  Habitation  of  the  poor  People  of  that  Country,  there  tf». 
be  provided,  kept  and  nourifhed  of  Alms,  as  is  aforefaid,  upoa 
Pain  of  Twenty  Shillings  every  the  faid  Officer  that  negle6iing, 

XVI.  And  be  it  further  enadled  by  the  Authorit^y  aforefaid. 
That  if  any  of  the  faid  poor  People,  upon  the  Appointment  of 
the  faid  Juftices  or  other  Officers,  refufe  to  be  beflowed  in  any  bt 
the  faid  abidin?  Places  before  mentioned,  but  covet  flill  to  hold  on 
their  Trade  oiBegging,  or  after  they  be  once  beflowed  in  the  faid 
abidkig  Place  or  Places  do  depart 'and  beg,  then  the  faid  Perfoa  ' 
and  Perfons  fo  offending  for  die  Firft  Offence  to  be  accounted  a 
Rogue  or  Vagabond,  and  to  fuifer  as  a  Rogue  or  Vagabond  in 
the  firft  Degree  of  Punifhment  fet  forth  by  tins  Aft  in  all  Points; 
and  if  he,  we  or  they  do  the  Second  Time  offend,  then  tp  be 
efteemed  aa  a  Ro?ue  or  Vagabond,  and  to  fuffer  as  a  Ro^e  or 
Vagabond  in  the  Tail  Depee  of  Punifhment  fet  forth  by  this  A£l 
in  ^1  points. 

XVII.  And  it  is  further  ena£led  by  Authority  of  this  prefect 
Parliament,  That  if  any  Manner  of  Perfon  or  Perfons  appointed 
aad  elefted  to  be  Colleftors  as  is  aforefaid,  fhall  refufe  the  faid 
Office,  or  fhaD,  after  he  hath  agreed  to  it,  negleft  tlie  fame,  he 
tf|ifl  forfeit  and  lofe  for  every  Offence  to  the  Ufe  of  the  Poor  of 
the  fame  Place  Forty  Shillings,  of  Ia\rful  Moriey  of  England,  to 
be  len;^  by  Diftrefsi   or  recovered  by  Action,  Bill,  Plaint  or 
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Information^  in  any  Court  of  Record,  or  LordA  Courts,  by  the 
High  Conflables  or  Tithingmen  aforefaid;  in  which  Suit,  no 
£floign,  Prate£lion  nor  Wager  of  Law,  (hall  be  aUowed  or  ad- 
mitted to  the  Party  Defendant;  and  if  the  faid  High  Conilables 
fiiall  be  remifs  or  negligent  to  fue,  or  (hall  refufe  tp  &ie  the  faid 
CoUedors  and  every  of  them  within  Two  Months  next  after  fuch 
Refufal  or  Negligence  in  or  by  the  faid  Colle^or,  that  then  the 
faid  High  Conllables  or  Tithingmen  (hall  forfeit  and  lofe  Five, 
Pounds  of  lawful  Money  of  England^  to  the  Ufe  of  the  Poor  6f 
the  fame  Place,  to  be  fued  for  by  and  in  the  Name  of  Two  of  the 
next  Juilices  to  the  faid  PlaCe  or  Places,  being  out  of  Cities^ 
Boroughs  and  Towns  Corporate  ;  if  within,  then  by  the  Mayor, 
Bailiffs  or  other  Head  Officers  of  the  faid  Cities,  Boroughs  or 
Towns  Corporate,  in  any  Court  of  Record  or  Lords  Court,  by 
Adlion  of  Debt,  Bill,  Plaint  or  Information,  in  which  no  £(roigii, 
Protp6lion  or  Wager  of  Law  (hall  be  allowed. 

XVIII.  And  further  be  it  enafted.  That  the  faid  CoUeaors,- 
and  every  of  them  fo  to  be  chofen  as  is  aforefaid,  (hall  make  thar 
juft  "Account  half-yearly  of  their  faid  CoUedion  and  Gathering  to 
Two  Juilices  of  the  Peace  dwelling  next  to  the  faid  abiding 
Place  or  Places,  not  being  unthin  any  City,  Borough  or  Town 
Corporate,  or  to  the  Mayor,  Sheriffs  or  other  Chief  0£Bcers  of 
the  faid  Cities,  Boroughs  or  Towns  Corporate ;  and  when  they 
-go  out  of  their  Offices,  they  (liall  deliver,  or  caufe  to  be  delivered 
forthwith  upon  their  Accounts,  all  fuch  Surplufages  of  their  Col* 
Ie£lion  and  Gathering  as  (hall  then  remain  undidributed,  to  be 
ordered  by  the  faid  Juilices,  Mayors,  Bailiffs  or  other  Head 
Officers,  upon  the  faid  Pain  of  Ten  Pounds :  If  any  fuch  Col- 
Icdor  (hall  refufe  to  make  his  faid  Account,  or  neglect  the  fame, 
by  the  Space  of  Fourteen  Days  after  Requeft  to  him  therefore 
made,  then  the  faid  Two  Ji^flices,  or  One  of  them,  to  commit  the 
faid  Colle£lor  to  the  next  Gaol  for  the  faid  County,  there  to 
remain  v^dthout  Bail  or  Mainprize,  till  he  have  made  his  faid  Ac- 
count, and  immediate  Pa)nnent  and  Delivery  of  all  fuch  Sur- 
plufages as  he  hath  received. 

XIX.  And  be  it  further  enafted.  That  if  any  Perfon  or  Per- 
fons  being  able  to  further  tliis  charitable  Wprk,  will  obilinately 
refufe  to  give  towards  the  Help  and  Relief  of  the  faid  poor 
People,  or  do  wilfully  difcouragc  others  from  fo  charitable  a 
Deed,  the  faid  obllinate  Perfon  or  wilful  Dlfcourager  (hall  pre- 
fently  be  brought  before  Two  Jufticcs  of  the  Peace,  whereof  One 
to  be  of  the  Quorum^  of  the  fame  County,  to  (hew  the  Caufe  of 
his  obflinate  Refufal  or  wilful  Difcouragement,  and  to  abide  fuch 
Order  therein  as  the  faid  Juilices  (liall  appoint ;  if  he  refufe  fo  to 
do,  then  to  be  committed  to  the  next  Gaol  for  the  faid  Shire, 
there  to  remain  until  he  be  contented  with  their  faid  Order,  and 
do  perform  the  fame. 

XX.  And  it  is  alfo  further  enadlcd,  That  if  any  of  the  faid  aged 
and  impotent  Perfons,  not  being  fo  difeafed,  lame  or  impotent, 
but  that  they  may  work  in  fome  Manner  of  Work,  ihall  be  by 
the  Overfeers  of  their  faid  abiding  Place  appointed  to  work ;  if 
they  refufe, ^  then  in  Form  aforefaid  to  be  whipped  and  flockird 
for  their  Firft  Refufal,  and  for  their  Second  Refufal  to  be 
puniflied  as  in  cafe  of  Vagabonds  in -the  faid  firil  Degree  ef 
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XXI.  Provided  always,  and  be  it  further  ena6^ed  by  the  Autho- 
rity of  this  prefent  Parliament,  That  Three  Juftices  of  Peace, 
whereof  One  to  be  of  the  Qu  rum,  of  ^d  with  the  Surplufages  of 
the  faid  CoUedlions  and  Forfcitur  8,  ( the  faid  poor  and  impotent. 
People  fatisfied  and  provided  for),  mall  by  their  Difcretions,  in 
fuch  convenient  Place  and  Places  within  their  faid  Shires  as  they 
fliall  think  meet,  place  and  fettle  to  work  the  Ro.jues  and  Vaga- 
bonds that  fliall  be  dil'pofed  to  work,  born  witliin  their  laid 
Counties,  or  there  abiding  for  the  mod  Part  within  the  faid  Three 
Years,  there  to  be  hold^n  to  work  by  the  Overfight  of  the  faid 
Ov  rfeers^  to  got  their  Livings,  and  to  live  and  to  be  fullained 
only  upon  their  Labour  and  Travail. 

XXIL  Be  it  alfo  further  enact'?d  by  the  Authority  of  this  pre- 
lent  Parliament,  That  if  any  Beggru^s  Child,  being  above  the  Age 
of  Five  Years  and  under  Fourteen*  Years,  being  Male  or  Fema^ 
(hall  be  liked  of  by  any  Subjtdt  of  this  Realm  of  honell  Calling^ 
who  fhall  be  wijling  to  take  the  faid  Child  into  Strvicc,  the  faid 
Subjeft  fh  ill  at  the  next  General  Scflions  to  be  holdcn  for  the  faid 
County,  by  Order  of  the  Juftices  there,  or  the  moft  Part  of  them, 
have  the  faid  Child  bound  with  him  ;  if  it  be  a  Mi;n  Child,  till  the 
Age  of  Four  and  Twenty  Yo.ts,  if  it  be  a  Womao  Child,  till  the 
Age  of  Eig-  teen  Years :  If  tb  Child  do  after  depart,  or  be  taken, 
or  be  entic'  J  from  the  faid  iMafter  or  Miftrei^,  the  Matter  or 
Miflrefs  to  have  their  Remedy  by  Order  of  the  Statute  of  La- 
bourers, as  r.>r  their  Servant,  either  by  Way  of  A£tion  or  other- 
wife,  as  w-1!  -igainft  the  Child  as  againil  the  Taker  or  Enticer 
thereof. 

XXI IL  Be  it  alfo  enafted  by  Authority  of  tliis  prefent  Parlia- 
r-iont,  Tliat  ill  the  Forfeitures  appointed  or  to  grow  by  this 
S  ntut^,  (except  the  Forfeitures  of  Juftices  of  Peace  J,  fhallwhollj 

fjy  and  be  employed  to  the  Ufe  of  the  Poor  aforciaid,  and  (haft 
c  levied  by  Diftrefs  by  the  Difcretion  of  the  Juftices  of  the  fame 
Couaty>  or  Two 'of  thtm,  or  other  Head  Officers  aforefaid,  and 
that  the  Ju'Vc^s  of  Peace  :n  all  Shires  o(  Eu^lanJj  fhall  ia  their 
Quaner-S.ffi  ^ns  next  2ixer  Eqfler,  yearly  examine  the  Performance 
or  not  Performance  of  this  Statute,  according  to  the  Tcnour 
thereof,  as  tliey  are  bound  to  do  by  the  Statute  of  Labourers^ 
and  at  their  faid  Seffions  ftiall  yearly  appoint  new  CoUeftors  and 
new  Ovcrfeers  for  the  Ciuf'  s  aforcfaid,  and  ftiall  then  ali j  cgree 
upon  new  Views  and  Sc'arches  of  the  faid*  impotent  People  w.ithin 
every  their  Limits  for  the  Year  following  if  need  fhall  be,,  and 
further  at  their  faid  S 'flSons  ftiall  take  Order  by  their  good  Dif- 
cr  »tion',  for  all  and  every  Thing  and  Things  that  may  in  any 
wlf**  Tjrther  the  Int-^nt  of  this  AS.  * 

XXIV.  And  be  it  furtbtT  ena(^ed  by  the  Authority  aforefaid, 
Th?t  Three  Juftices  of  Peace,  within  all  the  Shires  of  thi«i  R^alm, 
whor'^of  One  to  be  of  the  Qwrumy  fliall  have  full  Power  by 
Authority  of  this  prefent  Parliament,  to  hear  and  determine  all 
Cauf  s  (except  Forfeitures  of  Juftices  of  Peace)  that  ftiall  come 
in  G  .''ftion  by  rcaflm  of  this  prMciit  AE\, 

XXV,  Provided  alfo,  That  foraiVnuch  as  it  is  thoue^ht  that 
the  Inhabitants  of  divers  Counties,  Cities  and  Towns  within  this 
Realm,  be  not  able  to  relieve  the  poci*,  lame  and  impotent  Perfcng 
with  Money,  to  be  coUedted  in  Manner  and  Form  aforcfaid,  and 
Uut  it  were  over  great  %  Burthen  to  the  CoUe^or^  for  to  gather 
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Meat,  Drint:,  Com  or  ottier  Things  for  their  Relief,  to  be  cm- 
ployed  and  beftowed  in  Form  aforelaid ;  therefore  it  is  further 
enafted,  Thaf  it  fhall  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  Ju dices  of  the 
Peace,  in  their  open  Seflions  of  the  Peace,  or  for  the  moft  Part 
of  them  there  affembled,  within  any  the  Comities,  Cities  or  Town* 
of  this  Realm,  where  CoUeAion  of  Money  cannot  prefently  be 
had,  as  this  prefent  A£^  willeth  and  appoint eth,  to  erant  Licence 
under  their  Hands  and  Seals,  to  fuch  and  fo  many  of  the  faid  poor 
and  impotent  or  difeafed  Perfons^  or  to  any  other  Perfon  or  Per- 
fons,  to  be  by  the  faid  Judices  afligned  s^nd  allowed  for  the  faid 
Poor,  to  afk,  gather  and  receive  within  fuch  other  Town,  Parifh 
or  Parifhes  of  the  faid  County,  as  the  faid  Juftices,  or  the  moft 
Part  of  them  there  then  in  their  faid  Seflions  afTcmblcd,  fliall 
fpecially  name,  appoint,  limit  and  allign,  the  charitable  Devotion 
and  Alms  at  the  Houfe  or  Houfes  of  the  Inhabitants  of  fuch 
Town,  Parilh  or  Pariihes,  by  the  faid  Juflices  named,  appointed, 
limited  or  afligned,  fo  that  they  do  appoint  the  faid  Poor  fo  to  be 
relieved  only  within  the  Towns  and  Parifhes  being  within  the 
Divifiona  of  the  fame  Juftices  that  fo  fliall  give  fuch  Licence  or 
Licences ;  and  that  the  Inhabitants  of  every  fuch  Parifh  or 
Pariflies  to  the  which  fuch  poor  or  impotent  Perfons  fliall  be  fo 
appointed  as  is  afor^faid,  fliall  be  coa6ied  and  bound  by  virtue  of 
this  A6t,  under  fuch  Pain  as  to  the  Difcretion  o^  the  faid 
Juftices  there  in  their  Seflions  aflembled,  or  the  moft  Part  of 
them,  fliall  feera  convenient,  to  relieve  the  faid  poor  and  impotent 
Perfons  in  fuch  Sort  as  the  faid  Juftices  there  aflembled  ftiaU 
appoint. 

XXVI.  And  be  it  further  enafted.  That  if  it  fliall  happen  any 
City  or  Town  Corporate  to  have  in  it  more  impotent  and  poor 
Folks  not  able  to  labour  than  the  faid  Town  or  City  is  able  to 
relieve,  and  the  faid  City  or  Town  Corporate  is  a  County  of 
itfelf,  or  fituate  or  ftanding  in  one  County,  and  immediately 
adjoining  to  another,  that  in  thofe  Cities  or  Towns,  the  Mayor 
or  Head  Ofiicers  of  the  faid  City  or  Town  fliall  make  Certificate 
to  th?  Juftices  of  the  Counties  adjoining  to  the  faid  Cities  or 
Towns,  and  the  fame  Juftices  of  the  faid  adjoining  County  or 
Towns,  in  their  General  Seflions  of  the  Peace,  fliall  give  Li- 
pence,  and  follow  the  Order  above  remembered,  according  as 
pther  Juftices  of  the  Counties  in  the  which  any  Town  or  Parifli 
jTurcharged  ftandeth,  are  before  limited  and  authorifed  to  do. 

XXVII.  Provided  always,  and  be  it  enaded  by  the  Authority 
pforefaid,  That  all  and  every  Sum  and  Sums  of  Money  from 
henceforth  to  be  colle6ted  or  gathered  within  the  City  of  Londotty 
and  the  Liberties  of  the  fame,  by  virtue  of  this  A£t,  fliall  be  paid 
unto  the  Governor  of  the  Hofpital  called  the  Hofpital  of  ChrifPi 
Churchy  within  the  faid  City  of  London^  for  the  Time  being,  and 
ihall  be  by  them  from  Time  to  Time  diftributed  and  beftowed 
for  the  Renef  of  the  Poor  of  the  fame  City,  according  to  their 
Wifdoms  and  Difcretions  ;  any  Thing  in  this  Statute  contained  to 
the  contrary  notwithftanding. 

XXVIII.  Provided  alfo,  and  be  it  enafted  by  the  Authority 
aforefaid.  That  all  and  ewry  Sum  and  Sums  of  Money  from 
lienceforth  to  be  coUedled  or  gathered  witliin  the  City  of  Conyentrvy 
and  thie  Liberties  of  the  fame,  by  virtue  of  this  A6^,  towarJU 
the  MaiotSQjBice  aad  Relief  of  the  Hofpital  of  poor  People  erede'd 
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in  the  fame  City,  (hall  be  paid  unto  fuch  Governor  and  Governors 
of  the  faid  Hoipital  as  now  is,  or  hereafter  fhall  be  admitted  and 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  faid  City  of  Coventry ^ 
or  the  more  Part  of  them  for  the  Time  being  ;  and  fuch  Governor 
and  Governors  fo  admitted  and  appointed  as  is  aforefaid,  fliall 
from  Time  to  Time  diilribute  and  beftow  for  tlie  Rehef  of  the 
Poor  within  the  faid  City,  the  faid  Sum  or  Sums  of  Money, 
according  to  their  Wifdoms  and  Difcretions ;  any  Thing  men- 
tioned in  this  A61  to  the  contrary  notwithllanding. 

XXIX.  Provided  alfo,  and  be  it  enafted  by  the  Authority 
aforefaid,  That  all  and  every  Sum  and  Sums  of  Money  /rom 
henceforth  to  be  paid,  colloAed  or  gathered  within  the  City  of 
Glnucejier^  Liberties  and  Limits  of  the  fame  City,  for  and  toward 
the  Ufe  or  Relief  of  the  Poor,  and  all  and  every  other  Relief 
which  (hall  be  due  and  payable,  or  is*  to  be  yielded  within  the 
faid  City,  Liberties  or  Limits,  for  and  toward  the  Relief  of  the 
faid  Poor,  (hall  be  from  Time  to  Time  paid  and  delivered,  or 
Otherwife  fhall  ftand  and  be  at  the  only  Rule,  Order  and  Dif- 
pofition  of  the  Prcfident  and  Governors  of  the  Hofpital  of  Saint 
Bartholomew^  of  the  Foundation  of  our  ribw  nioft  gracious  So- 
terei^n  Lady  Queen  Elixahethy  within  the  faid  City  of  Gloucefier 
for  the  Time  being,  and  fhall  be  by  them  from  Time  to  T'lme 
diftributed  and  beflowed  for  the  Relief  of  the  Poor  of  the  faid  City^ 
according  to  their  Wifdoms  and  Difcretions. 

XXX.  And  be  it  further  enaAed  by  the  Authority  aforefaid. 
That  the  Bifhop  of  every  Diocefe,  or  his  Chancellor  for  the  Time 
being,  (hall  yearly  vifit  all  Hofpitals  in  the  Diocefe  of  fuch 
Bifhop,  where  no  Vifitor  by  the  Founder  or  Founders  is  appointed, 
if  the  Founder  of  the  faid  Hofpital  be  then  dead,  and  to  fee  and 
take  order  that  the  faid  Hofpitals  be  ordered  and  ufed  according 
to  the  Statutes  and  Ordinances  of  the  Foundation  thereof,  and  u 
the  Founder  be  then  living,  the  faid  Founder  to  vifit  the  fame 
during  his  Life,  without  any  the  Bifhops  Vifitation,  and  the  fame 
Vifitation  to  be  at  the  only  Cyfts  and  Charges  of  the  Vifitors,  and 
not  of  the  Hofpital ;  and  that  it  fhall  be  lawful  to  the  Bifhop  of 
the  Diocefe  for  the  Time  being,  where  fuch  Hofpital  is  or  (half  be, 
or  his  Cliancellor,  upon  Complaint  or  other  Intelligence  of  juft 
Caufe,  to  take  Account  how  the  Rents,  Revenues  and  Profits  of 
any  fuch  Hofpital  hath  been  beflowed  and  fpent,  to  call  before  . 
him  or  them  at  the  f?iid  Hofpital  to  account,  all  fuch'Perfon  and 
Perfons  as  have  had  the  Colleclipn  or  Receipt  of  any  the  faid 
Rents,  Iffues,  Revenues  or  Profits  ;  and  if  any  Perfon  or  Perfons 

fo  called  fhall  and  do  refufe  to  account,  or  entering  into  account 
(hall  refufe  to  proceed  and  finifh  the  fame,  or  upon  the  finifhing 
thereof  fhall  retufe  forthwith  td  employ  or  anfwer  to  the  Ufe  of 
the  faid  Hofpit^  fuch  Sam  or  Sums  of  Money  as  upon  the  fanrt^ 
Account  ihaul  appear  to  be  due  bv  him,  that  then  every  fucU 
Perfon  and  Perfons  fo  refufing  fliall  forfeit  and  lofe  fuch  Sum  and 
Sums  of  Money,  as  to  the  faid  Bifhop  or  Chancellor,  and  to  Two 
Juflices  of  the  Peace  next  inhabiting  to  the  faid  Hofpital,  fhall  be 
thought  meet  and  Qonvenient,  to  which  Accounts  the  faid  Bifliop 
or  Chancellor  fhall  call  the  fame  Two  Juflices  ofTE*eace.

to  inquire  of,  and  to  hear  and  determine  all  and  every  the 
Offences  aforefaid,  and  that  the  Party  indided  and  arraigned  of 
any  the  Offences  aforefaid,  fhall  have  Advantage  of  all  Manner  of 
Challenges  to  the  Jury,  as  in  Trial  of  Felony  is  ufed. 

VIII.  And  alfo  tnat  all  Juftices  of  Peace,  as  well  within

offered  in  that  Behalf,  |dl  Chargei  of  Subfidiet  and  Taxes  hare 
been  forborne  to  be  laid  or  claarged  upon  the  faid  InhabitaAta^ 
and  for  like  RefpeA  it  hath  been  heretofore  alfo  iiied  in  divert 
Places  within  tlie  Connties  of  Nortbumherlandy  Cumberland^  Wefi^ 
moreland  and  the  Bifhoprick  of  Durham^  that  divers  and  a  great 
Part  o{  the  Inhabitants  there  have  enjoyed  their  Tenements  and 
Farmholds  in  divers  favourable  Sorts  and  Forms  of  Tenure ;  and 
for  that  the  Queen's  Majeily  hath  of  late  Years  been  oftentimee- 
informed  by  Report  and  Certificate  of  her  principal  Officei^ 
having  Charge  of^her  Borders,  that  the  force  of  her  faid  Borders,, 
both  of  Horlemen  and  Footmen,  are  greatly  decayed,  and  likely 
daily  to  grow  weaker  by  many  Occafions,  and  among  other  by 
Decay  ami  Ruin  of  fundry  the  Habitations  of  thote  Borders, 
whereby  the  Number  of  the  ancient  Inhabitants  able  for  Service 
have  been  diminiihed,  and  that  Part  of  the  fame  Habitations,  Te^ 
nancies  and  Farms,  have  been  reduced  rather  to  pafturing  of  Cat- 
tle than  to  the  Maintenance  of  Men  of  Service  ;  and  that  alfo  in 
fome  Parts  the  Tenants  and  Inhabitants  themfelves  have  dimi- 
nifhed  their  own  Strength,  by  dividing  their  Houfes  and  Farms, 
which  were  meet  only  ior  one  able  Houfeholdcr  andFanuly,  into 
the  Occupation  of  fundry  Perfons  commonly  being  their  Children 
or  other  Kinsfolks,  fo  as  by  the  Smallnefs  and  Meannefs  of  the 
Holding,  no  one  of  them  is  able  to  fumifh  a  Man  for  Service  ; 
and  thut  alfo  divers  Owners  and  Tenants  upon  the  Borders,  have 
for  more  Gain  than  they  could  have  of  natural  Subjects,  letteu 
their  Lands  or  Feedings,  or  fome  Part  thereof,  to  Scottijhmen^ 
thereby  not  only  weakening  the  Strength  of  her  Majefty's  natural 
Subje£i8,  but  ftrengthening  Foreigners :' 

II,  For  Remedy  whereof.  Be  it  cna^ed  by  the  Authority  of 
his  prefent  Parliament,  That  the  Queen's  Majefty  (hall  and  may 
from  Time  to  Time,  as  need  fhall  require,  by  Conmiiffion  under 
the  Great  Seal  of  England^  make  and  appoint  fuch  and  fo  niany 
Commiilioners  as  to  her  Majefty  fhall  be  thought  convenient, 
giving  unto  them,  or  Six  of  them,  f  whereof  Two  to  be  of  the 
Quorum)^  full  Power  and  Authority  m  all  and  every  of  the  faid 
Counties  of  Northumberland,  CundferUnd^  IVeJtmoreland  and  the 
County  Palatine  of  Durham j  or  in  any  one  of  them,  or  in  any  Part 
of  any  of  them,  to  enquire  by  the  Oaths  of  Twelve  Men  or  more, 
or  by  other  good  Means  according  to  their  Difcretions,  what 
Tenancies  and  Houfes  of  Habitations  be  fince  the  Seven  and  twen- 
tieth Year  of  Kinp  Henry  the  Eighth  ruined  and  decayed,  and 
not  held  or  occupied  by  Men  able  to  ferve  as  Horfemen  or  Fopt* 
men,  according  to  the  ancient  Duties  of  thofe  Tenancies,  and  iff 
like  manner  to  examine  and  fearch  out  the  juft  or  probable  Caufeft 
of  thofe  Ruins  and  Decays,  and  of  the  Wants  and  evil  Fumituret 
of  the  faid  Horfemen  and  Footmen,  and  tp  give  Order  and  Dire&ion 
for  Reformation  thereof  with  all  Speed  reafonable ;  and  to  that 
End  if  it  (hall  appear  to  the  faid  Commiilioners,  or  fuch  Six  of 
them  as  is  aforelaid,  tHat  the  Fault  of  the  faid  Ruins  or  Decays 
have  been  only  in  Uie  Lords  and  Owners,  or  their  principal  Om- 
ceps,  or  in  the  Officers  and  Farmers  of  her  Majefty's  Manors, 
Lands  or  Tenements,  or  any  their  Afiigns,  then  the  faid  Com* 
miffioners,  or  fuch  Six  as  is  afore&id,  ihall  order,  command  and 
enjoin,  as  well  her  Majefty's  OiScers,  Farmers  or  their  Afligna^  at 
•thers  the  Lords  axkd  Owners,  and  their  Officers  or  Farmers,  to

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re-edify  or  repair  the  fame  Tenements  and  Houfes  of  Habitation, 
and  fpecially  the  capital  Houfes  and  Barnekins  within  a  convenient 
'  Time  at  their  own  Charfr^s,  with  refloring  like  Quantities  of  Lands 
thereunto,  as  with  the  fame  hath  been  occupied  m  the  faid  Twenty 
feventh  Year  of  King  Henry  the  Eiijhth,  and  fhall  fet  Pains  for 
every  D: fault  of  fuch  re-edifying  or  reftoring  in  reafonable  Time, 
not  exceeding  One  hundred  Marks  for  every  fuch  Default ;  and  if 
thry   fhJi  find  Djfault  of  Furniture  of  the  Tenants  with  Horfe, 
Wf»apon  or  Armour,  according  to  their  Duties,  then  they  {hall 
by   Perfuafion  in  refped  of  the  Queen's  Majefty's   Service,  and 
the  Defence  of  their  native  Country,  treat  with  fuch  Lords  and 
other  whom  it  may  concern,    and   the  Freeholders,    Leflees  or 
Tenants,  for  Order  to  be  taken  by  their  mutual  Aflents   for  the 
renewing  and  Continuance  of  the  faid  Service,   and  for  want  of 
reafonable  Conformity  on  either  Part,  may  enjoin  the  faid  Lords 
and  all  others  under  them,  and  alfo  all  the  Queen's  Majefty's  Offi- 
cers, Farmers  and  their  Afligns,  to  give  fuch  Help  as  the  faid 
'  Commiflioners  or  fuch  Six  as  aforcfaid  fhall  think  fit,  towards 
the  enabUng  of  the  faid  Tenant  or  Tenants  to  be  furnifhed  ac-

Ufe,  in  fuch  Cafes  the  faid  Commidioners,  or  fucli  Six  as  afoie- 
faid,  fhall  certify  to  the  Lord  Treafurer,  Chancillor  and  Barons 
of  the  Exchequer,  their  Dircdlions  and  Orders  concerning  the 
•Contributions  by  them  reafonably  thought  meet  to  be  m<ide  in  her^ 
Majeily's  Behalf,  or  by  any  her  Officers  or  Miniilers,  to  the  In- 
tent the  faid  Lord  Treafurer,  Chanceilur  and  Barons,  or  any  Two 
of  them,  whereof  the  Lord  Treafurer  or  Chancellor  for  the  Time 
being  to  be  one,  ftiall  on  her  M.ijcfty's  Behalf  dire(!:1  Warrants 
to  her  Majefty's  Receivers  of  the  faid  County,  to  make  Payment 
and  Allowance,  according  to  the  Order  and  Direction  of  the  faid 
iCommiiOoners,  without  any  other  fpecial  Warrant  from  her  Majefty 
for  the  fame  ;  and  they  Hiall  alfo  compel  all  othqr.her  Majefty's  faid 
Officers  and  Minifters,  or  their  Deputies,  that  (hall  be  ordered  by 
,the  Commiflioners  as  aforefaid,  to  make  Contribution  as  is  above 
.faid,  to  make  Payment,  and  to  fatisfy  the  faid  Orders  in  like  .Sort

Juftices  of  Peace  in  the  Quart er-SeflTions  in  the  faid  County,  ac- 
.  cording  to  the  Tenor  of  an  Oath  contained  in  a  Statute  of  the 
•Second  and  Third  Years  of  the  Reigns  of  King  Ph'dip  and  i;t3P.&M. 
Queen  Mary,  made  for  the  re-edifying  of  Callles,  and  llrengthen-  -c.i. 
ing  of  the  Borders  within  the  forefaid  County  (leaving  out  the 
Words  *  and  all  Saints '.exprelfed  in  the  End  of  the  faid  Oath)  ; 
and  that  they  fhall  have  like  Wages  for  themfelves  and  Clerks,  as

That  they  fball  have  the  like  Authority  to 
make  and  dire£l  Writs,  Precepts,  Warrants  and  other  Command- 
ments, to  aH  Sheriffs,  Bailiffs,  Stewards  and  all  other  Minifters, 
Officers  and  Perfons,  to  appear  before  them,  and  to  execute  their 
Commandments,  and  fhall  in  all  Caufes  have  like  Authority  to 
execute  this  CommilTion  warranted  by  this  Statute,  as  by  the  faid 
-Statute  of  the  Second  and  Third  Years  of  King  Philip  and  Queen 
Mary  was  given  for  tlie  Execution  of  the  faid  Statute  ;  and  that 
the  like  Commiflions  ihall  be  made  in  Caufes  requilite  by  the 
Chancellor  and  Officers  of  the  Duchy  of  Lancqjlcr,  and  by  the 
Bifhop  of  Durham 9  in  the  County  Palatine  of  Durham y  refpec- 
tively,  according  as  is  mentioned  in  the  forefaid  Statute  of  the 
Seconil  and  Third  Years  of  the  Reigns  of  King  Philip  and  Queen 
Mary,  for  CommiiTions  to  be  made  by  them  for  Execution  of  the 
faid  Statute. 

VI L  Provided,  That  the  aforefaid  Commiflioners  fhall  not  by 
any  their  Order  or  Direction ,  intermeddle  wit>h  any  Lands  of  her 
Majefly,  or  of  any  other  Perfon  that  are  prefently  in  Leafc  or

Copy,  or  their  Heirs,  as  before  the  making  of  this  St?tute  they 
might  have  done,  and  yet  if  heretofore  the  faid  Lands  fo  leafed 
by  Demife,  or  granted  by  Copy  of  Court  Roll,  fhall  appear  to 
have  been  chargeable  to  Service,  and  that  the  ancient  Tenants 
thereof  have  ufually  done  Service  for  the  Borders,  and  in  the  faid 
Indentures  or  Copies,  or  in  the  Court  Roll  whereof  the  fame  are 
Copies,  there  be  no  Covenants  or  CJaufcs,  nor  other\rife  any 
Bonds  taken  for  the  faid  Services  to  be  done  and  performed ;  in 
thefe  Cafes,  for  reviving  or  furtherance  of  the  faid  Service,  the 
faid  Commifiloners,  or  iuch  Six  of  them  as  is  aforefaid^  (hall  upon 
due  Examination  iirft  had,  and  Trial  made,  take  Order  either  with 
the  Lords  and  Leffors,  or  with  their  Officers,  or  with  their  Te- 
nants, or  with  both  of  them,  to  caufe  any  Tenements  ruined  or 
decayed,  to  be  re-edified  or  repaired,  as  is  before  limited  ;  and 
alfo  to  caufe  the  faid  Service  or  Services  to  be  revived  and  main- 
tained for  the  Defence  of  the  faid  Borders,  either  by  fpccial  Cove- 
nants to  be  contained  in  Writing  betwixt  the  faid  Lord  and  Tenant, 
or  otherwifc. 

VI 1 1.  Provided  alfo,  and  be  it  enafted  by  the  Authority  of  thia

landf  IVefttnorelattd  and  the  Bi(hoprick  of'Z}«r^^Im,  or  ip  anyone 
of  them,  by  virtue  of  any  new  Leafe  to  be  made  after  the  En4 
of  this  Selnon  of  this  Parliament,  (hall  perfonally  dwell  upon  the 
faid  Lands  and  Tenements,  being  Houfes  of  Habitation,  or  elfe 
(haU  perfonally  be  re(ident  and  dwelling  in  and  upon  fome  other

*  Nets,  Snares  and  other  Engines  and  Devices,  as  well  by  Day 

*  as  by  Night,  and  alfo  by  Occafion  of  fuch  as  do  ufe  Hawking'. 

*  in  the  Beginning  of  Harvefl,  before  the  young  Pheafants   and 

*  Partridges  be  of  any  Bignefs,  to  the  great  Spoil  and  Hurt  of 

*  Corn  and  Grafs  then  flanding  and  growing  in  the  Fields  :* 

IL  For  Reformation  thereof,  Be  it  enafted,  e^labliJhed  and 
ordained,  by  the  Queen  our  Sovereign  Lady,  the  Lords  Spiritual 
and  Temporal,  and  the  Commons,  in  this  prefent  Parliament 
aflfembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  fame.  That  no  Manner  of 
Perfon  or  Perfons,  of  what  Eftate,  Degree  or  Condition  foever, 
(hall  at  any  Time  or  Times,  from  and  after  the  Firft  Day  of 
April  next  enfuing,  take,  kill  or  deftroy  any  Pheafants  or  Par- 
tridges with  any  Winner  of  Nets,  Snares,  Gins,  Engines,  Row- 
ftring,  Lowffing  or  other  Devices  whatfoever,  in  the  Right-time  ;

WHEREAS  by  an  Eftatole  made  in  the  xxxLYear  of 
the  Reign  of  King  Edward  the  Third,  it  is  ena^ked, 
that  upon  Complaint  concerning  Error  made  in  the  Exchequer 
touching  the  Kine  or  other  Fmonsy  the  Lord  Chancellor  and 
Lord  Treaforer  mall  do  to  come  before  them  in  any  Chamber 
of  Council  nigh,  the  fExchequer,  the  Record  and  Procefs  of  the 
Exchequer,  and  taking  to  them  fuch  Juftices  and  other  fage 
Perfona  as  to  them  fliul  be  thought  meet,  ihall  hear  and  deter- 
mine fuch  Errors,  as  by  the  faid  Eftatute  more  at  large  ap«

any  Lucre  or  Gain,  wittingly,  advifedly  and  of  Purpofe,  to  hinder 
or  impeach  her  Majefiy'a  Service,  imbezil,  purloin  or  convey  away 
9BJ  of  the  fame  Armour,  Ordnance,  Munition,  Shot  or  Powder,. 
HabilimeoU  of  War  or  Visuals,  to  the  Value  of  Twenty  Shil- 
lingi  at  one  or  feveral  Times ;  that  then  every  fuch  Offence  ihall 
be  judged  Felony,  and  the  Offender  or  Offenders  therein  to  be 
tried,  proceeded  on,  and  fuffer  as  in  cafe  of  Felony.

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(hall  be  put  in  due. Execution  :  And  that  no  Perfon,  other  than 
the  Party  grieved,  after  Twenty  Days  after  the  End  of  this  Seffion 
of  Parliament,  (hall  be  received  to  inform  or  fue  upon  any  Penal 
Statute,  that  before  that  Time  hath  been  for  any  Mifdemeanor,  by 
any  Order  of  any  the  Queen's  Majefty's  Courts  ordered  not  to 
follow  or  purfue  any  Suit  upon  any  Penal  Statute.

VL  And  provided  alfo,  and  be  it  further  enafted.  That  this  Aft 
or  any  Thing  therein  contained,  fhall  not  in  any  Sort  extend  to 
avoid,  prejudice  or  impeach  any  Gift,  Grant,  Leafe  or  Demife, 
for  Term  of  Life,  Lives  or  Years  made  by  the  Queen's  Majefty 
under  the  Great  Seal  of  England,  or  under  the  Seal  of  her  Majefty's 
Court  of  Exchequer,  at  any  Time  fithence  the  faid  Sir  Francis 
Englejield  was  firft  attainted  of  High  Treafon,  and  before  the 
Tender  of  the  faid  Ring,  as  is  aforefaid,  of  any  the  faid  Manors, 
Lands,  Tenements  or  Hereditaments  that  were  the  faid  Sir  Francis 
Englefield*9,  but  that  all  and  every  fuch  Gift,  Grant,  Leafe  and 
Demife,  (hall  be  of  the  fame  Force  and  Effeftto  all  Intents  and 
Purpofes,  and  of  no  better  or  other,  as  they  were  before  the 
making  of  this  Aft,  and  as  they  fhould  liave  been  if  this  Aft 
had  never  been  made,  any  Thing  in  this  Aft  to  the  contrary 
thereof  in  any  wife  notwithftanding. 

vVII.  Provided  furthermore,  and  be  it  likewife  cnafted.  That 
this  Aft  or  any  Thing  therein  contained,  fliall  not  in  any  wife  ex- 
tend to  avoid,  prejudice  or  impeach  any  Eftate,  Right,  Title 
or  Ufe  which  the  faid  Francis  Englejield  the  Nephew,  his  Heirs 
•X  Afiigns,  or  any  of  them,  ihall  or  may  have,  challenge  or  claim, 
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of,  in  or  to  the  Manors,  Lands,  Tenements  or  Hereditaments  afore* 
faid,  or  any  Part  thereof,  by  virtue  or  colour  of  a  certain  Writing 
indented^  bearing  Date  the  Fourth  Day  of  May^  in  the  Firft  Year 
of  her  Majefty's  Reign,  fuppofed  to  be  made  between  the  faid  Sir

Reiffn,  in  the  Records  of  the  faid  Term,  renuuning  in  the  Ofncc 
of  the  Queen's  Remembrancer,  Rotulo  Three  hundred  and  forty 
eighty  nor  to  avoid  or  impeach  any  Eftate  or  Intereft  which  Mot' 
garet  EngkJUld  Widow  hath,  or  pretendeth  to  have  for  Term  of 
her  Life,  by  any  Conveyance  or  Affurance  made  by  the  faid  Sir 
Francity  the  Subftance  and  EfFcft  wherecff  is  alfo  enrolled  of 
Record  in  the  faid  Court  of  Exchequer,  but  that  the  fame  and 
every  of'  them,  fhall  and  may  ftand  and  be  in  the  fame  Plight, 
Quality  and  Condition,  as  if  this  Statute  had  never  been  had  or 
made,  and  not  any  better  or  other,  or  othcrwife,  any  Thing  in 
this  h&  to  the  contrary  notwithftanding.

*  and  converting  of  great  Houfes  into  feveral  Tenements  or 
«.  Dwellings,  and  ereAmg  of  new  Buildings  within  the  Cities  of 
<  London  and  Wejhmnjiery  and  other  Places  near  thereunto  adjoin- 
^  ing,  whereby  great  Infedion  of  Sicknefs  and  Dearth  of  Viduals 

*  and  Fuel  hath  grown  ani  enfued,  and  many  idle,  vagrant  and 
♦.wicked  Perfons  have  harboured  themfelves  there,  and  divers 
«  remote  Places  of  the  Realm  have  been  difappointed  of  Work- 

*  men  and  difpeopled;  The  which  Enormities  and  DefeAs,   her 

*  Majefty  of  her  Wifdom,  princely  Confideration  and  Care  of  her 

*  Subjects  by  her  Highnefs  Proclamation,  dated  at  Nonfuch^  the 

*  Seventh  Day  of  July  in  the  Twenty  fecond  Year  of  her  Majefty  V 

*  Reign,  did  intend  to  reform,  until  fome  good  Order  might  be 
f  provided  iii  Parliament :' 

II.  Be  it  enadled  by  the  Authority  of  this  prefent  Parliament^ 
That  no  Perfon  or  Perfons  of  what  Eftate,  Degree  or  Condition 
foever,  fhall  from  henceforth  make  and  ereft  any  new  Building 
or  BuUdings,  Houfe  or  Houfes  for  Habitation  or  Dwelling  within 
cither  of  the  faid  Cities,  or  within  Three  Miles  of  any  of  the 
Gates  of  the  faid  City  of  London^  except  it  be  to  inlargc  his  or 
their  Houfe  or  Houfes  that  fo  (hall  build  the  fame,  or  to  add  fome 
other  Buildings  to  his  or  their  Houfes,  or  in  their  Gardens  for 
tte  more  E&  or  Pleafure  of  the  Builder,  or  that  fuch  new 
Houfe  or  Tenement  fhall  be  fit  for  the  Habitation  or  Dwelling 
of  fuch  a  Perfon  as  heretofore  hath  been  afteffed  to  or  for  the 
fifubfidy  to  her  Majefty  at  Five  Pounds  in  Goods,  or  Three  Pounds 
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in  Lands,  at  the  lait  AfTeflment  next  before  tlie  tuH  new  BuiIdU 
ing«»  or  fhall  be  judged  by  the  Two  next  Juftices  of  Peace,  by 
Writing  under  their  Hands  and  Seals  to  beprefented  at  the  next 
Quarter-SeifionSy  to  be  fit  and  able  to  be  aUefled  in  the  Subfidr, 
according  to  that  Rate  if  before  tliat  Time  he  hath  not  been  10 
aiTeffedy  or  except  any  fuch  new  Building  (hall  be  made  for  any 
Hofpital  for  Relief  of  the  Poor,  upon^Pain  to  forfeit  for  every  fuch 
Offence  quarter]  y  the  Sum  of  Five  Pounds. 

III.  And  furtiier  be  it  enaAed,  That  no  Perfon  or  Perfons  of 
^hat  Eftate,  Degree  or  Condition  foever,  Hiall  at  any  Time  here* 
after,  convert  or  divide  any  Dwelling  Houfe  or  other  Buildings 
mow  erected  and  builded,  or  hereafter  to  be  ere^ed  and  builded 
within  the  Cities  and  Places  aforefaid,  or  any  of  them,  into  divers 
and  feveral  Habitations  or  Dwellings  for  feveral  and  divers 
Families,  except  every  feveral  Houfc  To  divided,  fhall  be  fit  for

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pf  the  Commons  or  Wafte  Grounds,  fituate,  lying  or  being  within 
Three  Miles  of  any  of  the. Gates  of  the  faid  City  of  London,  nor 
to  fever  or  divide  by  any  Hedge,  Ditch,  Pale  of  otherwife,  any  of 
the  faid  Fields  lying  within  Three  Miles  of  any  of  the  Gates  of 
t^e  faid  C:ly  of  London  as  aforefaid,  to  the  Let  or  Hindrance  of 
the  training  or  muftering  of  Soldiers,  or  of  walking  for  Recrea- 
tion, Comfort  and  Health  of  her  Majefty's  People,  or  of  the 
laudable  exercife  of  Shooting,  where  there  hath  been  ufual  exercife 
.  of  Shooting,  and  Marks  have  been  there  fet,  upon  Pain  to  forfeit 
for  every  Month  that  he  or  they,  or  any  of  them  fliall  keep  any 
Part  of  the  faid  Commons  or  Wafte  Grounds  inclofed  or  taken  in, 
for  every  fiich  Inclofure  Five  Pounds,  and  for  every  Month  that 
he  or  they  (hall  keep  any  Part  of  any  of  the  fame  Fields  fevered 
or  divided,  for  every  fuch  Offence  Five  Pounds. 

VIII.  The  one  Moiety  of  all  which  Pains,  Penalties  and  Sums

or  Bank' Thirty  Foot,  fo  as  People  ntjay  pafa  betwixt  the  faid

XII.  Provided  alfo,  That  no  Offender  (hall  be  impeached  or

*  "X^HEREAS  the  Strength   and  flourifhing  Eftate  of  thi« 

*  VV     Kingdom  hath  been  always  and  is  greatly  upheld  and 

*  advanced  by  the  Maintenance  of  the  Plough  and  Tillage,  being 

*  the  Occafion  of  the  Increafe  and  multiplymg  of  People,  both 

*  for  Service  in  the  Wars  and  in  Times  of  Peace,  being  alfo  a 

*  principal  Mean  that  People  are  fet  on  work,  and  thereby  with* 

*  drawn  from  Idlenefs, Drunkennefs,  unlawful  Games  and  allotliw 

*  lewd  Pradices  and  Conditions  of  Life  :  And  whereas  by  the 

*  fame  Means  of  Tillage  and  Huft>andry  the  greater  Parts  of  the 

*  Subjeds  are  preferved  from  extreme  Poverty  in  a  competent 

*  Eftate  of  Maintenance  and  Means  to  live,  and  the  Wealth  of  the 
^  Realm  is  kept,  difperfed  and  diftributed  in  many  Hands,  where 

*  it  is  more  ready  to  anfwer  all  neceflary  Charges  for  the  Ser-    ^ 

*  vice  of  the  Realm :  And  whereas  alfo  the  faid  Hufbandry  and 

*  Tillage  is  a  Caufe  that  the  Realm  that  doth  more  ftand  upon 
*^itfelf,  and  without  depending  upon  foreign  Countries^  either  for 

*  bringing  in  of  Corn  in  Time  of  Scarcity,  or  for  Vent  and  Ut- 

*  terapce  of  our  own  Commodities  being  in  over  great  Abun- 

*  dance :  And  whereas  from  the  Twenty  feventh  Year  of  King

<.the  great  Plenty  andCheapnefs  of  Grain  at  that  Time  within 

*  this  Kealm,  and  partly  by  reafon  of  the  Imperfeftion  ind  Ob- 

*  fcurity  of  the  Law  made  in  that  Cafe,  the  fame  was  difcon- 
< .  tinned,  fince  which  Time  there  have  grown  many  more  Depo- 
*.  pulations  by  turning  Tillage  into  Pafture,  then  at  any  Time  for 

*  the  like  Number  of  Years  heretofore :' 
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IL  Be  it  eiia&edby  dieOueeo  our  Sovereign  Lady,  the  X<ordt 

.  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  apd  Commons,  in  this  prefent  Parliameiit 
affembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  fame,  That  whereas  ai^ 
Lands  or  Grounds  at  anj  Times  fince  the  Seventeenth  of  Novem- 
her^  in  the  Firft  Year  of  her  Majefty's  Rei^,  ha;re  been  converted 
.to  Sheep  Paftures  or  to  the  fattmg  or  .graziqg  of  Cattle,  the  fame 
Lands  having  been  tillable  Lands^  Fields  or  Grounds,  fuch  as  have 
been  ufed  in  Tillage  or  for  Tillage  by  the  Space  of  Tvirdve  Year* 
together  at  the  taft  next  b^ore  fuch  Converfion,  according  to

io  Tillage  or  laid  for  Tillage  in  fuch  Sort  as  the  whole  Ground, 
according  to  the  Nature  ot  that  Soil  and  Courfe  of  Hufbandry 
*ifed  in  &at  Part  of  the  Country,  be  within  Three  Years  at  the 
Jeaft  turned  to  Tillage  by  the  Occupiers  and  Poffeffors  thereof^ 
and  fo  (hall  be  continued  for  ever. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enaded  by  the  Authority  aforefaid^ 
That  all  Lands  and  Grounds  which  now  are  ufed  in  Tillage  or  for

be  converted  to  any. Sheep  Failure,  or  to  the  grazing  or  fatting 
of  Cattle  by  the  Occupiers  or  Poffeflqrs  thereof,  but  ihall,  ac» 
cording  to  the  Nature  of  that  Soil  and  Courfe  of  Hufbandry 
tifed  in  that  Part  of  the  Country,  continue  to  be  ufed  in  Tillage 
«r  for  Tillage  for  Corn  or  Grain  and  not  for  Woad. 

IV.  Provided  neverthelefs.  That  if  any  Perfon  or  Body  Poli- 
tick (M-  Corporate,  hadi  fince  the  Seventeenth  of  Novemier  afore- 
&id,  laid  orhere^ter  fhall  lay  any  Ground  to  graze,  or  hath  ufed 
or  fhall  ufe  the  fame  Ground  with  Sheep  or  any  other  Cattle, 
which  Groimd  hath  been  or  fhall  be  driven  or  worn  out  with  Til- 
lage only  upon  good  Hufbandry,  and  with  Intent  bonafidty  with- 
out Fraud  or  Covin,  the  fame  Ground  fhould  recover  Heart  and 
Strength,  and  not  with  Intent  to  continue  the  fame  otherwife 
in.  Sheep  Pa&ure,  or  for  fatting  or  grazing  of  Cattle,  that  no 
fuch  Perfon  or  Body  Politick  or  Corporate  mall  be  intended,,  for

V.  Provided  alfb,  That  if  any  fuch  Occupier  or  Poffcffor  of 
Ground  as  aforesaid,  hath  broke  up  converted  or  laid  forth,  or 
fliall  break  up  convert  or  lay  forth  mto  Tillage  any  other  Ground 
not  liable  to  this  prefent  Law  as  aforefaid,  and  lying  within  the' 
fiune  Parifh,  Town,  Hamlet  or  Lordfhip,  or  within  Two  Miles  of 
the  fame  Land  formerly  tilled,  that  for  fuch  Quantity  only  and 
for  fo  long  Time  as  he  hath  fo  done  Or  continued,  or  fhall  fo  do 
or  continue,  he  fhall  not  incur  any  Penalty  contained  in  this  A6t» 
but  that/it  ihall  be  lawful  for  any  fuCh  Occupier  or  Pofieflbr,  at 
his  Liberty  and  Pleafure,  and  according  to  his  he^  Commodity 
and.

Previded  alfb,  THkt  dss  Ad  fkaiA  not  extend  to  any  Grocmd 
that  any  Pdrfon,  Body  Politick  or  Corporate  hath  turned  or  fhaM 
turn  from  Tillage  to  Failure  for  the  only  MaiiKleaance  or  keeping 
of  his  or  their  own  Horfies/OeldingSy  Mares  09  draught  Oxen,  or 
the  Hodbesy  Geldings  pr  Matrea  of  hu  or  their  own  Family,  or 
athera  coming  to  his  or  their  Hoafe,  at  for  the  Maintenance  ot 
keeping  of  Kine>  Sheep  .  or.  other  Cattle  for  the  only  Vi&uals  ta 
be  fpeat  in  his  or  their  Houfes^  or  .for  the  neectful  .and  necef« 
iary  Soiling  of  his  or  their  tilkUe  Lands. 

VII.  Provided  neverthelefs.  That  no  Perfons  that  (hall  com- 
monly feed  and  fell  yearly,  fiecves  and  MuttoM  to  a  gmter 
Numher  than  he  or  tbfiy  fliall  yearly  fpend  in  Vi36kual  in  his  oV 
their  h^fion  Houfe  or  Houfes,  and  more  than  (hall  grow  or  be 
Ui^edful  to  be  culled  oat,  or  in  refpe£l  of  the  neceffary  Stocks  for 
Maintenance  of  Houfekeeping,  and  foiEng  the  tillable  Lands  as 
afore£aid,  or  that  fhaB  be  a  common  Fatter  of  Beeves  or  Muttons, 
«r  any  of  them  as  a  common.  Grazier  or  Sheep  Mailer,  to  be 
conuKionly  fold  in  Markets  and  Fairs,  or  to  the  conunoa  Butchers 
other  than  in  refpe£l  of  the  neceiTary  Stocks  aforefaid,  (hall  be 
taken,  expounded  or  underflood  to  be  fuch  Perfon  or  Perfonsy 
Bodies  PoHtick  or  Corporate,  as  bv  this  Provifo  laft  above  men- 
tioned may  keep  any  Ground  or  Failure  whole  and  not  converted'

Bodies  Politick  or  Corporate,  for  the  keeping  of  anr 
Ground  in  Failure  for  the  only  Maintenance  and  keeping  of  hia 
or  their  Horfts,  Mares,  Geldings  or  draught  Oxen,  or  for  the 
Mamtenance  and  keeping  of  Kme  and  other  Cattle  for  the  only* 
Proviiion  and  vi6lualling  of  his  or  their  Maniion  or  Dwelling 
Houfe  or  Houfes,  Be  it  dedan^d'  and  enaded  by  the  Authority 
aforefaid>  That  if  it  fhall  fortune  any  fueh  Perfon  or  Perfona 
to  be  abient,  and  not  refident  at  or  upon  his  or  their  ufual  Man« 
iion  or  Dwelling  Houfe  or  Houfes^ with  his  Family  or  Houiholdt 
for  and  by  Occaiion  of  Service  or  Attendance  to  be  done  by  any 
fuch  Perfon  or  PeKons,'  by  the  exprefs  Commandment  of  the 
^een's  Majeily.,  her  Heirs  or  Succeifors  within  the  Rea)m  or 
without,  or  elfe  hairing  Two  or  Three  Maniion  or  Dwelling 
Houfeis,  fhadl  be  reildent  and.  dwelling  with  his  Fa^iiily  but  at

3uit  no  Eflbin,  Prote<5lion  or  Wager  of  Law  fhall  be  allowed. 

IX-  And  be  it  further  enafted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid. 
That  the  Jufliccs  of  Affife  or  Juftices  of  the  Peace  in  every 
County  within  this  Realm  at  the  Aflifes  or  .Quarter  or  Genend  ' 
$effions,  (hall  have  full  Power  and  Authority  by  virtue  of  this 
A^»  to  enquire,  hear  and  determine  all  and  every  the  Defaults 
and  Offences  committed  or  done  contrary  to  this  A£l,  within. the 
County. where  any  fuch  Aflifes  or  Seffions  fhall  be  kept,  by  In- 
quifition,  Prefentment,  Indidment,  Bill  or  Information,  or  by 
any  of  the  fanie  Ways  or  Means,  and  upon  the  Conviction  of 
the  Offender  by  Information  or  Suit  of  any  other  than  her  Mar 
jpfly,  her  Heirs  or  Succeffors,  to  make  Eictrafts  of  One  Third 
Part  of  the  Forfeitures  to  be  levied  for  the  Queen's  Majefly,  her

and  mentioning  the  Day  and  Place  of  Hia  dr  her  Puni(lnrtent>  and 
the  Place  whemtWto  fuch  Pferfon  is  limited  to  ^  aiid  by  what 
Thtie  the  fatd  JWfon  ift  limited  to  pafa  thither  al  hi^  Peril;  ai»d  ff 
tlie  (aid  Perfon  through  his  or  her  Default  do  not  ai^bttplifh  th« 
Order  appointed  by  the  faid  Teftimontali  then  tb  bii  eftfoott* 
taken  and  whipped;  *id  fo  a§  dft^n  as  *i)f  Default  (hall  be"  foufltf 
m  him  or  her  contrary  to  the  Form  of  tW^  Statutej  in  everjr 
Plac*  to  be  ^^rhtpped  tilV  fuch  t^erfott  be  repaired  to  the  rtaee 
litnited*;  the  Subllance  of  which  Teilimonial  (hall  be  re^iitered 
by  the  Mmilher  of  that  Parift,  in  a  Book  to  be  provided  ior  that 
Purpdfe,  upon  Pain  to  forfeit  Five  ShiflfngS  for  every  Defeult 
thereof  5  ind  tiie  Rirty  fa  whipped  and'  not- liB^wn  wbei^  heoi** 
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ihe  wiCt  born  or  h&  dwelt  by  the  Space  of  -a  Yeat,  (haU  by  the

ful  to  the  faid  Juftices  of  the  Limit  where  any  fuch  Rogue  fhall 
be  taken,  or  any  Two  of  them,  whereof  One  to  be  of  the  Quo^ 
rum,  to  commit  that  Rogue  to  the  Houfe  of  Corrections  or  other- 
wife  to  the  Gaol  of  the  County,  there  to  remain  until  their  next 
Quarter-Seflions  to  be  holden  in  that  County,  and  then  fuch  of 
the  (iame  Rogues  fb  committed  as  by  the  Juitices  of  the  Peace 
then  and  there  prefent,  or  the  tnoik  Part  of  them,  ihall  be  thought 
fit  not  to  be  defiyered,  ihall  and  may  lawfully  bv  the  fame  Juilices 
or  the  moil  Part  of  them,  be  baniihed  out  of  4iis  Realm,,  and  all 
Other  the  Dominions  thereof,  and  at  the  Charges  of  that  Country 
ihall  be  conveyed  unto  fuch  Parts  beyond  the  Seas  as  ihall  be  at 
any  Time  hereafter  for  that  Purpofe  afligned  by  the  Privy  Council 
unto  her  Majefly,  her  Heirs  or  Succeifors,  or  by  any  Six  or 
more  6f  them,  whereof  the  Lord  Chancellor  or  Lord  Keeper  of 
the  Great  Seal,  or  the  Lord  Treafurer  for  the  Time  being  to  be 
one;  or  otherwife  be  judcred  perpetually  to  the  Gallies  of  this 
Realm,  as  by  the  fame  Juftices  or  the  moft  Part  of  them  it  fhall 
be  thought  fit  and  expedient ;  and  if  any  fuch  Rogrue  fo  baniihed 
as  afomaid  fhaU  return  again  into  any  Part  of  this  Realm  or 
Dominion  of  Waleif  without  lawful  Licence  or  Warrant  fo  to 
do,  that  in  every  fuch  Cafe  fuch  Offence  ihall  be  Felony,  and 
the  Party  offending  therein  fuffer  Death  as  in  cafe  of  Fcdony, 
the  faid  Felony  to  be  heard  and  determined  in  that  County 
of  this  Realm  or  Wales,  in  which  the  Offender  ifaldl  be  appre* 
bended. 

V.  And  be  it  alfo  enaded  by  the  Authority  aforefiud.  That  if

fault ihall  be,  fhall  lofe  and  forfeit  for  every  fuch  Default  Tea 
Shillings  ;  and  alfo  if  any  Perfon  or  Perfons  do  in  any  wife  difluri) 
or  let^he  Execution  of  this  Law  or  any  Part  thereof,  concerning 
the  Puniihment  or  conveying  of  Rogues,  Vagabonds,  flurdv  Be^ 
gar8»  'or  the  Relief  or  fettlmg  of  poor  impotent  Perfons  m  any 
manner  of  wife,  or  make  relcue  againit  any  Officer  or  Perfoa 
authorifed  by  this  prefent  A&,  for  the  due  Execution  of  any  the 
PremifeSy  the  fame  Perfon  fo  offending  ihall  forfeit  and  lole  for 
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every  fuch  Offence  the  Sum  of  Five  Pounds^  and  (hall  be  btnuid 
to  the  good  Behaviour. 

VI.  And  be  it  alfo  further  enabled  by  the  Authority  aforefaid. 
That  no  Perfon  or  Perfons  having  charge  in  any  Voyage,  inpaifing 
from  the  Realms  of  Ireland  or  Scotlfmdy  or  from  the  JJle  of  Man 
into  this  Realm  of  Enghmdj  do  wittingly  or  willingly  bring  or  * 
convey,  or  fuffer  to  be  brought  or  conveyed  in  any  Veffel  or  Boat 
from  and  out  of  the  faid  Re^m  of  Irelandy  Scotland  er  JJle  of  Man^ 
into  the  Realm  of  England  or  Wales^  or  any  Part  thereof,  any  Va- 

fabond,'  Rogue  or  Beggar,  or  any  fuch  as  (hall  be  forced  or  very 
ke  to  live  by  Begging  within  the  Realm  of  England  or  Walesy  or 
bein&r  born  in  the  wme  Realms  of  Ifland,  on  Pain  of  every  fuch 
Perion  fo  offending,  to  forfeit  and  lofe  for  every  fuch  Vagabond, - 
Rogue,  Beggar  or  other  Perfon  like  to  live  by  begging,  Twenty 
Shifiings  to  the  Ufe  of  the  Poor  of  the  faid  Parifli  m  which  they 
were  let  on  JLand;  and  if  any  (nch  Manntfi,  Scottijb  ov  Irtfh 
Rogue,  Vagabond  or  Beggar  be  already  or  ihaU  at  any  Timfr* 
hereafter  be  fet  on  Land,  or  ihall  conte  into  any  Part  of  England 
or  Walesy  the  fame  after  he  or  (he  (hall  be  puniihed  as  aforefaid* 
(hall  be  conveyed  to  the  next  Port  or  Parifh  in  or  near  which  they 
were  landed  or  firil  came,  in  fuch  Sort  as  Rogues  are  appointed 
to  be  by  tliis  prefent  Adl,  and  from  thence  to  be  tranlported 
at  the  common  Charge  of  the  Country  where  they  were  fet  on 
Land  into  thofe  Parts  from  whence  they  came  or  were  brought ; 
and  that  every  Conftable,  Headborough  and  Tythingman  nededt- 
ing  the  due  Performance  thereof  ihall  forfeit  for  every  fuchOnence 
Ten  Shillings. 

VII.  Be  It  further  ena£ked  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  no 
difeafed  or  impotent  poor  Perfon  ihall  at  any  Time  refort  or  repair 
from  their  Dwelling  Places  to  the  City  of  Bath  or  Town  of  Bux' 
tony  or  either  of  them^  to  the  Baths  there  for  the  £afe  of  their 
Griefs,  unlefs  fuch  Perfon  do  forbear  to  beg,  and  be  licenfed  to 
pafs  thither  by  Two  Juilices  of  the  Peace  of  the  County  where 
fuch  Perfon  doth  or  ihall  then  dwell  or  remain^  and  provided  for  to 
travel  with  fuch  Relief  for  and  towards  his  or  her  Maintenance  as^ 
ihall  be  neceilary  for  the  fame  Perfon  for  the  Time  of  fuch  his 

or  her  travel  and'Abode  at  the  City  of  Bath  and  Town  of  Bux^  , 

tony  or  either  o^  them,  and  return  thence,  and  ihall  return  home 
again  as  ihall  be  limited  by  the  faid  Licence,  upon  Pain  to  be  re- 
puted, puniihed  and  uied  as  Rogues,  Vagabonds  and  flurdy 
Beggars  declared  by  this  prefent  A£^  ;  and  that  the  Inhabitants 
of  the  fame  City  of  Bath  and  Town  oi  Buxton  ihall  not  in  any  wife> 
be  charged  by  this  A61  with  the  finding  or  Relief  of  any  fu<;k 
poor  People. 
.  VIII.  Provided  always,  That  the  Juilices  of  Peace  within  any 
County  of  this  Realm  or  Wtdesf  fhaU  not  intromit  or  enter  into 
any  City,  Borough  or  Towns  Corporate,  where  be  any  Juilice 
or  Juilices  of  Peace  for  any  fuch  City,  Borough  or  Town  Coi^' 
porate  for  the  Execution  of  any  Branch,  Article  or  Sentence  of 
this  A£l,  for  or  concerning  any  Offence,  Matter  or  Caufe  growing 
or  arifing  within  the  Precinfls,  Liberties  or  Jurifdi6uons  of 
fuch  City,  Borough  or  Towns  Corporate,  but  that  it  may  and 
fhall  be  lawful  to  the  Juilice  or  Juilices  of  the  Peace,  Mayors, 
Bailiffs  and  other  Head  Officers  of  thoie  Cities,  Boroughs  and 
Towns  Corporate,  where  there  be  fuch  Juflices  of  the  Peace  to 

proceed     ' 
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proceed  fo  the  £zecutioi»  of  this  A6l>  witliin  the  Precin£i  and 
Compafs  of  their  Liberties,  in  fuch  Manner  and  Fonn  at  the  Juf  • 
tioes  of  Peace  in  any  County  may  or  ought  to  do  within  the  fame 
County  by  rirtue  of  this  Acl  5  any  Thing  in  this  Act  to  the  con- 
trary thereof  notwithftanding.

X.  Provided  always.  That  this  A^  or  any  Thing  therein  con- 
tained, or  any  Authority  thereby  given,  fhall  not  in  any  wife  ex- 
tend to  difmherit,  prejudice  or  hinder  John  Duiton  oiDutlon^  in  tlie 
County  of  Cbejier,  Efquire,  his  Heirs  or  Afiigns  for,  touching  or 
concerning  any  Liberty,  Pre-eminence,  Authority,  Jurifdidion  or 
Inheritance  which  the  dud  John  Button  now  lawfully  ufeth,  or 
hath  or  lawfully  mar  or  ought  to  ufe  within  the  County  Pala- 
tine of  CheJcTf  and  the  County  of  the  City  of  Chffiery  or  either 
of  them,  by  reafon  of  any  ancient  Charters  of  any  Kings  of  this 
Land,  or  by  reafon  of  any  Prefcription,  Ufage  or  Title  what- 
fo:ver.  And  be  it  further  ena6^ed  by  the  Authority  aforefakU 
That  all  Fines  and  Forfeitures  appointed  or  to  grow  by  this  pre- 
fent  A£l  (except  fuch  as  are  otherwife  hmited  and  appointed  by 
this  pfefejit  A^)  ihaQ  wholly  go  and  be  employed  to  the  ufe  of 
the  Reparations  and  Maintenance  of  the  faidHonfes  of  Corre&ion, 
and  Stock  and  Store  thereof,  or  Relief  of  the  Poor  where  the 
Offencd  ihall  be  committed  at  the  Difcretion  of  the  faid  Juflicea 
of  the  Peace  of  the  fame  Limit,  City,  Borough  or  Town  Corpo- 
rate ;  and  that  all  Fines  and  Forfeitures  appomted  or  to  grow  by 
Gonviflion  of  any  Perfon  according  to  this  prefent  A£i,  fhall,  by

Eighteenth  Year  of  the  Reign  of  theJQueen's  moft  Eaagdfent  Ma* 
jefty,  and  by  whom  the  fame  were  or  (hall  be  ccdkAed  or 
gathered,  W  to  whofe  Hands  coming,  and  to  what  u&  aadBy 
whofe  DifeSion  the  fame  was  or.  ihaU  be  employed ;  aod  to  call 
all  and  •every  fuc^  Perfon  a&d  Perfons,  and  their  Sureties,  and 
every  of  their  Ex^cutars  or  AdminifLrajtors  to  account ;  and  to 
compel  them  and  every  of  them  by  Attachment  of  their  Groods  or 
Bod^s  to  appear  before  them  for  the  iame,  and  to  hear  and  deter- 
mine the  fame^  and  to  levy  iuch  Money  and  Things  as  tdiey  (hall 
find  not  to  haVe  ^been  duly  employed  upon  the  Isud  HouLca  of 
Coire&ion  or  Stocks,  or  upon  .other  like  Ufes,  having  in  fnch

WHEREAS  divers'  and  fundry  Perfbns  exercifing  the 
OiHcc  and  Function  of  Bifhops  and  Deans  of  divers  Sees 
and  Bifhopricks,  and  Deanries  within  this  Reahn,  in  the  Reign 
of  our  late  Sovereign  Lady  Queen  Mary^  were,  before  the  Tenth 
Day  of  November^  in  the  Fourth  Year  of  the  moft  happ^>'and 
bkfled  Government  of  the  Queen's  moft  Excellent  M^eu^  tliat 
now  is,  lawfuQy  and  juitly  deprived  from  fuch  Biihoprick^

And  be  it  further  enafted  bv  the  Queen's  moft  excellent  Filh  tittylw 
Majefty,  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  TemporS,   and  the  Commons,  ^jj^lf^^^^ 
in  this  prefent  Parliament  affembled.  That  it  (hall  and  may  be  j^^ 
lawful  for  all  and  every  her  Majefty's  SubjeAs,  being  Owners  of

An  Aft  for  the  Explanation  of  the  Statute  made  the  Fifth 

Year  of  Her  Majefty's  Reign,  concerning  Laboiirers. 

WHEREAS  by  an  Aft  made  in  the  Parliament  holden  at 
WeRminfter^  in  the  Fifth  Year  of  the  Reign  of  the  Queen's 
moft  excellent  Majefty,  intituled,  An  AB  touching  divers  Orders 
for  Artificers,  Labourers^  Servants  of  Hufbandry  and  Apprentices^ 
it  was  provided  and  enadled  by  the  Authority  of  the  laid  Par- 
liaaient,  *  for'  the  Declaration  and  Limitation  what  Wages  Ser- 
vants, Labourers  and  Artificers,  either  by  the  Year  or  Day,  or 
otherwife,  fhould  have  and  receive ;  that  the  Juftices  of  reace 
of  every  Shire,  Riding  or  Liberty  within  the  Limits  of  their 
feveral  Commiflions,  or  the  more  Part  of  them,  being  then  refi- 
dent. within  the  fame,  ai\d  the  Sheriff  of  tliat  County,  if  he 
co«veniently  may,  and  evt^ry  Mayor,  Bailiff  or  other  Head  Offi- 
cer within  any  City  or  Town  Corporate,  wherein  is  any'Juftjpe 
of  Peace  within  the  Limits  of  the  faid  City  or  Town  Corporate 
and  of  the  faid  Corporation,  fhould  before  the  Tenth  Day  of 
June  next  coming,  and  afterward  fhould,  yearly  at  every  General 
Seffions  fir  ft  to  be  holden  and  kept  after  Eafiery  or  at  fome  Time 
convenient  within  Six  Weeks  next  follo\^ing  every  of  the  faid 
Feafts  of  Eafler^  affemble  themfelves  together,  and  they  (fo 
afTembled )  calling  unto  them  fuch  difcreet  and  grave  Perfons  of 
the  faid  County,  or  of  the  faid  City  or  Town  Corporate,  as  they 
fhall  think  meet,  and  conferring  together  refpefting  the  Plenty 
or  Scarcity  of  the  Time,  arift  other  Circumftances  neceffarily  fo 
be  confidcred,  fhould  have  Authority  by  Virtue  hereof,  within 
the  Limits  and  PrccinAs  of  their  feveral  Commiffions,  to  limit, 
rate  and  appoint  the  Wages  as  well  of  fuch  and  fo  many  of  the 
faid  Artificers,  Handicraftfmen,  Hufbandmen,  or  any  other 
Labourer,  Servant  or  Workman,  whofe  Wages  in  Time  pafl 
hath  been  by  any  Law  or  Statute  rated  and  appointed,  and  alfo 
the  Wages  of  all  other  'Labourers,  Artificers,  Workmen  or  Ap- 
prentices of  Hufbandry,  which  have  not  been  rated,  as  tliey  tnc 
fame  Juflices,  Mayors,  or  Head  Officers,  within  their  feveral 
Commiffions  or  Liberties,  fhodfl  think  meet  by  their  Difcretiqns 
to  be  rated,  limited  or  appointed  by  the  Year  or  by  the  ©ay. 
Week,  Month  or  otlierwife  with  Meat  and  Drinlc,  or  without 
Meat  and  Drink,  and  what  Wages  every  Workman  or  Labourer 
fhould  take  by  the  great  for  Mowing,  Reaping  or  Threfhing  of 
Com  and.  drain>  and  for  Mowing  and  Making  of  Hay,  or  for 
2  *  (ytehii)g> 


'  ditdun^y  palling^  railing  or  hedging,  by  the  Rod,  Perch,  Lug, 

*  Yard,  role.  Rope  or  Foot,  and  for  any  other  Kind  of  reafonabk 

*  Labours  or  Service,  and  fhould  yearly  before  the  Twelfth  Day 

*  of  July  next  after  the  faid  AfTeiTment  and  Rates  fo  appointed 

*  and  made,  certify  the  fame,   ingroffed  in  Parchment,  with  the 

*  Confiderations  and  Caufes  thereof,  under  their  Hands  and  Seals 

*  into  the  Queen's  moft  honourable  Count  of  Chancery,  to  the 

*  End  that  rroclamation   fhould  be  made  in  the  Name  of  the

*  A£k  more  at  large  is  declared :  And  whereas  the  faid  Adt  ^lat^l

*  Execution,  whereby  the  Rates  of  Wages  for  poor  Artificers, 

*  Labourers  and  other  Perfons,  whoie  Wages  was  meant  to  be 

*  rated  by  the  faid  A£i,  have  not  been  rated  and  proportioned 

*  according  to  the  Plenty,  Scarcity,  Neceflity  and  refpedl  of  the 
'  Time,  wmch  was  politically  intended  by  the  laid  AA ;  By  Reafon» 
«  Ambiguity  and  QueiUon  have  rifen  and  been  made,  whether  the 

*  Rating  of  all  Manner  Artificers,  Workmen  and  Workwomen, 

*  his  or  their  Wages  other  than  fuch  as  by  fome  Statute  and  Law 

*  have  been  rated,  or  elfe  fuch  as  did  work  about  Hufbandry, 
'  forafmuch  as  the  faid  Law  hath  been  found  beneficial  for  the 

*  Commonwealth:' 

IL  Beit  enafted.  That  the  faid  Statute,  and  the  Authority  by 
the  fame  Statute  given  to  any  Perfon  .or  Perfons  for  affefling  and 
rating  of  Wages,  and  the  Authority  to  them  in  the  faid  Aft 
committed,  fhall  be  expounded  and  conllrued,  and  (hall  by  force  of 
this  Aft  give  Authority  to  all  Perfons  having  any  fuch  Authority 
to  rate  Wages  of  any  Labourers,  Weavers,  Spinfters  and  Workmen 
or  Workwomen  whatfoever,  either  working  by  the  Day,  Week, 
Month,  Year,  or  taking  any  Work  at  any  Perfon  or  Perfons  Hand 
whatfoever,  to  be  done.  And  whereas  in  divers  Shires  within  this 
Realm,  the  Juflices  of  Peace  have  not  ufually  kept  their  General 
Seflions  in  one,  Place  of  the  Shire  together,  but  the  General  Sef- 
fions  have  been  kept  in  feveral  Places  for  feveral  Divifions,  by 
Reafon  whereof  the  moft  Part  of  the  Juftices  of  the  Peace  coming 
not  together,  nor  rating  of  Wages  could  well  be  made  in  the  faid 
Shire  where  fuch  General  Seflions  have  been  ufed :  Be  it  enafted 
by  Authority  of  this  prefent  Parliament,  That  the  moft  Juftices 
ofvPeace,  or  the  more  Part  of  them  refiant  in  fuch  Divifion  in 
any  Shire  within  this  Realm,  where  fuch  SeiTions  have  been  ufually 
feverally  kept,  fhall  at  the  fame  Seflions,  or. at  fuch  Time  of  rating 
of  Wages,  as  is  limited  by  the  faid  Aft  made  in  the  Fifth  Year  of 
ber  Majefty's  Reign,  have  as  full  Authority  and  Power  to  rate  all 
Manner  of  Wages  to  be  rated  within  the  Limits  of  fuch  Divifio^i 
in  any  fuch  Shire,  as  if  the  fame  were  done  in  the  General  Seflions 
for  the  faid  County,  or  by  the  moft  Part  of  the  Juftices  meeting 
for  the  rating  of  Wages  by  the  faid  Aft.  And  be  it  further 
enafted.  That  after  the  Rates  made  for  Wages,  and  ingrofled  ib 
jParchment  under  .th«ir  Hands  and  Seals  of  them  having  Autho- 
rity to  rate  the  fame,  it  fliall  and  may  be  lawful  \o  the  Sheriff  of 
the  faid  County,  or  to  the  Mayor  or  Chief  Ofiicer  or  Officers  of 
any  Qty  or  Town  Corporate,  to  caufe  Proclamation  to  be  made  of 
the  feveral  Rates  fo  rated,  in  fo  many  Places  within  their  Autho- 
rities as  to  them  ihall  feem  convenient^  and  as  if  the  fame  Jiad 
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^e€n  fent  down  printed  by  the  Lord  Chancellor  or  Keeper^  after 
Declaration  thereof  to  her  Majefty,  and  Certificate  of  the  fame 
into  the  Queen's  moll  honourable  Court  of  Chancer}',  and  that

BEitenafted  by  the  Authority  of  this  jprefent  Parlianlent,  6verfearsfarAt 
That  the  Churchwardens  of  every  Parifh,  and  I'our,  Three  ^^^* 
fer  Two  fubftantiai  Houfholders  there,  as  (hall  be  thought  meet, 
havin?  refpeft  to  the  Proportion  and  Greatnefs  of  the  fame  Parish 
and  fiurifhes,  to  be  nominated  yearly  in  Eq/ler  Week,  or  within 
One  Month  after  Eqflery  under  the  rfand  and  Seal  of  Two  or  more 
Juftices  of  the  Peace  in  the  fame  County,  whereof  one  to  be  of  the 

guorum,  dwelling  in  or  near  the  fame  Parifh  or  Divifion  where  the 
me  Parifh  doth  lie,  fhall  be  called  Ovcrfeers  of  the  Poor  of  the  . 
fame  Parifh  i  And  they,  or  the  greater  Part  of  them,  fhall  toke  TH9»'I>^ 
Order  from  Time  to  Time,  by  and  with  the  Content  of  Two  or

of  Peace  undtr  their  Rands,  to  make  an  Inftrument  of  Grant  of 
the  fame  or  like  Relief,  to  endure  as  long  as  this  Aft  Ihall  ftand  or 
endure  in  force,  if  the  fame  tJoldier  or  Mariner  fo  long  live,  and  the 
fame  Pcnllon  be  not  duly  revoked  or  altered,  which  (hall  be  a  fuf- 
ficient  Warrant  to  all  Treafurers  for  the  fame  County  to  make 
Payment  of  fuch  Pcnfion  unto  fuch  Perfons  quarterly,  except  the 
fame  fliall  be  afterward  by  the  faid  Juliic'-s  revoked  or  altered  ;  fo 
that  fuch  Relief  as  fliall  be  affigned  by  fucli  Treafurers  or  Ju  dices 
of  Peace,  to  any  fuch  Soldier  or  Mariner  having  not  bom  Office 
in  the  faid  Wars,  exceed  not  the  8pm  in  grofs  nor  yearly  Penfion 
of  Ten  Pounds,  nor  to  any  that  hath  bom  Office  under  the  Degree 
of  a  Lieutenant,  the  Sum  of  Fifteen  Pounds,  nor  to  any  that  hath 
ferved  in  the  Office  of  Lieutenant,  the  Sum  of  Twenty  Pounds. 

IX.  And  yet  neverthelefs,  it  fhall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and 
for  the  Juftices  of  Peace  and  others  having  Authority  by  this 
Ad  to  affign  Penfions  to  Soldiers  and  Mariners,  upon  any  juft 
Caufe  to  revoke,  diminifti  or  alter  the  fame  from  Time  to  Time, 
according  to  their  Difcretions,  in  their  General  Quarter- Seflioss 
of  the  Peace,  or  General  Aflemblies  for  Cities  or  Towns  Corporate 
where  the  fame  Penfion  fliall  be  granted. 

*  X.  And  whereas  it  muft  needs  fall  out  that  many  of  fuch  hurt 

*  and  maimed  Soldiers  and  Mariners  do  arrive  in  Ports  and  Places 

*  far  remote  from  the  Counties  whence  they  are  by  virtue  of  this 

*  A€t  to  receive  their  yeerly  Annuities  and  Penfions,  as  alfo  they 
'  are  prcfcribed  by  this  A&,  to  obtain  the  Allowance  of  their 

*  Certificates  from  the  Muiler-Mafter  or  Receiver  General  of  the 
'  Muiler  Rolls,  who  commonly  is  like  to  abide  about  the  Court 

*  or  London  fo  as  they  (hall  need  at  the  firft,  Provifion  for  the 

*  bearing  of  their  Charges  to  fuch  Places ;'  Be  it  therefore  ena6led. 
That  it  may  be  lawful  for  the  Treafurers  of  the  County  where  they 
fhall  arrive,  in  their  Difcretion,  upon  their  Certificate  (though  not 
allowed)  to  give  them  any  convenient  Relief  for  their  Journey  to 
carry  them*  to  the  next  County,  with  a  Teftimonial  of  their  Al- 
lowance, to  pafs  on  towards  fuch  a  Place  ;  and  in  Hke  Manner  fhall 
it  be  lawful  for  the  Treafurer  of  the  next  County  to  do  the  like, 
and  fo  from  County  to  County  (in  the  direft  Way)  till  they  come 
to  the  Place  where  they  are  cuddled  to  find  their  Maintenance  ac- 
cording to  the  Tenor  of  this  Statute. 

Tri'afurert  XI.  And   for  the  better  Execution   of  this  A61   in   all  the 

i(»okv  Branches  thereof,  Be  it  enaded.  That  every  the  Treafurers  in 

their  feveral  Counties  fhall  keep  a  true  Book  of  Computation  of

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lief;  and  fhall  alfo  preferve  or  enter  every  Certificate,  hj  Warrant 
■whereof  fuch  Relief  hath  been  by  them  difburfed  ;  and  alfo  that  Mufter-Mafttr  ' 
the  Mufter-Mallcr  or  Receiver  General  of  the  Mufter  Rolls  (hall  to  keep  Book  cf 
keep  a  Book  wherein  (hall  be  entered  the  Names  of  all  fuch  whofe  Certificates- 
Certificates  (hall  be  by  him  allowed,  with  an  Ab(lra6t  of  their 
Certificates ;  and  that  every  Treafurer  retuminpr  or  not  accepting- 
the  Certificate  brought  unto  him  from  the  faid  Mufter-Mafter,  (hall 
write  and  fubfcribe  the  Caufe  of  his  not  accepting  or  not  allowing 
thereof  under  the  faid  Certificate,  or  on  the  Back  thereof.

thereof,  to  be  profecuted  by  any  Two  of  them  whom  they  (hall 
authorize.

Pains,  Imprifonment  and  Punifhment  as  is  appointed  and  provided 
for  common  Rogues  and  vagabond  Perfons. 

XIV.  Provided  always,  and  be  it  enai^ed,  That  all  the  Sur-  How  Surplufaje 
plufage  of  Money  which  (hall  be  remaining  in  the  Stock  of  any  ^  ^^^^  ^" 
County,  (hall  by  the  Difctetion  of  the  more  Part  of  the  Juftices  of  ^^'^^ 
Peace  in  their  Quarter-Seffions  be  ordered,  diftributed  and  beftowed 

upon  fuch  good  and  charitable  Ufes,  and  in  fuch  Form  as  are 
limited  and  appointed  in  the  Statutes  made  and  now  in  force  con- 
cerning Relief  of  the  Poor,  and  Puni(hment  of  Rogues  and 
Beggars. 

X V.  Provided  always.  That  the  Juftices  of  Peace  within  any  Chief  Officen  m 
County  of  this  Realm  or  Wales  (hall  not  intromit  or  enter  into  any  CorporateToiwrni 
City,  Borough,  Place  or  Town  Corporate,  where  is  any  Juftice  ^J?!?**"^*'^ 
of  Peace  for  any  fuch  City,  Borough,  Place  or  Town  Corporate,  ^'^ 

for  the  Execution  of  any  Article  of  this  Ad  ;  but  that  it  (hall  be 
lawful  to  the  Juftice  and  Juftices  of  Peace,  Mayors,  Bailiffs  and 
other  Head  Officers  of  thofe  Cities,  Boroughs,  Places  and  Towns 
Corporate  where  there  is  any  Juftice  of  Peace,  to  proceed  to  the

«  TXTHEREAS  Lands,  Tenements,  Rents,  Annuities,  Profits, 

*  VV     Hereditaments,  Goods,  Chattels,  Money  and  Stocks  of 

*  Money   have  been    heretofore  given,  limited,    appointed  and 

*  afEgned  as  well  by  the  Queen's  mod  Excellent  Majefty,  and  her 

*  mail  noble  Progenitors,  as  by  fundry  other  well  dlfpofed  Perfons, 

*  fome  for  Relief  of  aged,  impotent  and  poor  People  ;  fome  for 

*  Maintenance  of  iick  and  maimed  Soldiers  and  Manners,  Schools 

*  of  Learning,  Free  Schools  and  Scholars  in  Univerfities ;  fome 

*  for  Repair  of  Bridges,  Ports,  Havens,  Caufways,  Churches,  Sea 

*  Banks  and  Highways ;  fome  for  Education  and  Preferment  of 

*  Orphans,  fome  for  or  towards  Relief,  Stock  or  Maintenance  for 
'  Ho  ufes  of  Corre^ion,  fome  for  Marriages  ofpoor  Maids,  fome

*  £ime :'  For  Redrefs  and  Remedy  whereof.  Be  it  enaded  by 
Authority  of  this  prefent  Parliament,  That  it  (hall  and  may  be  CommtflSoartr 
lawful  to  and  for  the  Lord  Chancellor  or  Keeper  of  the  Great  oiftgafLMiik^ 
Seal  of  England  for  the  Time  being,  and  for  the  Chancellor  of  the  &c. 
Duchy  of  Lancajlcr  for  the  Time  being,  for  Lands  within  the 

County  Palatine  of  Laneqftery  from  Time  to  Time  to  award  Com- 
mifiious  under  the  Great  Seal  of  England,  or  the  Seal  of  the 
.  County  Palatine,  as  the  Cafe  (hall  require,  into  all  or  any  Part  or 
Parts  of  this  Realm  refpe£lively,  according  to  their  feveral  Jurif- 
dictions  as  aforefaid,  to  the  Biftwp  of  every  feveral  Diocefe  and  his 
Chancellor,  (in  cafe  there  ftiall  be  any  Bifnop  of  that  Diocefe,  at  the 
Time  oi  awarding  of  the  fame  Commiflions)  and  to  other  Perfons 
of  good  and  found  Behaviour,  authorizing  them  thereby,  or  any 
Four  or  more  of  them,  to  enquire  as  well  by  the  Oaths  of  Twelve 
lawful  Men  or  more  of  the  County  as  by  all  other  good  and  lawful 
Ways  and  Means,  of  all  and  fingular  fuch  Gifts,  Limitations, 
Affignments  and  Appointments  aforefi^d,  and  of  the  Abufes, 
Breaches  of  Trulls,  Negligences,  Mifemploytncnts,  not  employing, 
concealins^,  defrauding,  mif-converting  or  mif-governraent  of-  any 
Lands,  Tenements,  Rents,  Annuities,  Profits,  Hercditan:ients, 
Goods,  Chattels,  Money  or  Stocks  of  Money  heretofore  given^ 
limited,  appointed  or  affigned,  or  which  heresifter  (hall  be  giveB,

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limited,  appointed  or  afiigned  to  or  for  any  the  charitable  and 
godly  Ufes  before  rehcarfed ;  and  after  the  faid  Comnufiioners  or 
any  Four  or  more  of  them  ( upon  calling  the  Panic*  interefted  in 
any  fuch  Lands,  Tenements,  Rents,  Annuities,  Profits,  Heredita* 
ments,  Goods,  Chattels,  Monev  and  Stocks  of  Money)  Ihall  make 
Enquir)'  by  tlie  Oatlis  of  Twelve  Men  or  more  of  the  (aid  County 
(whereunto  the  faid  Parties  inters^ftcd  fhall  and  may  have  and  take 
their  lavirfiil  Challenge  and  Challenges)  and  upon  fuch  Enquiry, 
Hearing  and  Ejcamining  thereof,  fet  down  fuch  Orders,  Judgments 
and  Di'crees  as  the  faid  Lands,  Tenements,  Rents,  Annuities, 
Profits,  Goods,  Chattels,  Money  and  Stocks  of  Money  may  be  duly 
and  faithfully  employed  to  and  for  fuch  of.  the  charitable  Ufes  and 
Intents  before  rehearfed  refpeftively,  for  which  they  were  given, 
limited,  afligned  or  appointed  by  the  Donors  and  Founders 
thereof,  which  Orders,  Judgments  and  Decrees  not  being  contrary 
or  repugnant  to  the  Orders,  Statutes  or  Decrees  of  the  Donors 
or  Founders  fhall,  by  the  Autlioiaty  of  this  prefent  Parliament^ 
ftand  firm  and  good,  according  to  the  Tenor  and  Purport  thereof, 
and  Oiall  be  executed  accordingly,  until  the  fame  (hall  be  undone 
or  altered  by  the  Lord  Chancellor  of  England  or  Lord  Keeper 
of  the  Great  Seal  of  England j  or  the  Chancellor  of  the  County 
Palatine  of  Lancajler  refpeCtively,  within  their  fevcral  JurifdicdoDS, 
upon  Complaint  by  any  Party  grieved  to  be  made  to  them.

That  neither  this  Aft  nor  any  Thing 
therein,  (hall  extend  to  any  City,  to  Town  Corporate,  or  to  any 
the  Lands  or  Tenements  given  to  the  Ufes  aforefaid  within  any 
fuch  City  or  Town  Corporate,  where  there  is  a  fpecial  Governor 
or  Govemqrs  appointed  to  govern  or  direft  fuch  Lands,  Tene- 
ments or  Things  difpofed  to  any  the  Ufes  aforefaid,  neither  to  any 
College,  Hofpital  or  Free  School,  which  have  fpecial  Vifitors 
or  Governors,  or  Overfeers  appointed  them  by  their  Founders.

That  no  Perfon  or  Perfons  which  hath 
purchafed  or  obtained,  or  (hall  purchafe  or  obtain,  upon  valuable 
Conlideralion  gf  Money  or  Land,  any  TLiaXt  or  Interat  of,  ini  to 
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or  out  of  any  Lands,  Tenements,  Rents,  Annuities^  Heredita- 
ments, Goods  or  Chattels  that  have  been  or  fhall  be  given,  limited 
or  appointed  to  any  the  charitable  Ufen  above  mentioned,  without 
Fraud  or  Covin,  having  no  Notice  of  the  fame  charitable  Ufe,  (hall 
not  f  be  impeached  by  any  Decrees  or  Orders  of  the  Commiilioners  t  ^«^« 

above  mentioned  for  or  concerning  the  fame  his  Eftate  or  Interefl ; 
and  yet  neverthelefs,  Be  it  enafted.  That  the  faid  CommifOoners,  Breaking  Truft 
or  any  Four  or  more  of  them,  fhall  and  may  make  Decrees  and 
Orders  for  Recompence  to  be  made  by  any  Perfon  or  Perfons  Recompeagt. 
who,  being  put  in  Truft,  or  having  Notice  of  the  charitable  Ufes 
above  mentioned,  hath  or  (hall  break  the  fame  Truft  or  defraud 
the  fame  Ufes  by  any  Conveyance,  Gift,  Grant,  Leafe,  Demife, 
Releafe  or  Converfion  whdtfoever,  and  againft  the  Heirs,  Exe- 
cutors and  Adminiftrators  of  him,  them  or  any  of  them,  having 
Affets  in  Law  or  Equity,  fo  far  as  the  fame  Affets  will  extend. 

That  this  A  A  fhall  not  extend  to  give  Provife  for 
Power  or  Authority  to  any  Commiflioners  before  mentioned,  tp  Jt^^**^^'**'  ^ 
make  any  Orders,  Judgments  or  Decrees  for  or  concerning  any  ^      iz' 
Manors,  Lands,  Tenements  or  other  Hereditaments  afTured,  con-  ^^  Queen 
veyed,  granted  or  come  unto  the  Queen's  Majefty,  to  the  late  jjliiberfj.

moners  and  fuch  Undertakers  ;  but  fhall  not  in  any  Sort  be  of  in  what  Cafe  th« 
any  EfFedi  or  Validity  agatnft  your  Highnefs,  your  Heirs,  Suc-*Cr0waA#e^iiM»^ 
ceifors  or  AfHgns,  or  their  Eftate  or  Eftates  in  or  to  the  Soil 
thereof,  except  fuch  Conveyances  be  by  Writing  indented  in 
Parchment,  and  one  Part  thereof  under  the  Hands  and  Seals  of 
moft  Part  of  the  Commoners  fo  contracting  t)  e  fame,  certified 
into  your  HighneiJs'  High  Court  4>f  Chancery,  if  the  Waftes  or 
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SoSs  ftiall  be  of  the  PoiTefTions  of  your  Highnefs  Crown  of  Efig-i 
landj  and  except  your  Majefty'a  Royal  Oonient  be  obtained  there- 
lintOy  and  fignified  by  and  under  your  Highnefs'  Privy  Seal  or 
Great  Seal,  and  enrolled  in  your  Highnefs'  faid  Court  of  Chan- 
cery, and  aJFter  fuch  Affent  fo  had,  fignilied  and  enrolled,  then  the 
fame  Contrads  and  Covenants  ihall  be  good  and  available  to  all 
and  every  fuch  Undertakers,  their  Heirs  and  Afiigns,  againft. 
your  Highnefs,  your  Heirs  and  Succe^ors,  according  to  the  Pro- 
viftons,  Agrecnients  and  Covenants  fo  affented  liiito  by  your

to  the  PoSeffion  of  the  Duchy  of  Lancq/ler  then  the  iSaud  Contrad, 
Bargain,  Afilgnment  ot  or  from  your  Highnefs  (hall  not  be  of 
any  EfteA  or  Validity  againft  your  Higbnefs,  your  Heirs,  Suc- 
ceflbrs  and  AiHgns,  except  fuch  Contrail  and  Bargain  touching 
the  Premifes,  and  fuch  Afiignment  and  fetting  forth  of  fuch  Part 
of  the  faid  Undertakers  to  hold  in  Severalty,  be  by  Writing 
indented  in  Parchment,  fealed  and  delivered  by  tbe  (aid  Com- 
moners or  the  moil  Part  of  them,  and  the  faid  Undertakers, 
and  one  Part  thereof  certified  under  the  Hands  and  Seals  of  moft 
Part  of  the  Commoners,  into  your  Highnefs'  Court  of  the  Duchy

Stray,  Leet,  Lawday,  nor  other  Liberties  to  be  ufed  or  taken 
in  the  Part  fo  to  the  laid  Undertakers  affigned  ;  but  that  as  well 
the  Commoners,  and  Lords  and  Owners  of  that  Soil,  (hall  and 
may  enjoy  their  Commons  in  the  Refidue  thereof,  and  the  Queen's 
Majefty,  her  Heirs  and  SucceflTors,  and  the  Lords  and  Owners 
(hall  and  may  have  and  enjoy  fuch  Liberties  and  Franchifes  in  fuch

furrounded  Grounds,  whereby  or  by  Means  whereof  any  of  the 
Havens  or  Ports  of  this  Realm  of  England  may  be  in  any  Sort 
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annoyed,  impaired  or  Mndred ;  nqr  to  any  Groypds  within  Eight 
Miles  of  Tarmouthy  or  Six  Mile^  of  Xy«,  within  the  County 
oi  Norfolk. 

.    CAP.    XIL 
An  AQ.  concerning  Matters  of  Aflurances  amongft  Mer^ 

chants. 

WHEREAS  it  ever  hath  been  the  Policy  of  this  Reahn 
by  all  good  means  to  comfort  and  encourage  the  Mer- 
chant, thereby  to  advance  and  increafe  the  genersd  Wealth  of 
the  Realm,  her  Majefty's  Cuftoms,  and  the  Strength  of  Ship- 
ping, which  Confideration  is  now  tlie  more  requiiite,  becaufe 
Trade  and  Traffick  if  not  at  this  prefent  fo  open  as  at  other 
Times  it  hath  been  :  And  whereas  it  hath  been  Time  out  of 
Mind  an  Ufage  amongft  Merchants  both  of  this  Realm  and 
of  foreign  Nations,   when  they  make  any  great  Adventure  , 

fefpecially  into  remote  Parts)   to  give  fome  Confideration  of 
Money  to  other  Perfons  T  which  commonly  are  in  no  fmall  Num- 
ber) to  have  from  them  Aflurance  made  of  their  Goods,  Mer- 
chandizes, Ships  and  Things  adventured,  or  fome  Part  thereof, 
at  fuch  Rates  and  in  fuch  Sort  as  th?  Parties  Affurer«  and  the 
Parties  aflured  can  aeree ;  which  Courfe  of  Dealing  is  commonly 
termed  a  Policy  of  Affurance ;  by  means  of  which  Policies  of 
Aflurance  it  cometh  to  pafs,  upon  the  Lofs  or  perifhing  of  any 
Ship  there  foUoweth  not  the  undoing  of  any  ^  Man,  but  the 
Lots  lighteth  rather  eafily  upon  many  than  heavily  upon  few, 
and  rather  upon  them  that  adventure  not  than  thofe  that  do  ad- 
venture, whereby  all  Merchants,  efpecially  of  the  younger  Sort, 
are  allured  to  venture  more  willingly  and  more  freely :    And 
whereas  l>eretofore  fuch  Affurers  have  ufed  to  ftand  fo  juftly 
and  precifely  upon  their  Credits,   as  few  or  no  Controverfies 
have  arifen  thereupon,  and  if  any  have  grown,  the  fame  have 
from  Time  to  Time  been  ended  and  ordered  by  certain  grave 
and  difcreet  Merchants  appointed  by  the  Lord  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  London^  as  Men  by  reafon  ot  their  Experience  fitted  to 
underftand,  and  fpeedily  to  decide  thofe  Caules,  until  of  late 
Years  that  divers  Perfons  have  withdrawn  themfelves  from  that 
arbitrary  Courfe,  and  have  fought  to  draw  the  Parties  aflured 
to  feek  their  Monies  of  every  feveral  Aflurer,  by  Suits  com-  ^ 
menced  in  her  Majefty's  Courts,  to  their  great  Charges  and 
Delays  :*  For  Remedy  whereof,  be  it  enaded  by  the  Authority  CommlOions 
of  this  prefent  Parliament,  That  it  fliall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  "warded  to  do- 
Lord  Chancellor,  or  Lord  Keeper  of  the  Great  Seal  of  England  ^n«Poli"« 
for  the  Time  being,  to  award  forth  under  the  Great  Seal  of  Eng-  ^'^"™^«- 
land  One  general  or  ftanding  Commiiiion,  to  be  renewed  yearly  at 
the  leaft,  and  otherwife  fo  oft  as  unto  the  faid  Lord  Chancellor  or 
Lord  Kcepei*  (hall  feem  good,  for  the  hearing  and  determining  of 
Caufes  arifingand  Policies  of  Aflurances,  fuch  as  now  are  or  here-  Cammiffioiieii. 
after  ihall  be  entered  within  the  Office  of  AiTnrances  within  -the 
City  of  London^  and  whereof  no  Suit  ihall  be  depending  the  laft 
Day  of  this  Seflion  of  Parliament  in  any  of  her  Majefty's  Courts, 
which  Conmiifiion  fliall  be  directed  to  the  Judge  of  the  Admiralty 
for  the  Time  being,  the  Recorder  of  London  for  the  Time  being. 
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'two  Do6ior%  of  the  Chni  Laur,  and  Two  comaioa  Lswjat, 
and  Eieht  grave  and  difcreet  MerdianUy  or  to  any  Five  of  them, 
which  Comniiflioners,  or  the  greater  Part  of  them,  which  fhaH  fit 
and  meet,  (hall  have,  by  virtue  of  this  prefent  AGt^  full  Power 
and  Authority  to  hear,  examine,  order  and  decree  aJl  and  every 
fuch  Caufe  and  Caufes  concerning  Policiea  of  AiTurancei  in  a 
brief  and  fummary  Course  as  to  their  DifcMtion  (hall  £eem  meet, 
without  Formalitiee  of  Pleadings  or  Proceeding^* 
TTieir  Authcrty,  H.  And  be  it  further  ezia^^  by  the  Authority  aforefidd,  That 
it  (hall  be  lawful  for  the  faid  Ckunmiflioners,  as  well  to  warn  anv 
of  the  Parties  to  come  before  them,  as  alfo  to  examine  upon  Oatn 
any  Witneis  that  fhall  be  produced,  and  to  commit  to  Priibn 
without  Bail  or  Mainprise  any  Perfon  that  IhaU  wilfully  contemn 
or  dif obey  their  final  Orders  or  Decrees  ;  and  that  the  (add  Com- 
miilioners  fhall  Once  every  Week  at  the  Ieafl»meet  and  fit  upon  the 
Execution  of  the  (aid  Commiffion  in'  the  Office  of  the  Aflurancea, 
or  in  fome  other  convenient  publick  Place  by  them  to  be  affigned ; 
and  that  no  Perfon  by  virtue  of  this  A£t  may  claim  or  exaa  any 
Fee,  for  any  Matter  or  Caufe  concerning  tne  Execution  of  the 
faid  Commiinon. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enafked  by  the  Authority  aforefaid, 
That  if  any  Perfon  (hall  be  grieved  by  Sentence  or  Decree  of  the 
faid  Comnuflioners,  that  fuch  Perfons  fo  erieved  may  at  any  Time 
within  Two  Months  of  the  faid  Decree  io  made,  exhibit  his  Bill 
into  the  High  Court  of  Qhancery  for  the  Re-examination  of  fuch 
Decree,  fo  as  every  Perfon  Coir^plainant  before  he  fhall  exhibit 
any  fuch  Bill,  do  either  execute  and  fatisfy  the  faid  Sentence  fo 
awarded,  or  at  the  leaft  lay  down  in  defoAio  with  the  faid  Com- 
miflioners,  fuch  Sums  of  Money  as  he  fhaO  oe  awarded  to  pay,  an4 
that  upon  fo  doing  the  faid  Complainant  fliall  be  enlarged  of  hit 
Imprifonment ;  and  that  the  Lord  Chancellor  or  Lord  Keeper 
for  the  Time  being  (hall  have  full  Power  and  Authority  by  virtue 
ofthis  A6i,  upon  every  Complaint  made  (in  order  as  aforefaid) 
to  reverfe  or  affirm  every  fuch  Sentence  or  Decree,  according  to 
Equity  and  Confcience  ;  and  that  the  faid  Lord  Chancellor  or 
Lord  Keeper  in  every  fuch  Suit  brought  before  him  as  aforefaid, 
by  fuch  Aifurers,  and  decreed  againfl  the  faid  Aflurers,  fhaH 
award  Double  Cofls  to  the  Party  aflured. 

IV,  Provided  neverthelefs,  That  no  CommifHoner  fhall  inter- 
meddlie  in  the  Execution  of  any  fuch  Commiffion  in  any  Caufe 
or  Matter  of  A  (Tu ranee  where  himfelf  (hall  be  either  a  Party 
AfTurer  or  AfTured  in  the  fame  Affurance  which  is  brought  in 
queflion  ;  nor  that  any  Commiilioner  (other  than  the  faid  Judge 

/  of  the  Admiralty  and  the  Recorder  o£  London)  fhall  dal  or  pro- 

ceed in  the  Execudon  of  any  fuch  Commiflion  before  he  hare 
Oadi  taken  his  corporal  Oath  before  the  Lord  Mayor  and  Court  of 

Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Londonf  to  proceed  uprightly  and  in* 
differently  between  Party  and  Party.

And  neverthdefs  of*  late  Years,  the  feveral  Games  above  men- 
tioned have  been  more  exceflively  and  outrageoufly  fpoiled  and 
deftroyed,  than  hath  been  in  former  Ages,  elpecially  by  the  vul- 

far  Sort,  and  Men  of  fmall  Worth,  making  a  Trade  and  a 
living  of  the  Spoiling  and  Deftroying  of  the  faid  Games,  who 
are  not  of  Sufficiency  to  pay  the  laid  Penalties  in  the  faid  Sta- 
tutes mentioned,  nor  to  anlwer  the  Coils  and  Charges  of  any  that 
(hould  inform  and  profecute  againft  them  in  any  of  his  faid  Ma- 
jefty's  Courts  of  Record  at  Wefiminfter^  upon  any  of  the  faid 
Penal  Laws  and  Statutes ;  by  Reaix)n  whereof  few  Suits  have 
been  attempted  upon  the  faid  Laws,  and  for  the  faid  Forfeitures, 
whereby  the  Good  thereby  meant  and  hoped  hath  not  fucceedcd, 
and  thereby  ^reat  Scarcity  of  the  faid  Games  in  all,  or  in  the 
moft  Parts  01  this  Realm,  hath  followed,  and  prefently  is,  and 
fo  is  like  to  be,  if  fome  Remedy  be  not  in  that  Behalf  pro- 
vided :'

Hbufe,  ihall,  contrary  to  fuch  Commandment^  wflfuHy  anil'  con- 
temptuouily  go  Abroad,  and  ihall  converfe  in  Company,  having 
any  infe^ous  Sore  upon  him  uncured,  that  then  fuch  Perfon  and 
Perfons  ihall  be  taken,  deemed  and  adjudged  as  a  Felon,  and  to 
fuffer  Pains  of  Death  as  in  Cafe  of  Felony :  But  if  fuch  Perfon  Death, 
(hall  not  have  any  fuch  Sore  found  about  him,  then  for  his  faid

adjoining  tohis  or*her  fuch  Dwelling,  and  there  hear  Divine  Service 
according  to  the  true  Meaning  of  the  Statute  in  that  Behalf  mad« 
and  provided,  and  there  publickly  receive  the  faid  Sacrament 
accot^ng  to  the  Laws  of  this  Realm  of  Enfland  now  eftabHfhed  ;

Soldiers,  fhall  after  go  or  pafs  voluntarily  out  of  this  Realm,  to  , 
ferve  any  fuch  ForeiOT  Prince,  State  or  Potentate,  or  fhall  voliui- 
tarily  ferve  any  fuch  Prince,  State  or  Potentate,  before  that  he 
and  they  fhall  become  bound  by  Obligation,  with  Two  fuch  Sure- 
ties as  fhall  be  allowed  of  by  the  Officers  which  are  hereafter  by 
this  Aft   limited  to   take  the  ferae   Bond,  unto  our  Sovereign 
Lord  the  King's  Majefly,  his  Heirs  or  SuccelTors,  in  the  Sum  of 
Twenty  Pounds  of  current  Engljfh  Money  at  the  leafl,  with  Con- 
dition to  the  EflfeA  following,  fhall  be  a  Felon.

*  revealed  and  difdofed  the  fame :'  Whefcforc  to  difcovcr  and 
present  fuch  fecret  damnable  Confpiracies  and  Trea(brs  as  here- 
after may  be  put  in  ure  by  fuch  evil  difpofed  Perfofis,  if  Remedy 
be  not  therefore  provided  ;  Be  it  eaa^ed  by  the  King's  mcft  E^t- 
cdlent  Majefty,  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  the  Com* 
mens,  in  this  prefent  Parliament  aiTembled,  and  by  the  Authority 
of  the  fanwy  That  fuch  Pcribn  as  (hall  iiril  difcoverto  any  Jiiftice 
of  Peace  any  Reciifaut  or  other  Perfon  which  (hall  entertain  or

to  have  or  ufe,  the  fame  fhall  be  prefently  defaced  and  burnt,  if  it 
be  meet  to  be  burned :  And  if  it  be  a  Crucifix  or  other  Relick  Crucifix,  &c.  10 
of  any  Price,  the  fame  to  be  defaced  at   the  General  Quarter-  he  defaced. 
Seflions  of  the  Peace  iu  the  Couiity  where  the  feme  fhall  be  found, 
and  the  fame  fo  defaced  to  be  reftored  to  the  Owner  again. 

XXVIL  And  be  it  alfo  enadled  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  Recufant's

"ITTTIEREAS  the  faid  Artizan  Skinners  before  the  One  Charter  to  the 
▼  V  and  twentieth  Year  of  the  late  Queen  were  at  Liberty,  Eaft-land  Mer- 
and  ufually  did  tranfport  into  the  EaflJand  Countries,  Coney-  chanti,  »x  Elix. 
ikins,  and  Lamb-fkins  called  Morkins,  of  the  Growth  of  this 
Kingdom,  being  in  great  Requefl  in  thofe  Countries,  without 
Coutradxdlion :  In  which  One  and  twentieth  Year  of  her  Majefty's 
Reign  the  Eaf^-land  Merchants  procured  a  Charter  from  her 
Majefby,  in  which  is  contained  a  Prohibition  therein,  that  none 
but  they  the  Merchants  of  thofe  Countries  might  tranfport  any 
Merchandizes  thither :  Sithence  which  Time  the  faid  Artizan 
Skinners  have,  by  Colour  of  thofe  Letters  Patents,  been  refirained 
from  Tranfportation,  and  thereupon  did  for  the  Maintenance  of 
them  and  their  poor  Families  apply  themfelves  to  their  Hand^ 
Labours,  and  to  provide  and  buy  within  this  Realm,  as  well  of 
Petty  Chapmen  as  others,  the  faid  Skins  within  this  Kingdom  ; 
and  the  Surplufage  over  and  above  fuch  as  they  wrought  into 
Manufadures,  they  fold  to  the  faid  Merchants  that  had  gotten

«  TT^HEREAS  an  Aft,  intituled,  jIn  Aa  for  Eafe  in  Pleading 
<     W     againfi  troubl^ome  and  contentious  Suits  profecuted  againft 

*  Juflices  ^the  Peace^  Mayors^  Conflables  and  certain  other  His  Ma^ 
«  jejly*s  Ojfictrsjfor  the  lawful  Execution  of  their  Office j  made  in  the 
«  Seventh  Year  of  his  Majefty's  moft  happy  Reign  of  England^ 
'  was  made  to  continue  but  for  Seven  Years,  and  &om  thence  to

Ships  for  His  Majefty's  Service :  And  whereas  upon 
cution  of  the  fame  Writs  and  Returns  of  Certloraries  thereupon 
made,  and  the  fending  the  fame  by  Mittimus  into  the  Court  of 
Exchequer,  Procefs  hath  been  thence  made  againll  fundry  Perfons 
pretended  to  be^charged  by  Way  of  Contribution,  for  the  making 
up  of  certain  Sums  aflefred  for  the  providing  of  the  faid  Ships, 
and,  in  efpecial,  in  Ea/ier  Term  in  the  Thirteenth  Year  of  the 
Reign  of  our  Sovereign  Lord  the  King  that  now  is,  a  Writ  of 
Scire  facias  was  awarded  out  of  the  Court  of  Exchequer,  to  the 
then  Sheriff  ai  Buckingham/hirey  againft  John  Hampden,  Efquire, 
to  appear  and  ihew  Caufe,  why  he  fhould  not  be  cnarged  with  a 
certain  Sum  fo  affeffed  upon  him ;  upon  whofe  Appearance  and 
Demurrer  to  the  Proceedings  therein,  the  Barons  of  the  Ex- 
chequer adjourned  the  fame  Cafe  into  the  Exchequer  Chamber, 
where  it  was  folemnly  argued  divers  Days,  and  at  length  it  was 
there  agreed  by  the  peater  Part  of  all  the  Juftices  of  the  Courts 
of  King's  Bench  and  Common  Pleas,  and  of  the  Barons  of  the 
Exchequer,  there  aiTembled,  That  the  faid  John  Hampden  (hould 
be  charged  with  the  faid  Sum  fo  as  aforefaid  aflefled  on  him  $  the 
main  Grounds  and  Reafons  of  the  faid  Juftices  and  Barons  which 
fo  agree,  being,  that  when  the  Good  and  Safety  of  the  Kingdom 
in  general  is  concerned,  and  the  whole  Kingdom  in  Danger, 
the  King  might,  by  Writ  under  the  Great  Seal  of  England^  com- 
mand all  the  Subjeds  of  this  his  Kingdom,  at  their  (Charge,  to 
provide  and  furniih  fuch  Number  of  Shiss  with  Men,  Viduals 
and  Munition,  and  for  fuch  Time  as  the  King  (hould  think  £it> 
for  the  Defence  and  Safeguard  of  the  Kingdom  from  fuck 
Danger  and  Peril ;  and  that  by  Law  the  King^  might  compel  the 
doing  thereof,  in  cafe  of  Refiifal  or  Refradlorinefs ;  and  that  the 
King  is  the  fole  Judge,  both  of  the  Danger,  and  when  and  how 
the  lame  is  to  be  prevented  and  avoided ;  according  to  which 
Grounds  and  Reafons,  all  the  Juftices  of  the  faid  Courts  of  King's 
Bench  and  Common  Fleas,  and  the  (aid  BaronA  of  the  Exchequer, 
Vm.  IV.  3  G  \  having 
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having  been  formerly  confulted  with  by  His  Majefty's  Comnuuid, 
had  fet  their  Hands  to  an  extrajudiciad  Opinion,  exprefled  to  the 
fame  Purpofe  ;  which  Opinion,  with  their  Names  thereunto,  vraa 
'alfo  by  His  Majefty's  Command  inrolled  in  the  Courts  of  Chan- 
cery, King's  Bench,  Common  Pleas  and  Exchequer^  and  like- 
wife  entred  among  the  Remembrances  of  the  Court  of    Star 
Chamber,  and,  according  to  the  faid  Agreement  of  the  faid 
Jullices  and  Barons,  Judgment  was  eivcn  oy  the  Ba|X)ns  of  the 
Exchequer,  that  the  faid  John  Hampden  fhomd  be  charged  with 
the  faid  Sum  fo  aflefled  on  Iiim :  And  whereas  fome  other  A^ons
